WARRANT 


Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Norfolk, ss. 


To any Constable of the Town of Brookline, Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Brookline 
qualified to vote in elections to meet at the polling places designated for 
the several precincts in the said town, on Tuesday, the seventh day of 
March, 1922, at six o’clock’in the forenoon, for the following purposes, to 
wit: 

To choose by ballot the following town officers: Moderator, for one 
year; Town Clerk, for one year; five Selectmen, for one year; one Collector 
of Taxes, for one year; Treasurer, for one year; one Assessor, for three 
years; three members of the School Committee, for three years; four 
Trustees of the Public Library, for three years; two Trustees of the Walnut 
Hills Cemetery, for three years; one Park Commissioner, for three years; 
one Park Commissioner, for one year; one member of the Water Board, 
for three years; three Auditors, for one year; three members of the Com- 
mittee on Planting Trees, for one year; two members of the Planning 
Board, for three years; one member of the Planning Board, for two years; 
five Constables, for one year; also nine town-meeting members in each 
precinct, for three years; one town-meeting member in precinct one, for 
two years; one town-meeting member in precinct five, for one year; one 
town meeting member in precinct seven, for two years; also, upon the 
same ballot, to vote ‘‘Yes” or ‘‘No’”’ upon the following question: ‘‘Shall 
licenses be granted for the sale of certain non-intoxicating beverages in 
this town?”’ For these purposes the polls will be opened at a quarter after 
six in the forenoon and shall be closed at six o’clock in the afternoon. 

And in the name of the said Commonwealth, you are further required 
to notify and warn the said inhabitants to meet at the Town Hall in the said 
town, on Tuesday, the twenty-first day of March, 1922, at seven-thirty 
o'clock in the evening, for the following purposes, to wit: 

First, To choose or appoint the usual town officers not heretofore men- 
tioned in such manner as the town may determine. 

Second, To see if the town will vote to accept Section 25A of Chapter 41 
of the General Laws as contained and authorized in Chapter 14 of the 
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Acts of 1921, being ‘‘An Act to Authorize Assessors in Towns to Appoint 
Assistant Assessors.” 

Third, To see if the town will vote to authorize the Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of the revenue 
of the current financial year. 

Fourth, To act upon the appropriations asked for or proposed in the 
annual town reports by the Selectmen or by any town officers or com- 
mittees. 

Fifth, To appropriate the sum of fifty-one thousand dollars ($51,000) 
for the purchase of furniture, furnishings, and equipment for the new 
section of the High School and to authorize the Treasurer te borrow the 
same. 

Sixth, To appropriate twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000) for a 
service building for the Park Department, to be erected on Jand of the 
town on the westerly side of Netherlands Road and the Parkway, pur- 
chased by the town in 1917 for municipal or departmental purposes, and 
to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Seventh, To appropriate two thousand dollars ($2,000) to partially 
reimburse the Brookline High School Athletic Association for money 
expended for a grandstand on Brookline Field. 

Eighth, To appropriate the sum of two thousand five hundred dollars 
($2,500) for improvements, for grading and developing lots, for fencing, 
and for repairing damage to the trees, in the Walnut Hills Cemetery, or te 
act in any other matter in relation thereto. 

Ninth, To appropriate ten thousand three hundred dollars ($10,300) 
for motor-driven apparatus for the Fire Department. 

Tenth, To appropriate the sum of eight thousand dollars ($8,000) for 
the purpose of providing additional shower baths at the Municipal Bath- 
house on Tappan Street. 

Eleventh, To see if the town will adopt a new by-law providing for the 
limitation of particular classes of buildings to specified districts or zones, 
or to act in any other matter in relation thereto. 

Twelfth, To authorize the Selectmen to lease for a period not exceeding 
two years from January 1, 1922, to the Brookline Post of the American 
Legion, the building in the rear of the Town Hall, on the land at the corner 
of Harvard and Pierce streets, for the purpose of providing a suitable 
headquarters for the Post, and to appropriate the sum of two thousand 
five hundred dollars ($2,500) therefor. 

Thirteenth, To authorize the Selectmen to petition the General Court for 
such legislation as may be necessary to provide pensions for foremen, 
engineers, firemen, and such other employees of the town as are not entitled 
to pensions under the present laws. 

Fourteenth, To appropriate the sum of sixteen thousand dollars ($16,000) 
for a new coal pocket to be built at the Central Heating and Lighting 
Plant on Tappan Street and to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Fifteenth, To appropriate the sum of one thousand six hundred eighty- 
five dollars ($1,685) to provide heat for the town stable and adjacent 
buildings. 

Sixteenth, To appropriate the sum of sixty-five thousand dollars ($65,000) 
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for paving Washington Street from Park Street to Washington Square and 
to authorize the Treasurer to borrow the same. 

Seventeenth, To accept and allow the alteration and widening of Green- 
ough and Washington streets at their junction, as laid out by the Select- 
men and reported to the town at this meeting and to appropriate three 
thousand eight hundred sixteen dollars ($3,816) to pay for land damages 
and the cost of construction. 

Eighteenth, To accept and allow Claflin Path from Addington Road to 
Claflin Road, as laid out by the Selectmen and reported to the town at this 
meeting, and to appropriate four thousand one hundred fifty dollars 
($4,150) to pay for land damages and the cost of construction. 

Nineteenth, To accept and allow the building line on the easterly side of 
Dean Road from Beacon Street to the location of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad, as laid out and established by the Selectmen and reported to the 
town at this meeting. 

Twentieth, To cancel the outstanding authority to borrow thirty-nine 
thousand dollars ($39,000) of the loan of sixty thousand dollars ($60,000) 
for additions to the High School building authorized in vote passed under 
the seventh article in the warrant of the Special Town-Meeting of July 
29, 1915. 

Twenty-first, To cancel the outstanding authority to borrow seven 
thousand dollars ($7,000) of the loan of twelve thousand dollars ($12,000) 
for the High School Kindergarten on Tappan Street authorized in vote 
passed under the first article in the warrant of the Special Town-Meeting 
of March 28, 1917. 

Twenty-second, To hear and act upon reports of town officers and com- 
mittees. 

Twenty-third, To appropriate and raise by borrowing or otherwise such 
sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of the purposes men- 
tioned in the foregoing articles. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your doings 
thereon, to the Selectmen, seven days at least before the day of the said 
meeting.

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ANNUAL MEETING, MARCH 21, 1922 


Pursuant to the warrant of the Selectmen served accord- 
ing to law upon the inhabitants of the town of Brookline 
by a constable of said town, and written notices sent by 
mail by the Town Clerk at least four days before the day of 
the meeting to the town-meeting members elected and quali- 
fied to act in town meetings in Brookline, under the provisions 
of Chapter 36, Special “Acts of 1921, accepted by the town of 
Brookline, March 1, 1921, the town-meeting members so 
qualified met at the Town Hall in said town on Tuesday, 
the twenty-first day of March, A.D., 1922, at half past seven 
o’clock in the evening. 


Lists of the duly qualified town-meeting members were used 
at the entrances to the meeting place and were in charge 
of Thomas M. Daley, Thomas B. McCaffery, Thomas H. 
Finan, and Thomas R. Daley, tellers, who were sworn to the 
-faithful discharge of their duties. The lists contained the 
names of two hundred and fifty-nine (259) town-meeting 
members qualified to participate in and vote in town meetings 
in Brookline: two hundred and forty-three (243) being the 
town-meeting members elected from the nine precincts, and 
sixteen (16) town-meeting members-at-large. 


No town-meeting member was allowed within the rail until 
his name had been found on the list and checked. 


At twenty-five minutes before eight o’clock the tellers 
reported that one hundred and fifty (150) names of town- 
meeting members had been checked, or more than one-half 
of all the town-meeting members qualified, and the Town 
Clerk reported that a quorum was present. 


The meeting was then called to order by the Moderator, 
Daniel A. Rollins. 


The Town Clerk made a statement to the meeting that 
a protest in writing had been filed with the Town Clerk and 
with the Board of Selectmen by a registered voter in Precinct 3, 
that Frank B. Connor, who had been declared elected a town- 
meeting member from Precinct 3, was not qualified to serve as 
such town-meeting member on the ground that he was not a 
registered voter in Precinct 3 on the date of the election, 
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March 7, 1922, and was, therefore, not eligible for election 
as a town-meeting member from that precinct. 

This matter was laid before the meeting in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 3, Chapter 36, Acts of 1921, viz.: 
“The town-meeting members, as aforesaid, shall be the judges 
of the election and qualifications of their own members.”’ 


On motion of Fred L. Norton: 


Voted, That the protest against the election of Frank B. 
Connor as a town-meeting member from Precinct 3 be referred 
to a committee of three, consisting of the Moderator and two 
other town-meeting members to be appointed by him, to 
consider the same and to report to the town at a future town 
meeting.” 


Note: The Moderator appointed this committee to consist of Daniel A. Rollins, 
Moderator, Henry Ware, and Harold Williams, Jr. 


Ernest B. Dane offered the following motion: 


That the action of the Selectmen in requesting the Com- 
mittee of Thirty on Appropriations, to report on the articles 
in the warrants for the annual town meeting and special 
town meeting be approved and that its report on such articles 
be received and considered. 

This motion was put to vote but was not carried. 


Hatherly Foster, Jr., offered the following: 


Voted, That the action of the Selectmen in requesting the 
Committee of Thirty on Appropriations, to report on the 
articles in the warrants for the annual town meeting and 
special town meeting be approved; that the report of the 
Committee of Thirty be amended by the substitution of the 
report of the minority of said Committee upon the question 
of salaries as printed on pages 17 and 18 of its report, and that 
the totals of the respective items recommended by the minority 
and printed on page 18 of the report be in each case substituted 
for the totals of the respective items as recommended by the 
majority of the Committee of Thirty and printed on pages 
25-29 of said report, and that as amended the report of the 
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Committee of Thirty on such articles be received and con- 
sidered. 


The vote on the foregoing motion was taken by count. 
The Moderator appointed as tellers Harold C. Haskell, C. 
Augustus Norwood, Arthur E. Spooner, James J. Lynch, 
Edward Sharp, Jr., and Gardner A. Whitney. These tellers 
were sworn by the Town Clerk. The tellers reported the 
whole number voting as one hundred and ninety (190) as 
follows:

Under a vote of the town passed 21st March, 1922, the 
undersigned committee was appointed to consider and report 
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on a written protest made by Eugene F. Donovan, a regis- 
tered voter, residing in Precinct 3, but not a town-meeting 
member, in which he did ‘‘protest the election of Frank B. 
Connor as Town Committee Member from Precinct 3, on the 
ground that he is not a registered voter from said precinct, 
being registered and voting from Precinct 6.” 

Your committee held a meeting which Mr. Donovan and 
Mr. Connor were invited to attend. 

It appears that toward the end of 1921 Mr. Connor, who at 
that time resided in Precinct 6 and was a registered voter 
registered in Precinct 6, moved his residence to Precinct 3, 
where he has since resided. He still remains registered in 
Precinct 6. 

At the annual election held 7th March, 1922, he was a 
candidate for election as a town-meeting member from 
Precinct 3 and was declared elected by the voters of that 
precinct. 

The sole question considered by your committee is his, 
eligibility to such election. 

The limited town-meeting act (1921 c36), after mentioning 
precincts and ‘‘the registered voters therein’”’ provides in 
section 2 that “‘the said voters of each precinct in the town 
shall, in like manner, elect nine of their number to be town- 
meeting members.’’ As a person so elected must be of the 
number of those who do the electing, he must himself be a 
person who could take part in the electing. Mr. Connor, in 
the circumstances above stated, could not have taken part in 
that election in Precinct 3, and therefore was not eligible for 
election by the voters of that Precinct. . 

Accordingly your committee is of opinion that Mr. Connor 
was not eligible for election from Precinct 3 as a town-meeting 
member, and therefore was not legally elected.

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ZONING BY-LAWS 


REGULATIONS AS TO USE AND CONSTRUCTION OF 
BUILDINGS 


ARTICLE I 


Districts 
Section 1. Districts. 

The town of Brookline is hereby divided into districts, each of which 
shall be subject to special regulations, hereinafter provided for, as to the 
use and construction of buildings therein located. ‘‘Building’’ in this 
by-law is used in its broadest interpretation. 

Section 2. Zoning Map. 

(a) The Zoning Map, prepared by Henry A. Varney, Town Engineer, 
dated January 10, 1922, bearing the signatures of the Planning Board, and 
showing the boundaries of each district and the designation of each district 
by means of a numeral and a letter, is declared to be a part of this by-law. 

(>) Where a boundary line divides a lot in a single ownership at the 
time of the adoption of this by-law, the regulations for the less restricted 
portion of such lot may extend to the entire lot, provided the lot does not 
extend more than twenty-five feet within the boundary line of the more 
restricted district. - 

ARTICLE II 


Use Regulations 


Section 1. General Business Purposes (Numeral 1). 

In a district marked by the numeral 1 no building shall be used and 
no building shall be erected which is intended or designed to be used for 
any trade, industry, cr use that is noxious or offensive by reason of the 
emission of odor, dust, smoke, gas, or noise. 


Section 2. Store Purposes. (Numeral 2.) 

In a district marked by the numeral 2 no building shall be used and © 
no building shall be erected, which is intended or designed to be used for: 

(a) Any kind of manufacturing other than the manufacture of products 
the major portion of which is to be sold at retail on the premises by the 
manufacturer to the ultimate consumer. 

(>) A garage for more than two automobiles. except as provided in 
paragraph (2) of Section 3 of Article II of this by-law. 

(c) A blacksmith shop or horseshoeing establishment. 

(d) A milk bottling or distributing station. 

(e) A carpet or bag-cleaning establishment. 

(f) Junk or scrap iron storage. 

(g) Rags or scrap paper storage or baling. 

(h) Signs other than those advertising goods to be sold on the premises, 
or signs permitted in a district marked by the numeral 3. 

(¢) Any trade, industry, or use that is noxious or offensive by reason 
of the emission of odor, dust, smoke, gas, or noise. 
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Section 3. Residence Purposes. (Numeral 3.) 

In a district marked by the numeral 3 no building shall be used and 
no building shall be erected which is intended or designed to be used for 
any purpose except one‘or more of the following: 

(a) A dwelling for one or more families. 

(5) A hotel or a lodging or boarding-house. 

(c) A club, other than a club the chief activity of which is a service 
customarily carried on as a business. 

(qd) A church. 

(e) Other purposes which are not particular industries, trades, manu- 
facturing or commercial purposes. 

(f) <A railroad passenger station. 

(g) <A farm, truck garden, nursery, or greenhouse. 

(h) An accessory purpose customarily incident to the above purposes 
and not detrimental to the use of other property in the district for the 
above purposes, including a private garage for not more than two auto- 
mobiles. An accessory purpose shall not include an advertising sign except 
a real estate sign advertising for sale or rent the property on which it is 
placed, but may include a sign not over one square foot in area, bearing a 
name and the designation of any authorized occupation and being such 
a sign as is customary on any building used for the purposes permitted 
by this section of this by-law. 

(7) A garage for more than two automobiles, or a telephone exchange 
or transforming station, provided in each case that after a public hearing, 
fourteen days’ notice of which shall be given, the Selectmen shall rule that 
such use in a building or buildings located, designed, and constructed as 
described by them in their ruling, will not be seriously detrimental to 
the use of other property in the district for the purposes specified in the 
preceding paragraphs of this section, and provided that the use is confined 
to a building or buildings conforming to the description in said ruling. 


ARTICLE III 


Construction Regulations 


Section 1. Building Heights. 

(2) In a district marked by the letter A no limitations are imposed 
other than those of the Building Law. 

(5) In-a district marked by the letter B no building shall be erected 
to a height in excess of sixty feet, and no building used in any part for 
residence purposes shall be in excess of five stories except as provided 
in paragraph (e) of this section. 

(c) Ina district marked by the letter C no building shall be erected 
to a height in excess of fifty feet, and no building used in any part for 
residence purposes shall be in excess of three stories except as provided 
in paragraph (e) of this section. 

(d) Ina district marked by the letter D no building shall be erected 
to a height in excess of forty-five feet, and no building used in any part 
for residence purposes by more than one family or for the purpose of a 
hotel, lodging or boarding-house, or club shall be in excess of two and one- 
half stories. A half-story is a story which is situated in a sloping roof, 
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the floor area of which does not exceed two-thirds the floor area of the 
story immediately below it and which does not contain an independent 
apartment. 

(e) Ina district marked by the letter B or the letter C, a building 
may be erected to a height in excess of the limit fixed by paragraph ()) 
or paragraph (c) of this section provided that the walls of the building 
are at no point nearer to any lot boundary than two-thirds the height of 
the building. 


Section 2. Areas. 

(a) Ina district marked by the letter C not more than sixty per cent 
and in a district marked by the letter D not more than thirty per cent of 
the area of any lot shall be occupied by a building or buildings, except 
as provided in paragraph (e) of this section. 

(6) Ina district marked by the letter C not more than seventy per cent 
and in a district marked by the letter D not more than forty per cent of 
the area of any corner lot shall be occupied by a building or buildings, except 
as provided in paragraph (e) of this section. 

(c) Ima district marked by the numeral 3 no building shall be erected 
with any part of its walls less than thirty feet from the center line of an 
abutting street, except as provided in paragraph (e) of this section. 

(2d) Ina 3D district no building shall be erected less than seven and 
one-half feet from any boundary of the lot on which it stands, except 
that accessory buildings not more than one story in height may be located 
as permitted by the Building Law, and except as provided in paragraph 
(e) of this section. 

(ec) The following parts of buildings shall be permitted beyond the 
limits fixed by this section: cornices projecting not more than eighteen 
inches beyond the fixed limit, outside steps extending no higher than the 
level of the first floor of the building, unroofed porches the floors of which 
are no higher than the level of the first floor of the building. A one-story 
building in a district marked by the numeral 1 or 2 may extend beyond 
the limits fixed by paragraphs (a) or (b) of this section, and on a lot 
occupied by a dwelling at the time of the passage of this by-law a one- 
story garage occupying not more than 500 square feet of area may extend 
beyond the area limitations fixed by paragraphs (a) and (0) of this section. 
A one-story garage may extend beyond the limits fixed by paragraph (c) 
of this section in case the surface of the lot on which it is built at a distance 
of fifty feet from the center line of the street is more than eight feet above 
the level of the street. 

(f) No lot area shall be so reduced in size that any building or buildings 
on the lot will conflict with the provisions of this section. 


ARTICLE IV 


General Provisions 
Section 1. Enforcement. Certificates. 
(a) For the purposes of enforcement this by-law shall be deemed a 
part of the Building Law. The Building Commissioner shall approve 
no plan for the erection or alteration of any building or part thereof, plans 
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and specifications and intended use for which are not in all respects, in 
conformity with the provisions of this by-law. The decision of the 
Building Commissioner shall be subject to review by the Board of Appeal 
in the manner provided in the Building Law. 

(b) It shall be unlawful to use or permit the use of any building or 
part thereof hereafter erected or altered wholly or partly in its use or 
structure, or a building the yards or courts of which are in any way re- 
duced, until the Building Commissioner shall have issued a certificate of 
occupancy to the effect that the building or the part thereof so erected 
or altered, the proposed use thereof, and its yards and courts conform to 
the provisions of this by-law. 

(c) Pending the issuance of a regular certificate, a temporary certifi- 
cate may be issued prior to completion, provided the safety of all occu- 
pants is adequately insured. 

(d) In any case where the interpretation of this by-law is not clearly 
obvious the Building Commissioner is authorized and directed to submit 
the case to the Planning Board for expression of opinion before issuing 

his ruling on such case. 


Section 2. Existing Buildings. 

(a) Any building or part of a building which, at the time of the adoption 
of this by-law, is being put to a use not conforming with the regulations 
of the district in which it is situated may continue to be used for the 
same or for a purpose not substantially different, and any existing building 
intended, designed, or devoted to such a use may be structurally altered, 
provided such building is not enlarged. 

(2) No building or part of a building shall be erected and no existing 
building shall be enlarged or rebuilt unless as so enlarged or rebuilt it 
shall be in conformity with the construction regulations herein prescribed 
for the district in which such building is located, except that chimneys 
and spires, towers, and other projections not used for human occupation 
may be permitted above the height limitations fixed by these regulations 
in the manner provided by the Building Law. 

(c) Nothing herein shall require any change in the plans, construc- 
tion, or intended use of a building for which unexpired approval has 
heretofore been issued, and the construction of which shall be completed 
according to such approval within two years from the date this by-law 
goes into effect. 

(d) Nothing herein shall prevent the restoration of a wall declared 
unsafe by the Building Commissioner, nor the erection of iron fire escapes 
on any building existing at the time this by-law goes into effect. 


Section 3. Enforcement. 

Whoever violates any of the provisions of this by-law shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than twenty-five nor more than one hundred dollars 
for each violation, to be paid into the treasury of the town of Brookline. 
Upon any well-founded information from any citizen that this by-law is 
being violated or upon his own initiative, the Building Commissioner 
shall take immediate steps to enforce the by-law by making complaint to 
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the Municipal Court of Brookline, or by applying for an injunction to 
the Superior Court. 


Section 4. Validity. 
The invalidity of any section or provision of this by-law shall not in- 
validate any other section or provision hereof. 


Section 5. Amendments. 

It shall be the duty of the Planning Board upon petition signed by 
the owners of fifty percent in valuation of the property contained in any 
given district or in any part thereof consisting of one or more entire blocks, 
or upon its own initiative from time to time, to hold public hearing, fourteen 
days’ published notice of which shall be given, for the consideration of 
amendments altering the boundaries of any district established by this 
by-law, or the regulations applied to the same by this by-law, and there- 
upon to submit to the town for action its recommendations in regard to 
the same. 

So much of this by-law as is approved by the Attorney-General shall 
go into effect upon its publication as required by law.

Under the Ninth Article, Philip S. Parker, Chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen, made an explanation of the purpose 
in the proposed amending of Articles XVIII and XIX of the 
town by-laws, and offered separate motions to cover each 
Section in the respective articles, which motions were voted 
upon separately, and were passed by the meeting as follows: 


TOWN BY-LAWS 
ARTICLES XVITT 
USE OF PUBLIC WAYS 


Management of Horses and Vehicles 


Voted, To strike out Section 1 and substitute the following: 


Section 1. No person having the care or use of a horse or other beast 
of burden, carriage or draught, except drivers of ambulances or patrol 
wagons or a member of the Fire Department responding to a fire alarm, 
shall ride, drive, or permit such horse or other beast to go at a rate of speed 
exceeding ten miles an hour through any public way of the town. 


Voted, To strike out Section 2 and substitute the following: 
Section 2. No person shall drive a vehicle of any kind, either motor 
or horse-driven, upon any public bridle-path within the town. 


Voted, To strike out Section 3 and substitute the following: 


Section 3. No person having charge of a horse-driven vehicle of any 
description shall pass with the same over any public way of the town, 
unless holding the reins of the animal or animals attached thereto if 
riding, or, if not riding, unless walking by the head of the shaft or wheel 
animal, either holding or keeping within the reach of the bridle or halter, 
and such person shall at all times be in such a position as _ to be able to 
restrain and govern such animal or animals. 


Voted, To strike out Section 4 and substitute the following: 


Section 4. No person shall at the same time drive or take charge of 
more than one horse-driven vehicle in any public way of the town.

\ 
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Voted, To strike out Section 5 and substitute the following: 


Section 5. No person having charge of a vehicle, whether motor or 
horse-driven, in any public way shall neglect or refuse to stop the same 
or to place the same when stopped as directed by a police officer of the 
town, nor shall neglect or refuse to go upon that part of the said way to 
which such person is directed by a police officer of the town. 


Voted, To insert the following new Section to be numbered 6: 


Section 6. No person having charge of any vehicle, whether motor 
or horse-driven, shall permit such vehicle to stand upon any public way or 
other public place after having been forbidden so to do by a police officer 
of the town or by a notice posted on such way or place under official 
authority. 


Voted, To insert present Section 7 and amend the same by 
striking out the present section and substituting the following: 


No person having charge of a vehicle, whether motor or horse-driven, 
shall stop the same so as to obstruct any crossing or to interfere with the 
passage of pedestrians at such crossing, nor shall any person stop any such 
vehicle nor allow the same to remain in any public way in such manner as 
to obstruct the free passage of other vehicles or pedestrians thereon. 


Voted, To insert present Section 8 and amend the same by 
striking out and substituting the following: 


No person shall repair, wash, or clean carriages or motor-driven vehicles 
or cause them to be repaired, washed, or cleaned in or on any public way 
of the town, nor shall any person occupy any part of any public way as 
storage room for a vehicle of any kind; except in an emergency, temporary 
repairs may be made. 


Voted, To strike out present Section 9. 


Voted, To renumber present Section 6 as Section 9 and amend 
the same by striking out and substituting the following: 


No person in charge of any horse shall permit the same to be fed on any 
public way in the town while hitched to a vehicle unless the wheels of the 
vehicle are securely fastened by brakes or otherwise, and no person shall 
permit a horse to be fed on any public way or in any public place after 
having been forbidden so to do by a police officer of the town. 


Voted, To insert a new Section to be numbered 10 as follows: 


No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other animal to a tree standing 
in any public way or other public place in the town, nor allow any animal 
or vehicle of any kind under the care of such person to injure the grass or 
ornamental borders upon any public way or other public place in the town. 


Voted, To insert a new Section to be numbered 11 as follows: 


No person driving or having charge of any vehicle, whether motor or 
horse-driven, shall drive or permit the said vehicle to go upon any street- 
car reservation or other well-defined reservation in the town. 
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Voted, To insert a new Section to be numbered 12 as follows: 
No person shall by any noise, gesture, words, or other means, willfully 
frighten a horse in any public way in the town. 


Voted, To strike out present Section 11. 


Uses of Sidewalks 


Voted, To renumber present Section 10 as Section 13, and 
amend the same by striking it out and substituting the 
following: 


No person shall ride a horse, drive, wheel, or draw any coach, car, 
wheelbarrow, hand-cart, or any carriage of burden or pleasure (except . 
children’s carriages drawn by hand) upon any sidewalk in the town. 


Voted, To renumber present Section 12 as Section 14, and 
amend the same by striking it out and substituting the 
following: 


No person shall coast upon any sidewalk of the town or upon any public 
way except at such times, and in such places, as may from time to time 
be designated by the Chief of Police and the Superintendent of Streets. 


Games — Missiles 


Voted, To renumber present Section 13 as Section 15, and 
amend the same by striking out the present section and 
substituting the following: 


No person shall throw stones, snowballs, sticks, or other missiles, kick 
a football, play ball, or play at any game at which a ball of any kind is 
used, or fly kites, on any public way of the town. 


Voted, To renumber Section 14 as Section 16 and amend 
the same by striking out present Section 14 and substituting 
the following: 


No person shall shoot with or use a bow and arrow or airgun in any 
public way of the town, and no person shall have in possession any toy 
pistol, cap pistol, or device for throwing missiles of any kind, with intent 
to use the same to the injury of persons or property, or to the annoyance 
or discomfort of any person, upon any public way of the town. 


Depositing Merchandise and Rubbish on Streets and Sidewalks 
Voted, To renumber Section 15 as Section 17 and amend 
the same by striking it out and substituting the following: 


No person shall place or cause to be placed in any public way or upon 
any sidewalk of the town any lumber, coal, iron, trunk, bale, box, crate 
cask, package, article, or anything whatsoever so as to obstruct a free 
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passage for travelers, nor allow any of the same to remain more than one 
hour after being notified by a police officer to remove it, except that 
nothing herein contained shall be construed to prevent the use of streets 
and sidewalks for building purposes upon obtaining a permit as provided 
in Section 22 of Article XVIII of these by-laws. 


Voted, To renumber present Section 16 as Section 18, and 
amend the same by striking out the present section and 
substituting the following: 


No person shall throw or sweep on any sidewalk or public way of the 
town any rubbish or filth of any kind, or any noxious or refuse liquid 
or solid matter or substance, and no person shall willfully tip over or upset 
the contents of any box or barrel containing ashes, house dirt, or rubbish 
of any kind upon any sidewalk or into any public way of the town. 


Voted, To renumber present Section 17 as Section 19. 


Uses of Streets for Building Purposes 


Voted, To renumber present Section 18 as Section 20, and 
amend the same by inserting after the words ‘‘and thereupon 
the Selectmen’’ in the fifth line, the words ‘‘upon the payment 
to the town of a proper fee.”’ . 


The Section as amended will read: 


Use of Streets for Building Purposes 


Section 18. Any person who intends to erect, repair, or take down any 
building on land abutting on any way which this town is obliged to keep 
in repair, and desires to make use of any portion of said way for the purpose 
of placing thereon building materials or rubbish, shall give notice thereof 
to the Selectmen. And thereupon the Selectmen upon the payment to 
the town of proper fee may grant a permit to occupy such a portion of 
said way to be used for such purpose as in their judgment the necessity 
of the case demands and the security of the public allows; such permit 
in no case to be in force longer than ninety days, and to be on such con- 
ditions as the Selectmen may require; and especially, in every case, upon 
condition that during the whole of every night, from twilight in the 
evening until sunrise in the morning, lighted lanterns shall be so placed 
as effectually to secure all travelers from liability to come in contact with 
such building materials or rubbish. 


Voted, To renumber present Section 19 as Section 21. 


ARTICLE EX. 
Disorderly Behavior 


Voted, To amend present Section 1 by striking out the 
same and substituting the following: 


No person shall behave in a rude, disorderly, insolent or insulting manner, 
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or make any indecent noise, sound, or gesture in any public way or other 
place, or near any dwelling house in the town. 

Voted, To amend present Section 2 by striking out the 
same and substituting the following: 


No person shall use any indecent, profane, insolent, or insulting 
language, make any threats, or use any other language tending to create a 
breach of the peace in any public way or other public place in the town or 
within audible distance of any dwelling house or other building therein. 


Voted, To amend present Section 3 by striking out the 
same and substituting the following: 


No person shall be, or remain, upon any sidewalk, or upon any door- 
step, portico, ar other projection of any house or building not owned by 
such person, to the annoyance or disturbance of any person, nor shall 
persons congregate and loaf upon any such sidewalk or in any public way 
or other public place in the town. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 4 as follows: 


No person shall stand on any sidewalk or public way in such a manner 
as to obstruct a free passage for pedestrians and no person shall stand or 
loiter upon any public way or any sidewalk in the town for more than 
five minutes after having been directed by a police officer to move on. 


Voted, To strike out present Section 4. 
Voted, To strike out present Section 5. 
Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 5 as follows: 


No person shall engage in any game, sport, or amusement, in any public 
way, whereby the free, safe, and convenient use thereof by travelers 
thereon shall in any way be interrupted, or the occupants of adjoining 
premises annoyed or disturbed. 

Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 6 as follows: 

No person, except an officer of the law in the performance of his duties, 
shall enter upon the premises of another with the intention of peeping 
into the windows of a house or spying upon in any manner any person or 
persons therein. 


Voted, To strike out present Section 7. 
Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 7 as follows: 


No person shall throw, or place upon any sidewalk, or crosswalk, any 
banana skin, orange peel, or any slippery or greasy substance. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 8 as follows: 


No person shall make any indecent figures, or write any obscene words 
upon or deface by marks, in any manner, any fence, building, sidewalk, 
crosswalk, or ledge. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 9 as follows: 


No person shall make a bonfire in any public way or public place without 
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first having obtained in writing the permission of the Chief of the Fire 
Department. : 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 10 as follows: 


No person shall expose in or place upon any public way, public grounds’ 
or other public places, any table or device of any kind by means of or upon 
which any game of hazard or chance shall be played; nor shall any person 
play in such game at such table or device in or upon any public way, 
public grounds, or other public places in the town. 


Defacing Grounds, Injuring Trees and Property 


Voted, To renumber present Section 6 as Section 11 and 
amend the same by striking out the present section and 
substituting the following: 


No person shall willfully deface or injure any public playground, planting 
space, flower bed, grass border, guidepost or guideboard, official sign, 
post or signaling device for the direction of traffic, lamp post or lamp or 
lantern, or any building, fence or monument or other thing situated, 
erected, or made for the use or ornament of the town. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 12 as follows:' 


No person, except an employee of the town, or of a telephone, tele- 
graph, or electric light company, shall climb any tree on any public way 
or in any public place in the town without having first obtained per- 
mission so to do from the Chief of Police. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 13 as follows: 


No person shall place in any drinking fountain, trough, or basin of 
water, set up or established in any public way or other public place for 
the use of men or beasts, any dirt, stones, ashes, rubbish, or other material: 
nor shall any person unnecessarily waste or use the water in such drinking 
fountain, trough, or basin. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 14 as follows: 


No person shall light, extinguish or remove without authority any 
public lamp in any public way or other public place. 


Posters — Circulars — Litter 


Voted, To strike out present Section 8 and renumber the 
same as Section 15: 


__ No person, unless required by law so to do, shall make any marks, letters, 

figures, of any kind, or place any sign, advertisement or placard upon or 
against any wall, fence, post, ledge, stone, tree, building, or structure, in 
or upon any public way in the town, without the permission of the owner 
thereof, nor upon any sidewalk, or upon any property of the town without 
the consent of the Selectmen. 
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Voted, To renumber present Section 9 as Section 16 and 
amend the same by striking out the same and substituting 
the following: 


No person shall deposit papers, circulars, or advertising matter of any 
kind in the public ways of the town, nor distribute the same through the 
town in such manner as to create a disturbance or litter. 


Firing Guns 


Voted, To renumber present Section 10 as Section 17. 


Barking Dogs 


Voted, To renumber present Section 11 as Section 18 and 
amend the same by striking out the present section and sub- 
stituting the following: 


No person shall own or keep in the town any dog which by biting, 
barking, or howling, or in any other manner, disturbs the peace or quiet 
of any neighborhood or endangers the safety of any person. 


Shaking Carpets 


Voted, To renumber present Section 12 as Section 19 and 
amend the same by striking out the present section and 
substituting the following: 


.No person shall beat, shake or clean any carpet, rug, or floor covering 
of any kind, or beat or clean furniture, so as to injure the property of 
another, or to the discomfort or annoyance of any person. 


Street Bands — Parades — Gatherings 


Voted, To renumber Section 14 as Section 20 and amend 
the same by striking out the present section and substituting 
the following: 

No person, other than a member of a regularly organized band, or other 
musical organization, shall play upon or make a noise with any kind of 


musical instrument in any street, way, or other public place, without 
having first obtained permission so to do from the Chief of Police. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 21 as follows: 


No person shall take part in any parade, pageant, or procession on 
any public way or in any other public place in the town unless permission 
has been granted for such parade, pageant or procession by the Chief of 
Police. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 22 as follows: 


No public way or any public place in the town shall be used for the 
purpose of any public meeting, or public gathering of any kind, except 
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by permission of the Chief of Police, and no person, except by permission 
of the Chief of Police, shall deliver a sermon, lecture, address, or discourse 
on any public way or in any other public place in the town. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 23 as follows: 


No person shall solicit money on any public way or other public place, 
or go from house to house for the purpose of soliciting money, or sell any 
tag, badge, or other article of any intrinsic value for the purpose of obtain- 
ing money, without first having obtained permission so to do from the 
Chief of Police. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 24 as follows: 


No person shall place, or carry, or cause to be placed or carried, in any 
public way or other public place, any showboard, placard, or sign, for the 
purpose of there displaying or attracting attention to the same, without 
having first obtained permission so to do from the Chief of Police. 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 25 as follows: 


No person shall place or keep any table, stall, booth, cart, or other 
structure, in any public way or other public place in the town or upon any 
sidewalk for the sale of food, fruit, merchandise or other thing, without 
permission first being obtained from the Chief of Police. 


Hawkers and Peddlers 


Voted, To renumber present Sections 15, 16, and 17, as 
Sections 26, 27, and 28. 


Junk Licenses 


Voted, To renumber present Sections 18 and 19 as Sections 
29 and 30. 


Soft Drinks 


Voted, To insert a new section to be numbered 31 as follows: 


The Selectmen may license suitable persons to keep open their places 
of business for the retail sale of beverages derived wholly or in part from 
cereals or substitutes therefor, and containing less than one-half of one 
percent of alcohol; also for the retail sale of unfermented grape juice, 
ginger ale, root beer, sarsaparilla, pop, artificial mineral waters, carbonic 
waters or beverages, and other so-called soft drinks. The fee for such 
license shall be one dollar. 


Numbering Houses on Streets 


Voted, To renumber present Section 20 as Section 32. 


Tenth Article, — To hear and act upon reports of town officers and 
committees.

REPORT 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year 
ending December 31, 1922: 

The affairs of the town have run smoothly during the past 
year, and the work of the several departments has been 
efficiently and economically done. It is interesting to note 
that over $120,000 have been saved out of the general appro- 
priations for the departments in 1922. The preceding year 
ended with no free cash in the Treasury and a small deficit 
temporarily provided for out of uncollected taxes. The year 
1923 begins with a balance on hand of over $216,000. The 
town is in excellent financial condition, the debt still being 
low. The financial officers of the town for some time to 
come will be able to adjust expenditures between the borrow- 
ing and taxing capacities of the town so as to keep the tax 
rate as stable as possible. While our tax rate has increased 
in recent years owing to the placing of more of the burden 
on real estate and tangible personal property and to the 
equalization process involved in the present method of dis- 
tribution of income taxes, we still have a lower tax rate than 
most municipalities. The practical completion of the new 
High School has been a noteworthy event in the history of the 
town. A new building law will be presented at the annual 
meeting by the committee having charge of the revision. 

We ask for the continued co-operation of all citizens in the 
town in maintaining the high standards to which we are 
accustomed. This can be done if everyone takes the interest 
in all town matters that should be taken by every citizen 
who has the welfare of the town at heart. 

We thank the heads of the departments and all those 
working with us for their loyalty and support. 


Valuation and Tax Rate 


The valuation of land in the town increased from $37,483,- 
200 in 1921 to $37,659,000 in 1922, the increase being $175,800. 
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The valuation of buildings increased from $57,130,600 in 
1921 to $59,577,400 in 1922, an increase of $2,446,800. The 
total increase, therefore, in real estate values in 1922 was 
$2,622,600. The valuation of tangible personal property 
increased from $14,867,000 to $15,490,900, being a gain 
of $623,900. The total valuation of all property, real and 
personal, in 1922 was $112,727,300, an increase of $3,246,500. 

The tax rate for 1922 was $21.70 per thousand, an increase 
~ of $3.80 over the rate in 1921. Owing to the fact that there 
is a large balance in the Treasury at the beginning of the 
fiscal year of 1923 there ought to be a decrease in the tax 
rate for this year. As a further sum is deducted from our 
receipts from income taxes each year under the present plan 
of distribution by the state, the tendency will be to increase 
the tax rate on real estate and tangible personal property, thus 
putting more of the burden on those classes of holdings. As 
years go by the respective burdens on real estate, tangible 
personal property and intangible personal property will un- 
doubtedly be adjusted so as to make the burden on one class 
of property not too great. 


Finances 


There is a balance of free cash in the treasury at the end of 
the current year amounting to $216,213.74. At the end of 
1921 there was no free cash in the Treasury and $25,370.59 
had been temporarily borrowed in anticipation of the uncol- 
lected taxes of 1921. This amount was paid off as the taxes 
came in. The balance of free cash above mentioned was 
made up as follows: At the end of the year there was a balance 
of general appropriations unexpended of $122,746.37; also a 
balance of special appropriations closed amounting to $37,- 
830.34; there was an excess in receipts over the amount 
estimated of $81,815.54 and also an excess in the amount of 
income taxes received over the amount estimated of $42,- 
195.35. These four sums amounted to $284,587.60. The 
loss in taxes collected amounted to $24,549.42, and there 
was also used for additional appropriations and obligations 
under authority of town votes or otherwise the sum of $43,- 
824.44, deducting these two amounts gives the balance of 
$216,213.74. 

There were permanent loans made during the year of 
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$418,000 for High School Additions; $16,000 for administra- 
tion building, Water Department; $12,800 for pump, high 
service station; $96,000 for the construction of highways; 
$26,000 for additional land at the High School; $25,000 for 
service building, Park Department; $30,000 for paving 
Washington Street and $25,000 for the extension of water 
works, making a total of $648,800. Payments of existing debt 
during the year amounted to $191,256. The total direct 
debt of the town at the end of the year was $1,305,296; of 
this $210,966 was for water supply and $70,270 was for 
public playgrounds; the sum of these two being $281,236 and 
being debt existing by authority of law outside of the limit 
of indebtedness under the Municipal Indebtedness Act. 
The total debt which the town can incur under this act for 
general purposes is $3,258,445. The indebtedness at the 
end of the year, therefore, which was covered by this act 
was $1,024,060 (2. e. $1,305,296 the total debt, less $281,236 
the debt existing outside of the limit) or $2,234,385 less than 
the amount which the town is authorized to borrow under 
the act. The sum of $1,500,000 was borrowed during the 
year in anticipation of taxes and has been paid off. The sum 
of $150,800 borrowed in anticipation of funded debt has also 
been paid off. The year closed with outstanding authority 
which had not been used, to borrow $99,000 for additions to 
the High School; $6,000 for motor fire apparatus; $15,000 
for motor garbage equipment; and $36,000 for furnishing the 
High School addition. The funded debt which will mature 
during the coming year to be raised by taxation, amounts to 
$153,491, and the installments coming due January 1, 1924; 
of the above-mentioned loans which had not been placed at 
the beginning of the year amounting to $22,500 will also have 
to be raised by taxation.

Metropolitan Taxes 


The table herewith presented shows Brookline’s proportion 
of the payments for metropolitan parks and sewers under 
existing obligations, as provided by law. 


State Tax 


The State tax in 1917, 1918 and 1919 was $11,000,000 each 
year. In 1920 and 1921 it was $14,000,000. The state tax 
for 1922 was $12,000,000. The Governor’s budget presented 
to the legislature in January, 1923, recommends a state tax of 
$12,000,000. This figure may, of course, be changed by 
the legislature. There was a new valuation by the Tax 
Commissioner reported to the legislature in 1922 as pro- 
vided by law, upon which the assessment of the State tax 
will be based for the next three years. The new basis changed 
Brookline’s share very little, increasing our proportion about 
eighteen cents per one thousand dollars. .The increase 
affects us favorably in the distribution of the income tax. 
To our share of the State tax must also be added the Metro- 
politan Smoke tax, the tax under the Fire Prevention Act, and 
for taxes under the Soldiers’ Bonus Act. There must also 
be paid the State $3.00 out of every $5.00 of the civilian poll 
taxes collected in 1922. This amount was $27,213. 


County Tax 


The estimate of the County Commissioners for the year 
1923, calls for a county tax of $545,000 of which our share 
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will be $160,293.77. The county tax in 1922 was $545,325 of 


which Brookline paid $160,389.58.

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Condition of Current Special Appropriations 
Appropriations carried forward January 1, 1922 


The balance of $2,137.10, being part of an appropriation 
made in 1912 for extension of filtering galleries and carried 
forward last year, has not been used and will still be kept 
open for that purpose. The balance of $19,329.07 available 
for the purchase of land for public playgrounds will be carried 
forward at the request of the Park Commissioners. There 
was a balance of $20,968.57 carried forward last year for the 
improvement of Washington, Walnut and High Streets; the 
sum of $6,812.41 was used for the widening and improving 
of the corner in front of the new Savings Bank, and the 
appropriation will now be closed. The sum of $720.27 was 
used out of the balance of the appropriation for covered filter 
and basin and the remainder $2,030.40 will be carried forward 
at the request of the Water Board. There was a balance of 
$75,806.86 carried forward for additions to the High School, 
but at the annual meeting the authority to borrow $39,000 
of this amount was cancelled; there was spent the sum of 
$6,908.60 and the balance $29,898.26 will be carried forward. 
There was an appropriation of $5,000 made in 1917 for the 
extension of filtering galleries and the whole amount will be 
carried forward, nothing having been spent during the year, 
The appropriation of $1,500 carried on the books for the 
new coal pocket for the Water Department will be closed, as 
it is not sufficient and at the present time the pocket is not 
needed. The appropriation of $1,350 for plans for Village 
Square improvements and the appropriation of $1,500 for 
plans for the Pierce Street lot development, neither of them 
having been used, will be carried forward. The same is true 
of the appropriation of $2,000 for plans for additions to the 
Runkle School. The sum of $175.70 has been used out of the 
balance of $1,100.59 for new pump at the High Service Station 
and the appropriation will be closed. There is a balance 
of $2,505.10 in the appropriation for the administration 
building, Water Department, and this will be carried forward 
at the request of the Water Board. The appropriation for the 
construction of highways made in 1920 will be closed. There 
is a balance of $19,384.33 remaining out of the appropriation 
of 1920 for the construction of sewers, and it will be carried 
forward for use this year. The appropriation for the con- 
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struction of surface water drains made in 1920 has all been 
used and will be closed. The appropriation for improve- 
ments in Fire Stations C and F, amounting to $8,000 has not 
been used and will be carried forward. The appropriation of 
$4,000 for grassing the Parsons School Playground made in 
1921 was cancelled at the town meeting in May and a new 
appropriation of the same amount was made. Of this amount, 
$2,175.51 was spent, and the appropriation will be closed. 
The sum of $541,688 was carried forward out of the appropri- 
ation for the new section of the High School; of this amount 
$381,652.36 has been spent and the balance $160,035.64 will 
be carried forward. An appropriation of $37,000 was carried 
forward for improvement of the heating and lighting plant; 
of this amount $25,026.29 has been spent and the balance 
$11,973.71 will be carried forward. The sum of $10.00 has 
- been spent out of a balance of $982 for expenses for the 
Committee on Building By-Laws and $972 will be carried 
forward. 
Appropriations Made in 1922 

Reference has been made to the new appropriation for 
grassing the Parsons School Playground. The appropriations 
for the High School Athletic Association Reimbursement and 
for Motor Fire Apparatus have all been used and will be 
closed. The sum of $2,001.60 was used out of the appro- 
priation for improvements in Walnut Hills Cemetery and the 
appropriation will be closed. The appropriation for addi- 
tional shower baths at the Bath House will be closed, as it 
was decided not to install them. The paving on Washington 
Street has been completed as well as the alteration at the 
corner of Greenough and Washington Streets; also the con- 
struction of Claflin Path, and the appropriations for these 
three purposes will be closed. There is a balance of $28,780.75 
in the appropriation for furnishing the High School addition 
and a balance of $12,737.32 for service building of the Park 
Department. These will both be carried forward. The 
sum of $1,297.07 has been used out of the appropriation of 
$2,500 for the headquarters, American Legion, and the 
balance of $1,202.93 will be carried forward. Nothing has 
been used out of the appropriation of $8,000 made at the 
last town meeting for highway tractor, and it will be carried 
forward. 
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Summary 

The total amount appropriated in 1922 for general expenses 
including state, county and metropolitan taxes and payment 
of funded debt and interest, was $3,210,323.76 of which 
$3,090,240.93 was spent. Of the total amount of $875,850.99 
carried on the books for special appropriations, the sum of 
$521,184.04 was spent. There was also spent for State Aid 
and Military Aid $1,865; for soldier’s exemption $854.01. 
The whole of the former amount will be reimbursed by the 
Commonwealth during the coming year. A judgment 
against the town for alterations of the railroad crossing at 
Clinton Path called for $2,201.80. The total spent by the 
town for all purposes during the year was $3,616,345.78. 
In addition the town has paid the Commonwealth the sum 
of $27,213 on account of Civilian War Poll Tax, most of 
which has been collected from the citizens.

Annual Appropriations for 1923 

The amount recommended for general expenses and the 
amounts proposed for new special appropriations are given in 
the following tables. The amounts asked for the general 
expenses of the public schools, public library, water supply, 
public parks and grounds, comprising headings A, B and C, 
and the first two items of D in Table II below, have been 
recommended by the different boards having these matters 
in charge and have not received the independent judgment 
of the Selectmen. Reference is made to the reports of these 
Boards for information in regard to these appropriations. 
All other amounts included in the tables are recommended by 
the Selectmen. The total amount proposed for general 
expenses for the current year 1923 excluding State, County 
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and Metropolitan® taxes and payments of funded debt, but 
including payments of interest, is $2,565,657.40. The total 
of the proposed special appropriations included in the warrant 


for the annual meeting is $156,300.

Highway Department 


The highway tractor, the purchase of which was authorized 
at the special town meeting in December has proved a success 
in plowing the streets. 

The Selectmen are in favor of laying permanent pavements 
especially on main thoroughfares wherever it is possible. 
Repairs are thus avoided, for the best bitulithic pavements 
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have a long life, probably considerably longer than fifteen 
years, and it is economy in the end to lay a pavement which 
will not have to be renewed every few years. Before perma- 
nent pavement is laid investigation is necessary to make sure 
that all underground structures are in place, so as to avoid 
tearing up the pavement. With this policy in view the 
Selectmen recommend to the town that an appropriation of 
$100,000 be made at this meeting for the purpose of putting 
in permanent pavements. It is also recommended that the 
money be borrowed when needed. This will allow the 
Selectmen to carefully prepare the thoroughfares providing 
for underground construction. It is a part of our recom- 
mendation that the town continue to appropriate this same 
sum fora number of years to come, at least until our main 
thoroughfares have permanent pavements. Bitulithic pave- 
ments have been thoroughly tried out and afford a fine surface. 
We have samples of it here in Brookline, and it is 
recognized by the government in Washington as a standard 
pavement. 

The appropriation of $100,000 will be in a special article 
in the warrant. |

Fuel Distribution 
The following is the report of the Local Emergency Fuel 


Distributor: 
Brookline, January 26, 1923. 
To the Honorable the Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — I beg to submit my report as follows: 

Having been appointed in August last Local Emergency Fuel Distribu- 
tor under the provisions of law, with the permission of your Board I 
opened a fuel office in Room 24 of the Town Hall, with the Forestry 
Department and was allowed the valuable and efficient assistance of Mr. 
Daniel G. Lacy and his office force. The organization was practically 
the same as that of the Brookline Fuel Committee during the late War, 
and that part of the Public Safety Fund which had not been expended 
was placed at our disposal by the Selectmen. 

We made regulations for the sale and delivery of coal in Brookline in 
conformity to those of the State Fuel Administration, and gave notice 
of them and of other orders and recommendations of the State Fuel Ad- 
ministration to the public and coal dealers. 
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We opened a coal delivery yard for the sale of bag coal to the small 
users in the same manner as it was done during the War and have kept on 
hand a sufficient amount of anthracite there to supply all applicants for 
bag coal. Thus far we have sold there 150,000 pounds and have supplied 
719 applicants. 

With very few exceptions we have found the coal dealers ready to 
co-operate with us in carrying out the regulations, and the public long 
suffering and patient. 

We have found it necessary to make very few exceptions, but of course 
some emergency cases have occurred where it was necessary to make 
exceptions to prevent actual suffering, but no exceptions are made until 
an examination of the premises has been made by our agents and the 
necessity for them ascertained and a record made of the case so that 
it can be justified, if complaint is made by others. Wehavealways found 
the coal dealers ready to co-operate when actual suffering is threatened. 

We believe that our regulations have been fairly well observed and 
carried out in Brookline, and that the result has been such a fair and 
impartial distribution of coal in Brookline as justifies their adoption and 
the existence of the Fuel Office.

Suits Against the Town 


Frances Lyons vs. Town of Brookline. ‘This case, growing 
out of an injury claimed to have been received by the plaintiff 
from an alleged defect in White Place, has been pending for 
some time in the Superior Court of Norfolk County without 
action. 


Herbert Carroll vs. Town of Brookline. This is an action 
of tort brought to recover for an injury received on the Brook- 
line Avenue Playground and it is still pending for trial. 


Mary D. McLean vs. Town of Brookline. This was apetition 
for land damages for the taking of land by the Water Depart- 
ment in West Roxbury. No action has been taken since 
last year and the case is pending for trial in the Superior 
Court of Suffolk County. 


George T. Smith vs. Town of Brookline; George M. Hatch vs. 
Same; Arthur K. Hunt vs. Same; Roland O. Parris vs. Same. 
These cases, all brought for alleged damage to property 
resulting from an overflow of the Englewood Avenue sewer 
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during a freshet, are still pending for trial in the Norfolk 
‘Superior Court. 


Sarah Schlanger vs. Town of Brookline. This case, growing 
out of an alleged injury to the plaintiff from a fall on Naples 
Road, is still pending for trial in the Norfolk Superior Court, 
no action having been taken during the year. 


Charlotte Woolard vs. Town of Brookline; Eben R. Woolard 
vs. Same. The first case was brought for alleged injuries 
to the plaintiff from a fall on the sidewalk on University 
Road. The second case was brought by the husband of the 
plaintiff in the first case for loss of her services. The cases 
were tried in the Municipal Court of Brookline and a finding 
was entered for the defendant in each case. Appeals were 
taken by the plaintiffs to the Norfolk Superior Court and the 
cases are still pending there for trial. 


Gardner Beals, Trustee, vs. Town of Brookline. This was a 
petition for damages for the taking of the fee of North Mason 
Terrace including the sewer. As the plaintiff simply owned’ 
the fee in the street with no land on either side, thus having no 
beneficial use of the sewer, the town claims that the damages 
should be nominal. The case has been tried in the Superior 
Court and a finding for the plaintiff was there made in the 
sum of $4,323.77. An appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Judicial Court and the case has recently been argued, but no 
decision has been rendered. 


Mary Cannon vs.Town of Brookline. This case growing out 
of alleged injuries received by the plaintiff by a fall on High 
Street is still pending for trial in the Norfolk Superior Court. 


Mary Doolan vs. Town of Brookline. This was an action of 
tort in which the plaintiff alleged that she fell down on Brook- 
line Avenue and suffered injuries, and it is still pending for 
trial in the Norfolk Superior Court. 


Boston & Albany Railroad et. al., vs. Town of Brookline. 
This was a bill in equity brought by the plaintiff corporations 
to require the town to repair and strengthen a sewer situated 
in the location of the Brookline branch of the Railroad, 
known as the Kent Street sewer. The town denies any 
obligation to do the work petitioned for by the railroads. 
The case was brought in the Suffolk Superior Court returnable 
the first Monday of April 1922 and is pending for hearing. 
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Boston & Albany Railroad et. al., vs. Town of Brookline. 
This was a bill in equity brought in the Superior Court, 
Suffolk County, to restrain the town from using a surface- 
water conduit crossing the railroad location lying to the east 
from Reservoir Road, and also from using the brook running 
near the railroad location in such a manner as to discharge 
water on the location. The case has recently been heard 
and the plaintiffs have prevailed, but as yet no further action 
has been taken. 


Beacon School, Inc. vs. Town of Brookline. The plaintiff 
brought a bill in equity in March, 1922, in the Norfolk 
Superior Court for an injunction to restrain the town from 
selling its property for the payment of 1921 taxes which the 
plaintiff alleged should not be collected. No relief was 
granted in equity on the ground that the plaintiff had an 
adequate remedy at law. The taxes were then paid under 
protest and the case was transferred to the law side of the 
court to determine the question whether the plaintiff could 
recover them back from the town. The amount involved 
is $2,246.45 and the case is pending for hearing. 


Bridget Donlon vs. Town of Brookline; Michael Donlon vs. 
Same. These two cases, growing out of alleged injuries 
received from an alleged defect in a board walk on Boylston 
Street, were brought in the Norfolk Superior Court return- 
able the first Monday of June, 1922. The plaintiff in the 
second case claims damages for the loss of services of his wife, 
the plaintiff in the first case. Both cases are pending for trial. 


Cases Settled and Terminated 


Boston & Albany Railroad et. al., vs. Town of Brookline. 
This petition was brought by the plaintiff railroad to provide 
for the reconstruction of the tracks over Clinton Path. The 
County Commissioners decreed that common convenience and 
necessity required the work specified in the petition to be 
~done. A commission was appointed to determine who 
should pay for it and it was decided after a hearing that the 
town should. An appeal was taken to the Superior Court and 
the case tried before a jury, who found that the town should 
pay the future charges for keeping the crossing in repair. 
An appeal was taken to the Supreme Judicial Court who found 
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that the town was liable. Final judgment amounting to 
$2,201.80 has been paid by the town. 


Anne O. Lehnemann vs. Town of Brookline. This case 
brought for injuries received by the plaintiff from falling over 
a pile of lumber on Clark Road has been settled by the pay- 
ment of $125 to her. 


James H. Beals vs. Town of Brookline. ‘This petition for 
damages for land taken for the laying out of North Mason 
Terrace and for the establishment of building lines has been 
settled by the payment of the sum of $1,000 to the plaintiff. 
In consideration of this settlement the plaintiffs in each of the 
following cases agreed to waive damages, and entries have 
been made terminating the cases. The cases referred to 
were James H. Beals vs. Town of Brookline, a petition for dam- 
ages for taking an easement and for the establishment of 
building lines; Sidney L. Beals et. al., Trustees vs. Town of 
Brookline, for the same kind of damages; James H. Beals vs, 
Town of Brookline; Sidney L. Beals et. al., vs. Town of Brookline, 
petitions for revision of betterments. 


_ Mary E. McCoy vs. Town of Brookline. This action of 
tort was brought against the town for injuries received by the 
plaintiff on account of falling on Beacon Street and has been 
settled by the payment of $50 to her.

Stitt, has maintained its reputation as a very efficient branch 
of the service, and at no time have better results been obtained 
than during the past year. Several important arrests have 
been made, and much property that was reported stolen in

On February 12th, Thomas D. Plakias, a chef employed at 
the Splendid Restaurant, 1360 Beacon Street, was stabbed 
with a knife and instantly killed by Nicolas D. Macheras, 
as the result of a quarrel over giving employment to Macheras. 
September 28, 1922, Macheras pleaded guilty to manslaughter, 
in the Superior Court, and was given a sentence of twelve 
to fifteen years in State Prison. 

On September 21st a serious shooting affray occurred at 
the corner of Beacon Street and Corey Road, during which 
Dr. Henry V. Reynolds was instantly killed, and Bartholo- 
mew J. Connolly and Patrolman Alexander B. Johnston were 
severely injured. William Morgan, colored, who did the 
shooting, was arrested at the time charged with and indicted 
for murder and assault with intent to kill. The case has 
not yet been called for trial in the Superior Court. 

On October 7th, Katherine J. Mealey shot and severely 
injured her husband, Frank H. Mealey, at 124 Babcock 
Street, for which she was indicted for assault with intent to 
kill. In Superior Court, December 18th, she pleaded guilty, 
and owing to her delicate condition, was placed on probation. 

Such other crimes as have occurred during the year have 
been of the ordinary kind, and not of a serious nature. In 
the main, good order has prevailed throughout the year. 


Police Signal System (Gamewell) 


The Police Signal System, under Superintendent Davis, 
has given very satisfactory service. There are fifty-one 
(51) boxes or stations from which men on patrol duty com- 
municate with the police station.

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As in past years, I beg to call your attention to the fact 
that our signal service is not up to date in that it is not 
equipped with the re-call system. The re-call system consists 
of flashlights and bells which are operated by the officer in 
charge of the central office, thereby enabling him to get in 
quick communication with patrolmen on their routes. Many 
cities and towns have adopted this system, and I think the 
time has arrived when the matter should be given serious 
consideration.

The southerly part of the town, as during the previous 
year, has been covered by patrolmen in Ford runabouts, 
with satisfactory results. , 

There have been 144 calls for the ambulance during the 
year, 54 of which were for accidents, and 90 for sick cases. 
The number of miles run by the ambulance was 9113. 

The automobile patrol wagon has responded to 167 calls, 
and has run 913 miles. Both ambulance and patrol wagon 
are in good condition. 

The Marmon touring car was overhauled and painted during 
the early part of the year and should give another year’s 
service without much expense. 

One of the Ford runabouts has been in service for wh years 
and is in bad condition. I recommend that it be exchanged 
for a new one. 

The Indian motorcycle is in good condition and should 
last for another year. 


The Force 


Death has claimed one member of the department, and 
several other changes have taken place during the year. 
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Sergeant John T. Connor died July 27th. Sergeant Connor 
was appointed a patrolman December 23, 1895, promoted to 
Sergeant April 22, 1915, a faithful and efficient officer. 

Patrolman Edward Moloney resigned from the depart- 
ment May 27th to accept a position with the Massachusetts 


Department of Public Utilities. 

Patrolman Joseph J. O’Connell, Jr., was promoted to rank 
of Sergeant October 9th. 

Patrolman Allen Wilson was promoted to rank of Sergeant 
October 16th.

The discipline of the department, in the main, has been 
good. Two patrolmen have been before the Committee on 
Police for minor violations of the rules and were ordered to 
do punishment duty. 

Charges have been preferred against three patrolmen 
for violating the rules governing the department, and were 
suspended from duty without pay for three, two and four 
months, respectively. 

Much good work has been done during the year; several 
important arrests have been made by both the Detective 
Bureau and members of the uniformed force. 

One new day route has been established in the Fisher 
Hill section during the year. 

The custom of doing house days, or reserve duty, at the 
police station during the day time by members of the night 
platoons was abolished on April 21st, and has been much 
appreciated by the men who were formerly called upon to 
perform that extra duty. This work is now being done, with 
satisfactory results, by older members of the department who 
have been detailed for this duty. 
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The liquor problem has been well taken care of during the 
year and the town is now free from so-called ‘“Taps”’ or near- 
beer saloons. During the year 29 raids have been made, 
and in most instances liquors have been seized. Fifty persons 
have been prosecuted for violations of the liquor laws. 

The problem of handling the automobile traffic is becoming 
greater each year, and it seems to me that a_ sergeant and 
one more patrolman should be detailed for this work. Should 
this meet with your approval, it will require two additional 
patrolmen and a promotion of one patrolman to sergeant. 


Especial Mention 


The following-named members of the force are deserving 
of especial mention for meritorious service performed during 
the year: 

Patrolmen Campbell, Connolly and Chapman for the ' 
arrest on the morning of February 12th of Nicolas D. Macheras 
for the murder of Thomas D. Plakias. 

Patrolman Joseph P. Mahoney for the arrest on the morning 
of March 26th of John W. Scott and George Collins who had 
broken into a dwelling house in Newton and stolen property. 

Patrolmen John F. Donovan, Henry H. McNeill, Joseph 
P. Mahoney and William J. Walizer for the arrest on the 
night of May 7th of Neely Johnson (known as the ‘‘Lone Wolf’’) 
who had committed several burglaries in Brookline and 
Cambridge. 

Patrolman John J. Duffy for the arrest on the night of July 
17th of Richard J. Montgomery caught in the act of breaking 
into a dwelling house in the Chestnut Hill section, and being 
armed with a revolver. By this arrest four burglaries in 
Brookline were cleared up. 

Patrolmen Allen Wilson, Matthew Moreland, Alexander 
B. Johnston, and chauffeur, Timothy F. Connelly, for the 
arrest on September 21st of William Morgan for murder and 
assault with intent to kill. 

Patrolmen James A. Ward and James J. McCabe for the 
arrest on the night of October 6th of James J. Kelly and George 
W. Hall who had broken into dwelling houses at Scituate, 
Mass., and stolen property. 
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Patrolman Meade for the arrest on October 10th of Thomas 
Maren and John Martin for breaking into an apartment 
house on Beacon Street, Brookline. 


Revolver Practice 


Revolver practice has been kept up during the year with 
good results. Twenty-seven members of the department 
have qualified, having made scores of 60 or over with .38 
caliber revolver. My thanks are due to Captain Chester 
Wing who has, as in the previous year, given up one night 
of his valuable time each week to assist in this work. 


Conclusions 

My thanks are due and are hereby tendered to the Justices, 
Clerks, and Probation Officers of the Municipal Court, and to 
the Committee on Police, for advice and assistance rendered; 
also to many citizens for kind co-operation and valuable 
information. To the officers, patrolmen, and all others 
connected with the department, I desire to extend my deep 
appreciation for their loyal co-operation and excellent services 
rendered during the year.

REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1923. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen: —I herewith submit the annual report of the 
Fire Department for the year ending December 31, 1922. 

We had 401 alarms in 1922, which is an increase of 6 bell 
alarms and 46 still alarms over the previous year. Our fire 
losses were $20,777 in excess of 1921. 

Combination C was placed in service September 1, 1922. 
Combination AA has been held as a spare piece of apparatus, 
which is certainly a step in the right direction to maintain 
the efficiency of the department while necessary repairs are 
being made. 

I would recommend in the near future that another Triple 
Combination be purchased to replace one of the older Com- 
binations, which should be held in reserve, as some of the 
older pieces will have to be repaired more often in the future 
than in the past on account of years of service. 

Deputy William J. Stitt was retired February 17, 1922, 
for disability, which was caused through injuries received in 
the performance of his duties. The loss of his services to the 
department was great and to be regretted. He was appointed 
to the department June 23, 1896, and was an able, efficient 
and fearless officer. 


Fire Record 


During the past year the department has responded to 
401 calls; 128 bell alarms and 273 still or telephone alarms. 


This is an increase of 6 bell alarms and 46 still alarms. The 
causes of the fires were as follows:

Arc Lights 
While no new lights were added this year arrangements - 
were made with Edison Electric [luminating Company to 
add seven new Magnetite Lights, Boulevard Type on Washing- 
ton Street between Park Street and Beacon Street. The 
work has not yet been completed so there will be no expense 
for 1922. I have been informed verbally that the Company © 
is contemplating changing all lamp posts on Beacon Street 
from St. Mary’s Street to the town line, from the present 
Gooseneck poles to the Boulevard type and I would recom- 
mend that all new Magnetite Arc Lights or renewals in the 
future be of this type. 


Tungsten 

Three lights of this type were installed during the year, 
two of them were placed on Searle Avenue in place of the 
gaslights which are much more satisfactory to the abutters. 

One on Dean Road was installed, upon request, near the 
entrance to Regent Circle. 

Locations for several others have been taken up with the 
Company but will not be installed until 1923. 


Welsbach Street Lighting 

Very little change was made in the gas street lights. Two 
were added on Amory Street near Beacon Street, one on 
Monmouth Street near Carlton Street and two were dis- 
continued on Searle Avenue, so there is an increase of one light. 
In spite of the care these lights have been given there seems 
to be considerable trouble. I have received quite a number 
of complaints stating lights have been out several nights. 
Investigation proves that clocks have not been working right. 
They have either stopped from defects or they have been 
tampered with by the small boy and a long stick. 


Spotlights 
Two of these lights were added this year. One at Harvard 
Street and Aspinwall Avenue and one on Beacon Street at 
Winchester Street. A third light was ordered for Village 
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Square and a location at High Street west of the Fire Station 
was selected. This was abandoned as the expense for the 
wiring was too great. Arrangements have now been made to 
place the lamp on top of the fire station and run wires to the 
basement connecting to the meter used for the tower lights. 


Fire Alarm 


During the year all of the overhead wires were thoroughly 
gone over and the slack wires pulled up. The storm of 
November 27 and 29, 1921, broke so much of this wiring 
that we were obliged to purchase new, and nearly all of this 
wire was used on Clyde Street. 

The wires on Buckminster Road from Sumner Road to 
Seaver Street were lowered so they would be below the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Company as they were re-arrang- 
ing their wires in this section. 

One new box was connected at the corner of Amory Street 
and Egmont Street. 

A request was made for a new box on Heath Street east 
of Dunster Road; as no money was appropriated for this, 
the work could not be done. The distance is nearly half a 
mile from Dunster Road which would make nearly a mile 
of single wire. This would overload the circuit and the 
present number of batteries would not be sufficient to operate 
the circuit. 

Our battery racks are full and no room to expand, so the 
time has arrived to adopt some other method. I would 
recommend purchasing four sets of two motor generator sets 
in connection with a floating battery. These would cost one 
hundred and fifty dollars apiece; the wiring would be extra 
and the whole cost would be about one thousand dollars. 

One new box was purchased this year. The order was 
placed in April but the box was not received until the last of 
November. Having been informed the shipment might be 
delayed, the box which was placed in the Commonwealth 
Armory for protection at the time the hospitals were erected 
in 1918 was no longer needed at that place, was removed and 
installed at the corner of Amory Street and Egmont Street. 

The wires which formerly ran from the corner of St. Paul 
and Freeman Streets through Freeman Street to a pole line 
on the property at Hall’s Pond, then on Essex Street to 
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Worthington Road were changed and placed in the duct line 
on St. Paul Street, Egmont Street, Worthington Road to 
Essex Street and this section of the town now has all of the 
fire alarm wires underground. 


Police Signal System 

This system is used more each year and the number of 
calls are increasing from each box, which naturally increases 
the chance for trouble. Quite a number of the boxes will 
need new hinges as the present hinges are so worn the doors 
do not close easily. 

The instruments on the signal desk were cleaned and 
repairs were made on the registers twice. These instruments 
should be handled carefully as some of the parts are easily 
thrown out of adjustment and it then stops the whole machine. 

One new box No. 135 was placed on Seaver Street near 
Leicester Street. New arms and cable were used to reach 
this location and the box was connected and working July 
15, des ae 

The storage batteries in use were discontinued as there 
was not room enough on the racks for the number that would 
be necessary for the required voltage. Dry cells were used 
and have been very satisfactory since put into service, besides 
being much cleaner and easier to replace should occasion 
require. 


New England Telephone and Telegraph Company (Underground) 

New conduit was built in the following streets — Babcock 
Street near Commonwealth Avenue, 136 feet, 4 inches; 
Mason Terrace South, 235 feet, 8 inches; Washington Street 
near Gardner Path, 178 feet, 2 inches. 

Additional ducts were placed in Beacon Street from Marion 
Street west to manhole 38/231A, 446 feet; Beacon Street from 
Carlton Street to St. Mary’s Street, 698 feet, 5 inches; Worth- 
ington Road from Essex Street to Cottage Farm Road, 214 
feet. 

The number of building and pole connections was twenty- 
one, for which the Telephone Company has sent a list of the 
streets in which they are located. 

Manholes built or enlarged during the year were Beacon 
Street and Winchester Street. Three on Beacon Street 
between Carlton and St. Mary’s Streets; Pleasant Street at 
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Thatcher Street; Washington Street south side of the bridge 
over the Boston and Albany Railroad. 


Edison Electric Illuminating Company (Underground Wires) 

The underground conduit work for this year was in the 
following streets: Corey Road from the town line to Beacon 
Street. This was installed in order to continue the duct 
line of Corey Road on the Boston side in connection with the 
changing and rearranging the wiring from the Allston Station. 
The distance was 853 feet. Eight ducts were laid making 
the total of duct line 6825.6. 

In Fairbanks Street the conduit was extended to Washing- 
ton Street from Beacon Street and four additional ducts 
were laid; the length was 448.8. 

Conduit was extended on Gardner Road 285.1 feet with 
two ducts, making a total duct line of 570.2. 

A split fiber solid main was installed in Thayer Place from 
Thayer Street, a distance of 211 feet. 

As new paving was to be placed in Washington Street from 
Park Street to near Beacon Street, the company was re- 
quested to place their conduits in this section so as to avoid 
breaking into the new paving some time in the future. The 
total distance was 2,062 feet, six ducts were laid making the 
number of feet of ducts 12,372 feet. Eleven manholes were 
built in this line and iron pipes were run to the sidewalks for 
eleven arc lights of the Boulevard type. 

The total number of building and connections was eighty. 
The total number of manholes new and enlarged was twenty- 
three. Total number of pole connections fourteen, lamp 
connections twelve. 

The total number of feet of cable installed was 48,049, the 
sizes of which was from No. 10 to four aught. 

The number of feet of cable removed was 8,833, the size 
of which was from number six to one aught. 


Interior Wiring of Buildings 
The number of notices received during the year was 1,613. 
This is quite an increase over last year. Some of these 
notices are for buildings now under construction but will 
not be finished before early spring. 
The coal situation has brought out a number of oil burners 
for furnaces, steam and hot-water heaters. Four of these 
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use electricity for operating motors for oil pumps and blowers 
and one has a gas burner with thermostat control. 

The wiring in buildings has changed very much during the 
last two years and the old open wire is no longer used. All 
buildings are now wired with either pipe or armored cable. 

The lighting of stores has changed very much during the 
last few years. They were formerly lighted with 32 C.P. 
lamp just light enough to see comfortably, now a store is 
brilliantly illuminated and lamps from two hundred to five 
hundred watts are used. 

Many motors were installed during the year, the greater 
number were used for heating, others for elevators and 
laundries. 

Electric ranges tried in some places were not satisfactory 
and finally removed, while in other places reports were re- 
ceived stating they were very satisfactory.

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REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1922. 
To the Board of Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — I respectfully submit the thirty-third annual 
report of the Building Department for the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1922. 

As will be seen by the summaries there was a large increase 
in the number of permits issued by this department during 
1922 over any previous year. This increase was in all classes 
of buildings but particularly in two and three family houses. 
Although some were issued too late for the builders to get 
more than started we have been extremely busy. 

The fact that there are a great number of plots of filled 
land in the town adds greatly to our responsibility and it is 
the custom of this department to have our inspector per- 
sonally see that the proper bottom has been reached and, in 
case of piles being used, that there is an efficient inspector 
to watch each pile driven. We also require that no rein- 
forced concrete be put in without a special inspector. 

The town has been singularly free from accidents during 
and after construction. 

The zoning by-law, adopted by the town on May 23, 1922, 
and effective as of June 24, 1922, and which, for purposes of 
enforcement is deemed a part of the building law, has now 
been in operation for a period of six months. 

It was inevitable that in a work of this magnitude certain 
situations would develop wherein owners of property would 
feel that the natural development of their holdings were 
along lines other than those laid down in the division of 
districts as adopted, particularly those adjacent to the bound- 
aries. Several such instances have been brought to the 
attention of this department and it is felt that these cases 
can be dealt with individually by the Planning Board should 
they deem it necessary to recommend, changes and such 
action would in no way lessen the effectiveness of the by-law. 

Short as the period has been since the adoption of the 
by-law, it has been sufficient to show the beneficial results 
which were looked for and it is confidently expected that 
its continued operation will bring about a development of 
the town in a manner consistent with its purposes — pro- 
tection of existing and future property values and the con- 
tinuation of Brookline primarily as a residential town. 
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Inspections have been made of all lodging houses and 
hotels for which applications for renewal of licenses were 
received, together with the premises covered by new appli- 
cations. In connection with the larger lodging houses, which 
are required by State law to provide additional means of 
egress and means of extinguishing fire, the joint inspection 
of these premises by the inspector of the Building Depart- 
ment and the district inspector for the State Department of 
Public Safety shows all such premises in this town to be 
properly equipped. 

This department has investigated all petitions for gasoline 
licenses and operation of garages and has submitted reports 
on same to the Board. Continued inspection of garages has 
brought about a decided improvement in this regard. We 
have had the full co-operation of the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments in this work. 

As a result of the coal shortage the installation of oil-burning 
apparatus for domestic heating has greatly increased arid 
such installations have received our careful attention. 

All elevators in the town have been regularly inspected as 
to safety and compliance with the state regulations covering 
their operation and maintenance. 

The following summary shows a comparison of the building 
operations for the year 1922 with 1921:

Report of the Inspector of Plumbing: 


Plumbing 
Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1922.

Dear Sir:—I respectfully submit the thirtieth annual 
report of the Inspector of Plumbing for the year ending 
December 31, 1922. 

The total number of permits issued for the installation 
of plumbing was 511 of which 190 were for new work and 
321 for alterations. 

The estimated cost of plumbing installations for which 
permits were issued for the past year was $465,659 which is 
an increase of $112,123 over that of the previous year.

This division has issued the greatest number of permits 
and the cost of plumbing installations has been greater this 
year than any other in the history of the department. 

The nearest year in volume and cost was 1915 with 350 
permits issued at a total estimated cost of $286,118. 


During the past year this division has received many com- 
plaints of dangerous hot-water boilers, the chief source of 
complaint coming from the Tenement House Inspector whose 
able assistance is much appreciated. In all, 128 hot-water 
pressure boilers were inspected and found not properly 
equipped with the required safety devices. Owners and 
agents were notified and in every case the proper safety 
devices were applied to the boilers. In some instances it 
was necessary to use much persuasion before final results 
were obtained. 


The writer has attended several meetings of the Building 
Law Committee and a committee of the Master Plumbers’ 
Association for the revision of the plumbing laws. It is 
hoped that when their report is completed the cost of plumbing 
will be somewhat reduced by eliminating some unessential 
regulations and substituting more modern methods of plumbing 
installation. 


Mr. Ralph Doane of the Engineering Department has been 
of great assistance by supervising the installation of house 
drain connections to sewers. 


Much work has been performed for other departments of 


the town in addition to the regular duties of plumbing in- 
spection. 
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The plumbing regulations have been well conformed to 
in the past year. As can be expected there were a few minor 
violations, which, when called to the attention of the work- 
man, were immediately corrected.

Report of Inspector of Gas Fitting: 


Gas Fitting 


Brookline, Mass., December 31, 1922. 
Mr. Ernest Lyon, Butalding Commissioner: 


Dear Sir: —I1 herewith submit the annual report for 
gasfitting and fixtures installed for the year ending December 
Shie1022: 

The total number of applications for which permits were 
issued was 1,102. Of this number 131 were for new houses, 
45 for old houses, 1 for new High School, 1 for synagogue, 
3 for fire jobs, 3 for gasoline stations, 97 for office, manufac- 
turing and store buildings, 22 for garages, 19 for old houses 
repiped and 780 for remodelling and additional work done in 
houses built previous to 1922. This is an increase of 390 
applications over last year. It has been an unusually busy 
year in this department owing to the emergency caused by 
the coal situation. 

In addition to regular inspections and testing of all new work 
a number of inspections were made of old buildings and 
where piping or fixtures were found to be in a dangerous con- 
dition the same have been made safe. 

A number of new appliances have been put on the market 
this year including water heaters, room heaters, ranges and 
also a garage heater. The writer has had a demonstration 
on all new appliances. 

Several room heaters, mostly in lodging houses, were 
found to be connected with gas tubing which constitutes a 
grave danger and is in violation of the gas regulations. Those 
found were ordered to be connected with iron pipe. 

Following is a list of new rules that were recommended by 
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this department and accepted by the Board of Health and 
were added to the present regulations during the year: 


Section 50. The installation of fixtures or appliances not herein men- 
tioned or described shall be performed in accordance with a decision in 
each case by the Inspector of Gasfitting. 

Sec. 51. All underground piping shall have a diameter of at least 
11% inches. 

Sec. 52. When chimney is not available, gas appliances can be vented 
into a cast-iron screw pipe or cast-iron soil pipe not less than four inches 
in diameter. 

Sec. 53. Gas tubing to be used only in cases where inspector approves. 

Sec. 54. Vent connections from all automatic gas water heaters shall 
enter a separate flue or above every other coal, wood or oil-burning appli- 
ance. 

Sec. 55. No gas appliance of any description to be installed in room 
less than 8’ x 8’ or equivalent to 64 square feet and same to have ample 
ventilation. 

Sec. 56. A garage heater installed in a location where it is subject to 
mechanical injury shall be protected by means of a substantial metal 
guard rail of at least one inch in diameter. 


A great many violations of the gas laws were found, but all 
were corrected and made satisfactory to this department 
without any drastic action being taken.

Sewers and Surface-water Drains 


Seven contracts for sewer and surface-water drain con- 
struction were let during the year. 

At the request of the Sewer Department of the City of 
Boston, the surface-water drain in Beacon Street was extended 
from Strathmore Road to the Town Line at Ayr Road, to 
provide an outlet for the section of Boston draining through 
Ayr Road. This drain also serves for all adjacent property 
in Brookline. 

In connection with the construction of Claflin Path, a 
complete drainage system was installed. 

A surface-water drain was laid in the rear of properties 
fronting on Clark and Clinton Roads, from the right-of-way 
acquired by the town in 1901, 330 feet easterly. 

Drains were laid the entire length of Rice Street and Devo- 
tion Street and the existing drains in Tappan Street and 
Linden Street were extended to take the roof water of new 
buildings. 

The 15-inch pipe draining Griggs Field was found to be 
entirely filled with silt and settled so badly that it had to be 
relaid. The main drains in the limits of the field, draining 
Griggs Terrace, had to be relaid for the same reason. This 
work was done by the Sewer Department, by day labor. 

The sewer and surface-water drain in Rawson Road, con- 
structed by day labor under the direction of this Department, 
was completed in January, but the street was kept closed to 
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travel until Spring, when the surface of the entire roadway 
was reconstructed by the Street Department. 

A careful study of the drainage system for the Eliot Street 
extension district was made and an estimate of cost of construc- 
tion submitted. Plans and details, relating to this problem are 
on file in this office. Studies were also made for the drainage 
of the Clyde Street district to be drained through Sears Road, 
but no report has been submitted. 

The Sewer Department of the City of Boston has under 
construction, a new channel for a portion of Village Brook, 
adjacent to the Brookline line, near Cleveland Circle, con- 
tinuing the channel which the town constructed in its territory 
in 1916. This work is being done on the lines and grades 
approved by this department, so as to provide eventually 
for the drainage of the district between Chestnut Hill Avenue 
and Reservoir Road, south of the railroad. 

In connection with this drain, a sewer is being constructed 
for the town, which will also have to be extended to Eliot 
Street, when that district is developed. This sewer will not 
serve the City of Boston and the town has agreed to pay 
for the whole cost of this portion of the work; also its propor- 
tional part of the cost of the reconstruction of Village Brook 
proper. 

Your attention is again called to the unimproved part of 
Village Brook, from Cypress Street to Beaconsfield Garage. 
It is not only a question of the improvement of the: brook, 
but also of the sanitary sewer system. 

The Sewer Department rebuilt a portion of the side walls of 
the south branch of Village Brook in property of W. D. Hunt. 
This is the only open portion of this branch of Village Brook 
and a location for this section should be decided upon and this 
danger point eliminated by the construction of a covered 
channel. | | 

The Grove Street Pumping Station has continued to oper- 
ate satisfactorily, with comparatively slight repairs. 

Studies have been made for drainage of several other 
sections of the town, but no action was taken on any of them. 

A portion of the property between Harvard Street, St. 
Paul Street and Alton Place was sold during the past season 
and the new owner applied to the town for drainage facilities 
as it is necessary, on account of the grades, to cross other 
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property to reach the public sewer. Cases similar to this 
must, of course, be dealt with by the town and considerable 
time was spent trying to design a street system, which would 
be satisfactory to the town and acceptable to the private 
parties interested. It is regretted that it is not possible to 
fix the position of streets in locations like the one referred to, 
in advance of any construction, and thus assure the proper 
final development. 


The Chief Engineer of the Metropolitan Sewer and Water 
Board has brought to the attention of this department the 
fact that the tide gate in our main sewer, between the Charles 
River and our connection in the Metropolitan Sewer, is in 
need of repair and has recommended that a manhole be built, 
with a positive acting valve installed in it, so that, in case of 
the failure of the automatic tide valve, the river can be shut 
out, while repairs are being made. It is a question as to who 
should assume the expense of this work. There is no doubt 
that the actual construction should be undertaken by the 
Metropolitan Sewer Department as they are fully equipped 
for such work. 


One hundred forty-six houses and 7 garages have been connec- 
ted with the sanitary sewer. Ninety-one houses and 3 Edison 
manholes have been connected with the surface-water drain. 
There have been 25 house connections repaired on account of 
stoppage from tree rootsand othercauses. Thisisan increase of 
nearly fifty per cent over the work of last year and undoubt- 
edly there will be a much greater increase in this work, during 
the coming season, as there is every indication that there will 
be a great increase in building construction. This will mean 
that an additional inspector will have to be detailed on this 
work, as the inspector in charge has had to have considerable 
additional assistance the past year, even though he has had 
an automobile constantly at his disposal. The present 
method of making house connections will undoubtedly prevent 
most of the trouble from tree roots but, as there are, of course, 
many thousand connections laid in the old manner, most 
of them without any inspection whatever, there will continue 
to be at least as much, if not more, difficulty from this source. 
Since your Board has voted to assume the expense of such 
repairs, within the street limits, a liberal amount should be 
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included in the Sewer Maintenance appropriation to take care 
of this expense. 

The usual amount of assistance has been rendered to owners 
of property in Brookline, in connection with their drainage 
problems. The public now generally understands that 
assistance can be obtained from this department and many 
citizens have availed themselves of the privilege, during the 
past year. 

Practically nothing was done on the so-called Blake Park 
development. The work will probably be continued this 
season and provision for an inspector will have to be made. 
Much work remains to be done as no connections have as yet 
been made with the public sewers or drains. 

Considerable work has been done in connection with the 
new set of sewer plans, which were started several years ago, 
but no sheets have been completed. This was because of the 
great demand in other directions on this department and 
because the sum asked for, in last year’s appropriation, for an 
additional draughtsman, was not granted. The old set of 
sewer plans, which are the only plans showing the complete 
sewer and drain system, are very badly worn and, in many 
cases, becoming entirely illegible. This work must be taken 
up this coming year and it is hoped that it will be made possible 
to employ a draughtsman, who can devote his entire time to 
this work. 

Tables showing all the details of sewer and surface-water 
drain construction, during the year, accompany this report; 
also a table showing the amount of rainfall for the past twelve 
months, as recorded at the Town Hall station. 


Streets 


The only public way laid out during the year was Claflin 
Path, extending from Claflin Road to Addington Road. This 
way has been under consideration for many years, the first 
report being made by this department in 1911. The path 
was laid out by the Selectmen February 9, 1922, and accepted 
by the town March 21, 1922. An appropriation of $4,000 
was made for construction, but the town was reimbursed to 
the extent of $1,000 by the abutters. A granolithic walk was 
laid the entire length of the path. The grade was such 
that it was necessary to construct forty steps. A complete

drainage system has been installed in connection with this 
work, as the disposal of the surface water was one of the 
most important problems, there having been a great deal of 
difficulty experienced by the property owners in this vicinity 
from water from the hillside above this point. The work was 
begun about the first of July and completed about the first of 
September. James Driscoll and Son Company were the con- 
tractors for the entire work. 

The junction of Greenough Street with Washington Street 
was improved by rounding the corners. The southerly corner 
was constructed with a curve of 25 feet radius and the westerly 
corner with a radius of 50 feet. While it would have been 
much better to have adopted a curve of 40 feet radius for 
the southerly corner, as was recommended, still what has 
been done is a very great improvement and lessens the lia- 
bility of accidents at this point. The land taken for rounding 
the westerly corner was contributed by the owners. The 
actual work of construction was done by the employees of the 
Street Department, under the direction of this department. 

Washington Street, from a point near Park Street to Fire 
Station “G,’”’ was surfaced with a bitulithic pavement, laid 
on a five-inch Portland cement concrete base. The contract 
for this work was awarded to Warren Brothers Company 
and carried out under the supervision of this department. 
7553 square yards of bitulithic pavement and 265 square 
yards of wood block pavement were laid; 2971 lin. feet of 
curbstone reset and 2,000 square yards of sidewalk relaid. 
Although all public service corporations were notified in March 
of the intention of the town to lay this pavement and were 
given ample time to repair their structures and make any 
additions necessary, one company did not begin work until 
after the contract had been awarded and consequently the 
paving work was greatly delayed and much additional incon- 
venience caused to every one using the street. The contract 
was completed October 7. 

The portion of Washington Street, between Village Square 
and the Boston & Albany Railroad bridge, was paved with 
Hillside Brick on a Portland cement concrete foundation. 
The cross section of this street was greatly improved by 
raising the westerly side of Washington Street, along the 
frontage of the new Brookline Savings Bank building. In 
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connection with this work, the corner of Boylston Street and 
Washington Street was rounded with a radius of 15 feet as 
laid out by the Selectmen and accepted by the town March 
15, 1921. This work greatly improved former conditions at 
this corner. The paving was done by contract with C. W. 
Dolloff Company, carried out under the supervision of this 
department. 

At the request of the Street Department, this department 
superintended repairs to the wood block pavement on Wash- 
ington Street, laid in 1915. The repairs consisted of filling 
the joints between the wood blocks, where the dry sand joints 
had been washed out by repeated rains, with an asphalt 
jointing material. A small portion of the pavement between 
the Boston Elevated tracks was relaid on account of the 
shifting of the mortar cushion on which the wood blocks were 
originally laid. It was thought, before investigation was made, 
that the concrete base has failed but, on removing the blocks, 
it was found that the base was in good condition and the 
trouble was caused by the mortar cushion not setting properly 
when the blocks were originally laid and, owing to the vibra- 
tion caused by the street cars, working out of place. 

Plans and descriptions were made for building lines on Dean 
Road, from Beacon Street to the Boston & Albany Railroad 
location, but were not accepted by the town. 


Reports and estimates of the cost of construction were made 
and submitted on the following streets: 


Doran Road; Eliot Street, from Dean Road to the Brookline 
Boston line; LaGrange Street; Thatcher Street, from Pleasant 
Street to St. Paul Street; corner of Clyde and Warren Streets; 
Heath Street, from Dunster Road to the Brookline-Newton 
line; Feneno Terrace Extension, and Channing Road. 


A report was made on the subject of dangerous street inter- 
sections in Brookline, but this is such an extensive subject 
that it could be ‘dealt with only very briefly. 


As has been recommended many times before, the question 
of establishing building lines on dangerous corners and corners 
that are unimproved, which may become dangerous when the 
abutting property is built upon, also on streets where the lines 
are indefinite and where there is no doubt but that future 
traffic conditions will necessitate widening, should be carefully 
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considered at the earliest possible moment, as conditions are 
changing very rapidly in all parts of Brookline. 

Mention has been made, under the head of sewers, of the 
situation in the Harvard Street, St. Paul Street block. 

Official lines and grades of public streets have been given on 
the ground in 269 cases. In addition, data relating to street 
lines and grades have been given to many architects and con- 
tractors. It is the practice of this department, when any 
extensive building is contemplated, to furnish the architect 
with a sketch, showing the exact street line and grade. This 
is particularly valuable in cases where the buildings will abut 
directly on the street. 

In addition to the above-mentioned work, lines and grades 
have been furnished-the Street Department, one party being 
employed on this work the greater part of the summer months. 

An assistant has been furnished the Street Department for 
the inspection of all granolithic sidewalks, as has been the 
custom in the past few years. 

At the request of the Street Department, all sidewalks in 
Town have been measured and a table prepared, showing 
location, length, width and type of construction. 

Fifty-three stone monuments have been set to mark street 
lines. Thirty have been reset and 4 cut off on account of 
changes in grade. Four brass plugs have been set, where it 
was impossible to set the standard stone monument. 


The usual amount of work has been done on street number- 
ing and the records will be brought up to date during the 
winter. There are a few cases, however, where property 
owners have refused to comply with the Town By-Laws, 
requiring that numbers be placed on buildings, but it is 
hoped that these few cases can be remedied this coming 
season. The renumbering of Pond Avenue was accom- 
plished during the year. When the house numbering system 
was first adopted in Brookline, provision was made for the 
extension of Pond Avenue through to Brookline Avenue and 
the numbers on Pond Avenue began with No. 121 at Washing- 
ton Street. This has led to a great deal of confusion and 
difficulty in finding houses and, for that reason, it was con- 
sidered that it would be more convenient for the public 
to change the numbers on the basis of our usual system, 
even though it meant that 19 buildings had to be renumbered. 
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Through the co-operation of the owners of the buildings, this 
was done with very little trouble and expense. 


Parks 


An appropriation for $25,000 was made at the Annual 
Town Meeting for the construction of a service building 
for the Park Department,, on the lot of land acquired 
for that purpose, on the Parkway near Netherlands Road. 
Plans and details were completed on practically the same 
lines as originally contemplated and contract and specifications 
drawn up. Proposals were asked for and bids opened August 
25th. There were ten bidders, the highest being for $30,082 
and the lowest $16,645. The lowest proposal was submitted 
by the H. E. Cline Company, to whom the contract was 
awarded by the Park Commissioners. The work was begun 
September ist, but very slow progress has been made and the 
building is not yet completed, principally owing to the severe 
winter weather. Although little remains to be done, the 
roofing and plastering being the principal items unfinished, 
the building will not be ready for occupancy until next spring. 
Advantage was taken of the very favorable proposal, made 
by the sub-contractor, to drive the piles necessary for the 
completion of the whole building as originally outlined. 
Completed plans were filed with the Building Department 
and permit obtained for the erection of the remainder of the 
building, previous to the enactment of the Zoning Law. It 
will be necessary to obtain an appropriation at the coming 
town meeting for the completion of this work as, under the 
present zoning law all work, for which a permit has been 
issued, must be completed within two years of the acceptance 
of this law. An estimate of the cost of the remainder of the 
building has been submitted to the Park Commissioners; 
also an estimate of the cost of doing the necessary grading 
adjacent to the completed building. There will be a large 
enough balance in the original appropriation to install a heating 
system. 

Although very little has been done toward the grading of 
the High School grounds, lines and grades have been given at 
various times, in accordance with the plan made by this 
department last year and approved by the Park Department 
and the School Committee. 
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A chain link fence, 6 feet in height, was erected around the 
Jamaica Road and Highland Road frontage of Brookline Field. 
The Park Department constructed and set the concrete posts 
on which this fence was erected and, as the fence and all 
fastenings are carefully galvanized, it is of very permanent 
construction throughout. This fence is 1096 feet in length, 
with single and double gate at the Jamaica Road entrance. 
A grand stand, having a seating capacity of about 800 people, 
was designed and erected under the direction of this depart- 
ment, the Park Department constructing the concrete founda- 
tion. 

Considerable time was spent on the design of a band stand, 
to be placed on the Cypress Street playground, and careful 
estimates of cost were obtained and submitted with the plans 
to the Park Commissioners, who approved them and recom- 
mended to the town that the stand be built. As no appro- 
priation was made by the town, nothing further was done. 

A plan and estimate for grading the Legion Grounds, along 
the Harvard Street frontage, was made and the work carried 
out by the Park Department. 

The underdrainage system of Griggs Field has become 
entirely inoperative, due to settlement, and the filling of the 
drain with silt. This drain should be taken up and relaid and 
the trenches carefully backfilled with screened gravel. Addi- 
tional pipes should be laid between the present laterals as the 
soil in this field is very impervious and the surface very flat 
and difficult to drain. It will probably be necessary to add 
considerable loam to the surface as its present condition is 
very uneven and not at all suitable for any kind of sports. 

Numerous plans and estimates for improvements in park 
grounds have been made and submitted to the Park Com- 
missioners at various times. 


Bridges 


There has been no work of any importance on the bridges,. 
in town, for which this department was responsible. 

At the request of the Street Department, who has charge 
of the floors of bridges, this department rebuilt the granolithic 
steps on the Walnut Path foot bridge over the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. This was done by laying a metallic safety 
tread, which will protect the portion of the steps subjected to 
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wear, and, it is hoped, will make the bridge much safer for 
pedestrians. . 

The Highway Department has been asked to include, in 
their budget, for the year, an amount large enough to cover the 
painting of the Carlton Street foot bridge. 


Planning Board 


A great amount of work was done for the Planning Board, 
in connection with establishing the Zoning System, which 
was presented to the town at the meeting of May 23, 1922. 
Since the final plan was adopted, it has been necessary for our 
draughtsman to make many copies, as several changes were 
made, after the map was published by the Planning Board. 
This is a slow and expensive process and it is hoped that it 
will be possible to have the official map lithographed, as there 
is a constant demand for such a map. 

Plans and profiles of the system of streets to develop a 
section of the town in the Newton Street district, to be known 
as “‘Rockwood,”’ were submitted to this department and, 
after consultation with the Planning Board, were, with some 
modifications, approved by this department.

Miscellaneous 


A very great amount of work has been done, during the past 
year, in the way of preparing plans and estimates of cost for 
various departments of the town. 

A design and estimate of cost was made for a coal pocket 
to be built at the Central Heating Plant. 

A design and estimate of cost was made for a swimming 
pool at the old Brookline Reservoir; also for an outdoor swim- 
ming pool in the rear of the Bath House on Tappan Street. 

Detailed plans and specifications were prepared for remodel- 
ling a portion of the Bath House to provide for additional 
shower baths on the second floor. An appropriation was 
made, bids were asked for and proposals obtained, but the 
work was not put under contract. 

A boiler house, to be built on the Cypress Street stable 
grounds, was designed for the Street Department, but, owing 
to a change in the plans of the department, this was not 
erected. 
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Plans for foundation for the new scales, installed at the 
Hammond Street ledge, were designed and the construction 
superintended by this department. The work was done by 
employees of the Street Department. In connection with 
this work, a small house for the weigher was designed and 
built. 

Traffic counts have been made at various places, as directed 
by your Board. | 

A plan and description of the lot of land, owned by the 
town, on Warren Street, Brighton, was made for record. 

Plan and estimate of cost for a tank to be built in the rear 
of Fire Station “‘E,”’ to be used in connection with the training 
school of the Fire Department, was submitted to the Fire 
Commissioner. 

On June 13th, this department was directed to proceed with 
the grassing of Parson’s School Playground. The work was 
started on June 14th and completed on June 29th. It was 
then ordered that this department continue the care of the 
grounds until September 9th and it was found necessary to 
detail a watchman, to water and cut the grass and keep 
the children from injuring the surface, before the grass had a 
chance to get good root. On September ist, the keys were 
delivered to the Park Department, but, as they made no 
provision for properly caring for these grounds, it was again 
ordered that this department take charge of it for the remain- 
der of the year. The grounds were used by small children, 
under the direction of the teachers, during school hours, 
and have suffered no ill effects from such use. 

Five hundred twenty-one feet of chain link fence were 
erected at Walnut Hills Cemetery. Surveys and plans of 
various portions of the Cemetery were made for the superin- 
tendent. 

The usual number of display plans have been made for town 
meetings and various hearings. Many plans have been made 
for use in Court and a great deal of time has been spent in 
preparing data for use in connection with various suits brought 
against the town. Much time has also been spent in attend- 


ance at the various trials. 

Many photographs have been taken in connection with 
accidents, where suits for damages against the town have 
been filed, and in many other cases. About 75 negatives 
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have been taken and prints furnished to the Selectmen, se 
Street, Police and Forestry Departments. 


Many hundreds of blue prints have been taken for other 
departments of the town, 700 prints of one set of plans being 
taken in one case alone. 

Placards were printed for all the band concerts held during 
the summer season, at the Cypress Street playground, giving 
the title of all the selections played. | 

A plan for the improvement of conditions at the Coolidge 
Corner Transfer Station was made and submitted to your 
Board. This plan contemplates the establishing of a transfer 
station in the center of Beacon Street, between Harvard 
Street and Center Street, widening Webster Street to a width 
of 65 feet and diverting the Allston-Dudley Street cars through 
this street to the station in Beacon Street. This plan, if 
carried out, would enable passengers to transfer from one car 
line to the other, without crossing any street or car track, or 
using any stairs. As Beacon Street is 160 feet in width at this 
point, provision can be made for roadways on both sides of 
the transfer island of ample width for three lines of traffic, in 
addition to a parking space along the north and south side- 
walks. The present sidewalks would not have to be changed. 
The transfer island would be of such length as to accommodate 
two three-car trains and twenty-nine feet in width. The 
widening of Webster Street would be accomplished by taking 
a strip of land 25 feet in width from the property on the 
south side of the street. All these lots are 190 feet in depth, 
which would leave, after the 25 feet taken, ample room for 
moving back the present buildings or any other reasonable 
form of development. The street is now a busy business 
district and must soon be widened to meet local needs, even 
though not used as suggested. It is earnestly hoped that 
some definite action be taken before further building in this 
locality makes the problem more difficult and expensive. 

This opportunity is taken to express my most sincere appre- 
ciation of the loyal co-operation of all the assistants con- 
nected with this department. , 

An inventory of the property of the town in the possession 
of this department is on file.

The open winter of a year ago caused very serious damage 
to the surface of many of the streets. Very little disintegra- 
tion took place but holes developed with such frequency 
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during the winter and spring that the repair gangs were kept 
busy patching until late in the season, thus delaying much 
needed work of resurfacing. While a great deal of resurfacing 
has been done in recent years, there still remain many streets 
which have hitherto received only surface treatment, and this 
has proved inadequate to sustain the heavy traffic, especially 
of motor trucks, which is increasing very rapidly. The 
estimates for the coming year will therefore include a sum 
sufficient to put the main thoroughfares at least in condition 
to meet the demand upon them. 


An appropriation for rebuilding the fence enclosing the 
stable lot on Cypress and Kendall Streets, to which attention 
was called a year ago, was placed at the disposal of the Build- 
ing Department but the fence has not yet been rebuilt. 


The new scale at the incinerator and stone crushing plant 
was installed during the summer and all material entering 
and leaving the lot is weighed and an accurate account kept 
of it. A loading machine and a concrete mixer were added 
to the equipment. 


The steps on the railroad bridge in Walnut Path adjoining 
White Place were in very bad condition and have been thor- 
oughly repaired and safety treads installed under the direction 
of the Town Engineer. 

Bridges 


No extensive repairs seem to be needed on any of the 
bridges during the coming year; some scraping and painting 
of iron work is necessary, particularly on the bridge over 
the railroad at Carlton Street. 


Pensions 


One pension expired by limitation in February, 1922, 
and the death of the pensioner followed soon after. Another 
pension expired on December 22, 1922, by the death of the 
pensioner. One man was retired on a pension March 6, 1922. 
There are now thirteen persons on the pension list and 
three persons are eligible for retirement with a prospect of 
at least two being placed on the pension list during the coming 
year.

New Streets—Street Widenings and Special Appropriations 


An alteration and widening of Greenough and Washington 
Streets at their junction was accepted and allowed at the 
annual meeting. After the abutters had removed and 
rebuilt their walls, the construction work was done by this 
department under the direction of the Town Engineer. The 
cost was $3,039.50. 


Claflin Path from Addington Road to Claflin Road was 
accepted and allowed as a public foot path at the annual 
meeting, and an appropriation of $4,150.00 was made to 
pay for land damages and the cost of construction. The 
work was done by contract under the direction of the Town 
Engineer. $3,202.69 was expended. 


Paving Washington Street. After waiting six years, it was 
finally decided by the Board of Selectmen to recommend 
an appropriation of $65,000.00 for paving Washington Street 
from Park Street to the granite blocked paving east of Wash- 
ington Square with wood blocks, in continuation of the 
existing wood block paving from Harvard Square to Park 
Street. The spaces in the railroad track and between were 
paved with wood block in 1916. This met the approval of 
the Committee of Thirty, but the Town Meeting thought a 
cheaper form of paving would answer, and reduced the appro- 
priation to $30,000.00. It was decided to use Bitulithic on a 
concrete base, and after advertising, the contract, which 
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included recutting and resetting edgestones, laying two 
rows of wood blocks along the railroad tracks, etc., was 
awarded to Warren Bros. Company. The whole work was 
done under the direction and inspection of the Town Engineer 
and cost $27,162.63. 


Sidewalks 


The appropriation for sidewalks was $35,000. It was 
expended for the following:

The plank walks were in very bad condition last spring, 
and a comprehensive survey of their condition was made. A 
fairly successful effort was made to eliminate the more dan- 
gerous places, but with about twenty miles of these walks 
it is inevitable that bad places will develop, and accidents 
follow. 

The condition of many of the older coal-tar concrete walks 
is also the cause of accident, as so many are damaged by the 
upheaval of frost, and the roots of trees. Repairs of these 
two classes of walks will require a continuation of the already 
high expenditure.

in the hurry of other matters, this important one should be 
overlooked. 

A bad fire occurred in the incinerator on May 1. While the 
carts were being unloaded, flames burst forth from some 
unknown source and almost instantly the entire mass of 
combustible matter, chiefly paper, was on fire. The Fire 
Department responded quickly, and the flames were confined 
to the third floor where the fire originated. One paper cart 
was destroyed. Beyond the discoloration of the walls, no 
damage to the building resulted except to the doors, window 
sashes and glass. 

The furnace will need relining after nearly five years. The 
Town Engineer has received a proposal to do this work in a 
thorough manner with ‘“Philbrico’’ and an appropriation of 
$400.00 is needed to pay for it. 

The conveyor belt, used for sorting the material, is badly 
worn and new parts should be installed. An appropriation of* 
$350.00 is needed for this work. 

The contract with D. DeStefano for sorting and disposing 
of the combustible waste expires June 24, 1923. He 
has complained for two years past that the electric press 
installed in 1918, and which has had severe usage since, is too 
small and if the contract is awarded to him again, he will 
probably specify that a larger press must be provided. I 
assume that this will be equally true with any other bidder. 
The cost of a No. 60 Economy Baler, which Mr. DeStefano 
considers absolutely necessary for the efficient operation of 
the plant will be $1,700.00 and this appropriation should be 
made.

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REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1923. 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen:—The following is the report of the services of 
this department for the year ending December 31, 1922. 


The work shows a decided increase over former years as a 
comparison with previous reports will show. There has been a 
pronounced increase in the number of stores erected and 
occupied, many of which have had several tenants during the 
year, thus necessitating extra testings and examinations. 
The importance of the proper enforcement of the weights and 
measures laws and the fact that the work is under the direction 
of the State Director of Standards, with inspectors regularly 
checking it up, makes it impossible to curtail, and in order 
to complete the work within the appropriation, it was neces- 
sary to practise the utmost economy during the latter part of 
the year. It will, therefore, be necessary to have additional 
transportation facilities for the store sealing in the summer, 
as well as a slight increase in several subdivisions of the 
appropriation for the coming year. There have been fifty-six 
additional gasoline and oil pumps installed during the year. 
A ruling of the State Director of Standards eliminated the use 
of the one-stop pumps, thus making it necessary to make 
five different determinations instead of one. As this type of 
measuring device requires repeated adjusting and resealing 
the increase of work on pumps alone, has been more than one 
hundred per cent. There were three hundred fifty more 
test weighings made, three hundred seventy-five additional 
scales, weights, and measures sealed, and an increase in statu- 
tory fees of 17%. This substantial increase undoubtedly 
afforded a larger measure of protection to the public.

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Inspections 


Of the 639 packages examined for illegal labeling, 48 differ- 
ent commodities were found upon which the net weight 
was not specified as required by law, and appropriate action 
was taken. Of these 32 were local and home produced com- 
modities while the remaining 16 were interstate shipments. 
It is interesting to note that few of these improperly labeled 
packages were short in weight or measure, thus indicating a 
more wholesome respect for the law and added protection to 
the consumer. The inspection of ice, pedlers’, junk and 
milk wagons was for the purpose of seeing that scales were 
accurate, of the suitable type for the commodities sold, and 
properly graduated; that milk, ice cream, vegetables, fruits, 
berries, and oils were packaged in legal containers, adequately 
filled; and that the sales of various other commodities were in 
compliance with the law. There were 26 violations detected 
among vehicle distributors other than pedlers, some of which 
included the entire stock. Where a warning was not suffi- 
cient to insure satisfactory correction, prosecutions were 
made, resulting in four convictions. The above work is 
largely of a corrective and educational nature and must be 
constant to insure results. 


Re-Weighings 


The frequent checking up of weighed-out packages has 
tended to eliminate certain careless customs of trade and 
insure the adherence to legal tolerances upon those com- 
modities which are subject to shrinkage from the evaporation 
of moisture. This work has also been responsible for the 
detecting and correcting of many inaccurate weighing and 
measuring devices, as well as stimulating storekeepers and 
clerks to practise greater care in using the more sensitive 
types of scales. Altho no hesitancy has been shown in prose- 
cuting for evident fraud, many conditions were found, due to 
ignorance of the laws and faulty equipment or methods, that 
called for discretionary action. As the town grows com- 
mercially, it is evident, in order to insure the maximum pro- 
tection, that we must either make more frequent prosecutions 
or spend more time in supervisory and educational work. 
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Coal 


On account of the shortage of coal for domestic purposes 
since early summer, more frequent examinations have been 
made, both of loose and bag coal in transit, but no shortage 
was found that would warrant prosecution, nor were any 
loads found not accompanied by properly sworn certificates 
of weight. If there was any suspicion of short weight, the 
load was reweighed at the nearest wagon scale. The town is 
fortunate in having most of the bag coal put up and sold 
by reliable local dealers, there being but two pedlers selling 
bag lots from house to house. These have been closely 
watched, with frequent verifications of weight. While 
no shortages have been found, one pedler has been warned 
that prosecution will be made for fraud unless a better quality 
is furnished. Your Sealer feels that when poor people are 
obliged to purchase their coal in 100 pound lots, at the rate 
of from $22 to $25 per ton, they should be accorded all the 
protection by this office that the laws afford, even though the 
violation might not come under the weights and measures 
laws. It is hoped that the Legislature will act favorably 
upon a proposed measure fixing a standard of quality for coal 


in small lots. 
Ice 


In connection with the sale of ice, this department has had 
the co-operation of one of the large ice companies’ inspectors, 
and frequent testings with the prompt discharge of dishonest 
drivers, together with the prosecutions, have afforded the 
maximum protection to consumers. 


Pedlers 


This class of dealers has been carefully watched in co- 
operation with the Police Department. There have been but 
a few instances where dishonesty was indicated. Where 
sufficient evidence was obtainable, prosecutions were made, 
resulting in three convictions. The policy of the Chief of 
Police in issuing permits to applicants of good standing only 
and of the State Director of Standards in refusing licenses to, 
or cancelling those held by dishonest pedlers, has been of 
great assistance in obtaining results from this class of dis- 
tributors. 
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Miscellaneous 


The services required of a Measurer of Wood and Bark and an 
Inspector of Petroleum have been rendered with such adjust- 
ments made and certificates issued as the individual deter- 
minations called for. Several matters adjusted involved 
considerable sums of money, saving citizens the inconvenience 
and expense of legal proceedings. The gauging applied 
mostly to ice cream and candy cartons; berry, fruit, and 
vegetable baskets; market boxes, fruit, and vegetable barrels, 
and were for the purpose of ascertaining if they were of legal 
capacity for the commodity to be sold therein, and to enable 
the manufacturers of containers to have their products meet 
the several legal requirements. 


Prosecutions 


Of the eight complaints brought before the Court one of 
the defendants defaulted, leaving the state. Two had 
their cases placed on file after it was found that they were 
but acting as agents in the delivery of a short weight com- 
modity, while the remaining five were convicted and fined. 
In the case of one of the latter, it was a second offence for 
giving short weight ice and the defendant was also discharged 
from the service of the company. 


Legislative 


There were but two measures enacted affecting the work 
of sealers. One decreases the number of loaves of bread to - 
be weighed in determining legal weights and provides a penalty 
of $100. for failure of a baker to give information as to the 
weight of bread or to furnish samples of wrappers to be used 
upon loaves not of standard weight. The other amends 
the general laws repealing all legal weights per bushel and 
requiring that all fruits, vegetables, nuts and grain (except 
those sold in the original standard container with the net 
contents marked thereon, and certain vegetables, customarily 
sold by the bunch) be sold at retail upon the basis of avoirdu- 
pois weight or numerical count. This also clarifies the con- 
fusion due to the Act of 1921, establishing the “‘standard box 
for farm produce.’’ There were also some changes made by 
the Director of Standards in the tolerance of bread, ‘under 
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authority of Section 9, Chapter 94, of the General Laws. 
These afford additional protection to consumers.

As no contracts were available for anthracite coal or yard 

* screenings, owing to the miners’ strike the analyses under these 
headings for the calendar year, therefore, represent only 
deliveries under last year’s contract which expired on April 1. 
Both these supplies were from a local dealer and the quality 
was well above the standard specified in the contract. The 
mechanical analyses of the broken coal show that the fixed 
carbon was relatively high for the low ash, with a consistent 
distribution of component substances and an even combustion 
under varying temperatures. Early in March the heads of 
departments using coal were notified of your action in arrang- 
ing for a continuation of deliveries at the then contract 
‘price and your recommendation that all available storage 
bins be filled in anticipation of the strike. As the Fire and 
School Departments decided not to purchase at that time, it 
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later became necessary to purchase odd lots wherever possible 
and to substitute large quantities of bituminous coal from the 
contracted supply of other departments. As the season 
advanced it was found impossible to obtain sufficient hard 
coal for the winter, consequently, a recent report was made 
showing the additional amount of bituminous coal required, 
upon which matter action has already been taken. 


The bituminous coal furnished under the contract which 
expired April 1, was of exceptionably good quality as the 
substantial premiums indicate. Under the present contract . 
with a different dealer, the first 1200 tons furnished were 
mostly of inferior quality owing to the fact that mining and 
transporting difficulties, due to the strike, made it impossible 
for him to obtain sufficient high grade coal from his usual 
source of supply to meet our needs. Arrangements were 
finally made whereby the delivery of Davenport, a superior 
quality coal, was assured for the rest of the contract. The 
average analysis of the coal thus far delivered by this con- 
tractor is somewhat misleading because of the fact that 
each sample represents four carloads, some of which were 
Davenport coal. It seemed unnecessary to make a mechani- 
cal analysis, for, with the exception of the Davenport coal 
received, the deliveries were from various sources. Attention 
has also been given various other phases in connection with 
the town’s supply of coal and such services rendered as 
arising contingencies made necessary. In conjunction with 
the business agent of the School Department, contracts for 
unloading and hauling the year’s supply to schools using soft 
coal and the Pumping Station, Newton Street, were awarded 
through competitive bids to the Brookline Coal Company at 
$.85 and $1.20 per net ton respectively, while another contract 
was made with the same concern for screening and delivering 
to the School and Fire Departments, at $1.50 per net ton, 
such carloads of anthracite coal as could be purchased. Atten- 
tion is called to the need for providing greater storage facilities 
for bituminous coal in order to meet contingencies caused 
by labor strikes and transportation difficulties. None of 
the departments using soft coal can store more than two 
months’ supply, while the heating and lighting plant, on 
Tappan Street, has inside storage for only one carload. Coal 
has to be piled up against the Bath House in an unsightly 
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manner to insure even a two weeks’ supply. While the 
substitution of oil for fuel at this plant would partially solve 
the problem, if coal is to be used at all, the space between 
the two buildings should be excavated and capped over, thus 
providing storage bins for a three months’ supply. If such 
provisions could be made at four of the school buildings, the 
inconvenience and worry too frequently experienced the last 
several years would be eliminated. As an illustration, during 
December so little coal arrived that it was necessary to haul 
coal from one building to another, and if the contractor had 
not come to our rescue by obtaining job coal from New York, 
it would have been necessary to close some of the schools. 
From December 30 to the present writing, January 6, twenty- 
eight cars consigned to the town have left the mines, twelve 
having arrived, with conditions for handling coal greatly 
hampered by a heavy fall of snow. This coal should have 
come at the rate of three cars per week, as ordered. 

In conclusion, with the expansion in work it would have been ' 
impossible to have brought it to completion, had it not been 
for the efficient services of Deputy William F. Coughlin, 
who has charge of the detail work in connection with Weights 
_and Measures.

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REPORT

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Gymnasium and Bath Committee hereby present to 
your Honorable Board their annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1922. 

In consideration of the fact that the department has had to 
close down several times during the year to make necessary 
changes in the heating and lighting system because of the 
building of the new High School addition, the report gives a 
very creditable showing for the year. 

That the privileges of the gymnasium and bathhouse are 
being used by an increasing number of residents each year 
is shown by a comparison of the attendance at the bathhouse 
in 1912 when the total was 71,652. There were 56,382 
admissions to the pool and 15,270 showers taken. The past 
year the attendance was 106,049, there being 78,330 admissions 
and 27,719 showers. 

The department needs an open air swimming pool to care 
for the large attendance in the summer months. The building 
of a suitable pool at a reasonable cost can be accomplished by 
using the land between the gymnasium and the bathhouse. 
By building on this site the dressing rooms and lockers of the 
gymnasium building could be utilized.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

Gentlemen:—The Board of Playground Commissioners 
beg to submit their eleventh annual report. 

The activities which the Board has conducted have been 
well received by the residents of the town. The need of 
some improvements on our playgrounds is very apparent. 
Inasmuch as this Commission has made recommendations 
for six years, and little or no action has been taken by the 
Park Commissioners, whom, by a town by-law, have the 
care of the playgrounds, some method should be devised 
whereby this Board can go before the town and ask for appro- 
priations for these improvements which are necessary, in order 
to accomplish the most satisfactory results during the outdoor 
season. | 

The success of the Winthrop School as a Civic Center has 
given this Board encouragement to open another center in the 
Boylston School which has been turned over to this depart- 
ment by the School Committee. This Board feels that the 
training of the children and young people outside of school 
and business hours is an important element in the welfare 
of the town. 

The Commission recommends the following appropriations 
for the year nineteen hundred twenty-three:

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REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 
BOR CAE YEARSENDING: DEG. 31,1922 


January 1, 1923. 


To the Board of Playground Commissioners: 


Gentlemen:—As a basis for a correct understanding of the 
size and nature of the leisure time problem of any city it is 
necessary to know the population and how it is divided as to 
locality. It is particularly desirable to know where the 
population is conjested, and where the lack of facilities 
deprives the residents of needed play and recreation. It 
is also desirable to know where freer conditions exist. It is 
necessary to divide the city into neighborhoods, and to know 
what percentage of the population lives in each neighborhood. 

A study of Brookline reveals that the thickly settled part of 
our town in which live the larger percentage of children lies 
between Longwood Avenue, Harvard, School, Cypress, 
Boylston and Hammond Streets and the town lines. Our 
town is well supplied with playgrounds to care for all sections 
with the exception of the neighborhood in and about Brook 
Street near Aspinwall Avenue, where a playground for small 
children is needed. 

Brookline needs the development of the facilities it has in 
order to bring them up to modern ideas in playground use. 
It is clearly defined that the tendency of the average child is 
to play in the street, and a study of this play of the street 
reveals some startling information. Only about forty per cent 
of the children who use the street actually play. Thirty 
per cent of these children who are supposed to be playing are 
merely fooling, while the other seventy per cent hang around. 
It is during this time of idleness that influences are at work 
which are counteracting the effects of school training. 

We are therefore face to face with the fact that in these 
times of unsettled conditions, and the rapidly growing number 
of automobiles, it is the duty of the town to make our play- 
grounds so attractive that our children will not want to play 
on the streets. To accomplish this result means that the 
grounds must be equipped with modern apparatus and the 
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needs of the children supplant all other plans in improving the 
grounds. , 

The past year has been one of the best in the history of 
this department. The outdoor season opened May 1 and 
closed September 5. It was thought wise this year to conduct 
a four months’ intensive season of activities rather than to 
keep some of the grounds open later in the fall. Although the 
results obtained justified this plan of intensive activity during 
July and August, the need of having some of the grounds 
open during the fall was demonstrated this year on account 
of fine weather, and I recommend that the grounds be kept 
open until November 1. 

The usual leagues and competitive games and athletics 
were conducted this year and proved very helpful in keeping 
up the interest and attendance. The girls’ activities were 
given a very prominent place in the plans of the department. 
The success of basketry, arts and crafts and hand work of the 
year before was more than duplicated this year. It proved 
the wisdom of increasing this part of the girls’ activities 
and gave the children some useful knowledge. The children 
were anxious to make something which might show visible 
results of season’s labor. The exhibition given in the Town 
Hall on August 24 reflected great credit on themselves, their 
supervisor and instructors. 

One of the new features this year was a course in Baby 
Hygiene given under the direction of Miss Gertrude Kent. 
There were 130 girls out of 200 pupils from 10 to 14 years of 
age, who after faithful study were able to pass the examination 
and received diplomas at their demonstration on August 29. 
In this course the children were taught how to care for the 
child from birth to six months of age. 

The individual grounds had their picnics and a large number 
enjoyed the opportunity of going to some nearby spot for a 
day’s outing. 

The closing event was the Harvest Pageant in which groups 
from each ground participated. The children enjoy this 
opportunity of demonstrating to their parents the training 
in dancing they receive during the summer. 

The girls’ leagues consisted of fist ball, baseball and captain 
ball, while there was interground competition in croquet and 
checkers. 
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The boys’ athletic leagues inaugurated this year proved to 
be very popular. The plan of having the boys from one 
ground meet the boys from each other ground for dual athletic 
meets appealed very strongly to them. Records were kept 
and prizes given for the best score at the end of the season. 
The baseball league consisted of three sections: Midget boys 
under 13 years, Junior boys under 15 years and Senior boys 
over 15 years. 

The twilight league of six teams was conducted in the early 
summer and was composed of young men who were employed 
during the day. The games were played in the early evening 
and were enjoyed by a large number of spectators.

Recommendations 


1. The need of enclosing the girls’ section of the Brookline 
Avenue ground is still with us. Until the fence is erected 
efficient work on this ground cannot be carried on. 

2. That the outdoor season be extended from May 1 to 
November 1. 

3. A wading pool in the Lowell Playground is needed and 
should be built this season. 

4. The Heath School ground should be so laid out that a 
baseball diamond will be available. 

5. The need of seats on our grounds so that visiting mothers 
will not be forced to sit on the ground is much in demand. 

6. Some tennis courts should be laid out on the Lowell 
Playground affording the people in that section opportunity 
for this sport. 

7. The heating apparatus in the Winthrop and Boylston 
Schools should be replaced with new furnaces. In their 
present condition they are a fire hazard and are so old and 
dilapitated it is impossible to properly heat the buildings. 

Our indoor activities are growing very rapidly each year 
and the residents are availing themselves of the opportunities 
we are providing for them. The absence of the young people 
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from the streets in the evenings in the neighborhoods in which 
we have centers, has demonstrated the value of these indoor 
activities. | 

The afternoon activities are for the children and consist of 
games, handwork, dancing, piano instruction, sewing, knitting, 
embroidery and dressmaking for the girls; boxing, games, 
carpentry and shoe repairing for the boys. The evening 
activities are for the employed boys and girls and for adults. 
Here, in conjunction with the School Department, ‘instruction 
is given in millinery, dressmaking, embroidery, lamp shades, 
basketry, dancing, mandolin, ukelele, glee clubs and Home 
Nursing for the women, and carpentry, wireless, shoe 
repairing, boxing and games for the older boys and men.

At this center the girls were able to accomplish some very 
definite results. Here, under the direction of Miss Cozzens, 
the supervisor, the following material was made into dresses: 
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rompers, aprons, shirts, pillow slips, bibs, towels, table sets, 
sweaters, scarfs and socks: 300 yards gingham; 100 yards 
sheeting; 90 yards crash, 65 yards serge; 120 towels and 120 
balls of yarn. This particular training has been of great help 
to the girls and an economic gain to their families. The 
material was supplied at cost to the members of the classes. 

During the season community dances, sings, operettas, 
plays and festivals have been held by the members of this center. 

Through the co-operation of the School Department 
in allowing us to use the Lincoln Primary School as a 
community center, the department was able to conduct 
activities in a section of the town which has need for some 
wholesome recreation. This building is admirably situated 
to meet these needs and the large enrolment at the opening 
insures its success. Here the whole family can find something 
to interest them in their leisure time. The usual plan of the 
department in providing activities only where there is a 
demand for them is being followed at this center.

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REPORT 


The Planning Board respectfully submits to the town its 
ninth annual report for the year ending December 31, 1922. 


Zoning By-law 


“ The most important result of the efforts of the Board during 

the past year has been the establishment of a Zoning By-law. 
This By-law was under consideration by the Board since 
1920, when the enabling act was passed by the legislature, 
Chapter 601 of the Acts of 1920, now General Laws, Chapter 
40, Sections 25 et. seg. Every lot of land in the town was 
considered before the By-law was submitted to the town for 
acceptance. Hearings were given by the Board and the 
Board was represented at several hearings called by the 
members of various precincts. 


The law was conservatively drawn and was passed at a 
Special Town Meeting called for the purpose May 23, 1922, 
after very slight objection; was approved by the Attorney 
General (omitting the minimum penalty, under Section 3 of 
Article 4) and became a law on June 24, 1922, the date of the 
third publication in the Brookline Chronicle. 


Up to the present time the Planning Board has not been 
requested to cénsider any amendments to this By-law. 


Five other municipalities in the Commonwealth have 
adopted Zoning Ordinances; Brockton, Springfield, Winthrop 
Milton and Newton. 


Coolidge Corner 


Coolidge Corner is fast becoming one of the most impor- 
tant business sections in greater Boston. The traffic condi- 
tions at this corner are at the present time very unsatisfactory 
and dangerous. A number of alternative studies have been 
prepared in collaboration with the Town Engineer for improv- 
ing conditions at Coolidge Corner. Reproductions of five 
of these studies are appended to this report. 
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Four of these have previously been submitted to the Select- 
men with the suggestion that the Selectmen enter into nego- 
tiations with the Boston Elevated Railway Company or 
authorize the Planning Board to do so, with a view to arriv- 
ing at a definite plan and taking steps toward its execution. 


The Board renews its recommendation that the Selectmen 
initiate negotiations with the Boston Elevated Railway 
Company that a definite plan be adopted promptly and steps 
be taken at least for securing any necessary lands or rights 
in land before the situation is further complicated by addi- 
tional building operations. 


Presumably a subway for the Beacon Street line, entering 
somewhere in the vicinity of St. Paul Street and emerging 
near Summit Avenue, thus removing all tracks and structures 
from Beacon Street, affording storage space for the Street 
Railway cars and a waiting station underground, would be the 
most perfect solution of this problem. But, especially in 
view of the financial condition of the Street Railway Company 
at the present time, an outlay sufficient to cover this form 
of improvement would probably not be justified. 


It would be a great advantage to bring all the street cars 
through a single transfer station, to avoid the necessity of 
transferring passengers across the vehicular traffic of both 
streets and the loading and unloading of passengers in the 
roadway of Harvard Street and this is provided in all of the 
studies submitted. 


All the schemes submitted contemplate two important 
features: 


1. That from Pleasant Street to near Winchester Street, 
the Beacon Street roadways be made of substantially equal 
(and ample) width, each being confined to one-way traffic. 


2. That all the street cars be carried through a single 
“island-platform”’ transfer station so as to avoid the move- 
ment of passengers back and forth across the vehicular traffic 
of the street intersection and avoid the obstruction of Harvard 
Street by the loading and unloading of cars. 


Scheme No. 1 contemplates diverting the cars of the Allston- 
Dudley Street line, leaving Harvard Street at Longwood 
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Avenue, through private land to Beacon Street, near Pleasant 
Street, and connecting with the Beacon Street tracks; follow- 
ing the Beacon Street tracks to Harvard Street; thence 
joining the present Harvard Street tracks to the north. 
Transfer island to be approximately its present location, 
although greatly enlarged. 


Scheme No. 2 contemplates diverting the Allston-Dudley 
Street cars through Longwood Avenue to Sewall Avenue, 
through Sewall Avenue to a point about half-way between 
Charles Street and Longwood Avenue; thence through a new 
location to Beacon Street, connecting with the Beacon Street 
tracks opposite Pleasant Street; thence following the Beacon 
Street tracks to Harvard Street. Transfer island being located 
in the same position as scheme No. 1. Longwood Avenue and 
Sewall Avenue would be widened, in order to provide for 
double tracks. 


In Scheme No. 3 the east-bound cars would follow the same 
route as in Scheme No. 2, but the west-bound cars would 
follow Sewall Avenue, from its junction with Harvard Street, 
joining the east-bound tracks at Longwood Avenue. ‘Transfer 
island to be in the same location as first two schemes. 


Scheme No. 4 contemplates widening Webster Street 
to the same width as Harvard Street and diverting the Allston- 
Dudley Street cars through this street to Beacon Street. 
The transfer island to be located in the center of Beacon 
Street, between a point opposite Webster Street and Harvard 
Street. 


Scheme No. 5 would require no taking of private property 
for the immediate purposes of this improvement and would 
leave the transfer station substantially as in schemes Nos. 1, 
2 and 3. It would involve re-routing the car lines as follows: 
One line would run between the Subway and Allston, one 
between the Subway and Reservoir, and one between the 
Subway and Brookline Village-Dudley Street, all through 
the Coolidge Corner transfer station. Cross town passengers 
using the Allston-Coolidge Corner-Brookline Village-Dudley 
Street route would have to transfer at Coolidge Corner, which 
they now avoid, while passengers between points on that 
route and points in the Coolidge Corner-Subway route would 
avoid the transfer which they now have to make. The 
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total numbers of these two groups of passengers do not 
appear to be widely different. 


Metropolitan Planning Board 


A bill has been introduced into the legislature by the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce providing for a Metropolitan Planning 
Board to study problems of traffic and transportation in the 
Metropolitan District. Such a Board would undoubtedly be 
of great service, devising ways in which the traffic can be 
improved: and co-ordinated, and in conferring with local 
planning boards in such matters as are not of distinctly local 
character. 


The Brookline Planning Board has from time to time given 
considerable study to the question of Metropolitan thorough- 
fares that effect the Town of Brookline. No definite recom- 
mendations have been made but the Board has prepared a 
diagrammatic plan showing certain tentative routes for future 
thoroughfares. This problem is not a local one but one which 
Boston and the towns and cities to the north, west and south 
of Brookline are concerned, and it is only through an agency 
such as the proposed Metropolitan Planning Board that such 
thoroughfares can be efficiently planned and brought into 
existence. 


The Board realizes the objection to a multiplicity of public 
boards and commissions and is of the opinion that the Metro- 
politan Planning Board should be attached to or be a sub- 
division of the Metropolitan District Commission and should 
be closely associated with the Transit Commission as by the 
representation of that Commission in its membership. 


Dangerous Corners 


In the first report of this Board in 1914 mention was made 
of dangerous obscure street corners which are rendered serious 
by the relatively high speed of present day traffic, and a list 
of such corners was given in our report of 1915, page 5. 


One corner at the junction of Greenough and Washington 
streets has been widened by the Board of Selectmen on specific 
recommendation of this Board and affords a much needed 
improvement at comparatively small cost. The Board 
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recommends that even though the construction work of 
- rounding these corners be postponed a building line should 
promptly be established at many other corners to prevent the 
erection of buildings which would render the corners seriously 
dangerous. 


Miscellaneous 


Claflin Path has been laid out and constructed in accordance 
with recommendations from this Board. 


The extension of the Street Railway on Brookline Avenue 
to connect with the subway at the junction of Beacon Street 
and Commonwealth Avenue which was recommended in the 
Planning Board report of 1916, page 4, has never been con- 
summated. 


The bridge on Brookline Avenue over the railroad location 
has been reconstructed and car tracks laid on this bridge. 
The Street Railway Company also has a location for car 
tracks on this portion of Brookline Avenue. The company 
now, however, has a plan for an extension of this line on 
Audubon Road to Beacon Street and have applied to the city 
of Boston for a track location on Audubon Road. While 
this connection over Audubon Road to Beacon Street would 
be an improvement it would not improve the service for 
the passengers using the Chestnut Hill car line to such an 
extent as would a direct connection with the subway over 
Brookline Avenue. 


During the past year the Board has taken no action on the 
question of improvements at the entrance to the Town at 
Brookline Avenue and Washington Street. An appropriation 
of $1,500 was made for this purpose in 1917 and there is a 
balance of $1,350 remaining in this appropriation, because 
after a limited investigation it became apparent that with 
real estate conditions and costs of building as they then were, 
a reasonably economical and satisfactory solution was imprac- 
ticable. This appropriation has not been closed as the 
Board realizes this is a very much needed improvement, and 
has some hope that changing conditions may open a more 
favorable opportunity for working out and presenting a 
practicable solution. 
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There was no legislation passed in 1922 directly effecting 


Planning Boards.

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The Board of Health wishes to express its sense of the 
great loss to the town incurred by the death of Dr. Robert W. 
Hastings in the fall of 1922. He held the position of Medical 
Director of the Contagious Hospital. His work there was 
thorough and effective, and he gave to the town the best that 
was his... His faithful service and high-minded loyalty will 
always be remembered. 


Again we impress upon the citizens of the town the impor- 
tance of reading the reports of the work done in the different 
departments under the Board of Health and especially the 
report of the Health Officer. So much can be done in the 
way of preventing disease that it is important that every one 
be educated in the modern methods based on recent discov- 
eries. A few of these methods may be mentioned as follows: 
prompt investigation of specimens in suspected cases of 
diphtheria for the early application of antitoxin; care of colds, 
especially when accompanied with temperature, and care not, 
to infect others; the Schick test for diphtheria; proper vaccina- 
tion and careful diagnosis for tuberculosis. 


The mortality rate in 1922 was 12.58 as compared with 11.56 
for 1921, 10.80 in 1920, 11.99 in 1919, 15.02 in 1918, and 
12.45 in 1917. The increase in mortality rate seems to be 
due to an increased number of deaths from diseases of the 
arteries and diseases of the heart. For the first time in 
ten years there were deaths from typhoid fever, and there were 
also five deaths from diphtheria occurring during the out- 
break in November. An appropriation of $1,000 is recom- 
mended this year for further development of the Schick test. 


We call attention to the report of the work done at the 
Food Center, but as the Board is of the opinion that the 
work of the Food Center can be developed no further at 
present, it recommends that it be closed on April 1. It had 
been hoped that instructive methods in malnutrition could be 
taught in the public schools through the agency of the Food 
Center, but as the School Committee have other plans for this 
work, development along that line is impossible. In closing 
this important piece of work begun during the War and used 
then with great effect, we wish to convey to those who have 
guided its efforts our sincere appreciation of their devoted 
services. . 
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We are including in the appropriation an item of $500 for 
medical inspection in the Parochial School. 

One of the most important pieces of work carried on by the 
Board of Health is that done by the health nurses, Mrs. 
Jarvis and her two assistants. Surely the thorough investi-. 
gation of tuberculosis cases and of causes of absence from 
school must result in materially raising the standard of 
health of the town.

TOWN OF BROOKLINE 


HEALTH REGULATIONS 
1922 


The Board of Health of the town of Brookline, in the County of Nor- 
folk, by virtue of the provisions of chapter 41 of the General Laws and 
amendments thereto, and any other power it thereto enabling, doth hereby 
ordain and enact the following regulations: 


Article I. Communicable Diseases 


Section 1. SCARLET FEVER. a. All persons ill with SCARLET 
FEVER shall be isolated for a period of at least five weeks and until all 
abnormal discharges from ear, nose, or lesions of the skin shall have ceased. 


b. No child who has been ill with SCARLET FEVER shall return to 
school within one week of being released from quarantine and not until 
a certificate from the attending physician, the Board of Health, or its agent 
has been presented, stating that all danger of conveying the disease by 
such child is passed. 


c. No well child from a household in which there is or has been a case 
of SCARLET FEVER shall attend school until the patient is released 
from quarantine or until a week has elapsed after the removal of the patient, 
and then only on presentation of a certificate as above. 


d. No child who has been exposed to SCARLET FEVER shall attend 
school for a week following said exposure unless he has already had the 
disease. 


é. Nochild from any house where there is a case of SCARLET FEVER 
shall be allowed to mingle with persons from any other house until after 
the removal, recovery, or death of the patient and the disinfection of the 
premises. 


Sec. 2. DIPHTHERIA. a. All persons ill with DIPHTHERIA 
shall be isolated until two successive negative cultures from both nose and 
throat have been obtained. 


b. No child who has been ill with DIPHTHERIA shall return to 
school within one week of being released from quarantine and not until a 
certificate from the attending physician, the Board of Health, or its agent 
has been presented. 


c. No well child from a household in which there is or has been a case 
of DIPHTHERIA shall attend school until the patient is released from 
quarantine or until a week has elapsed after the removal of the patient, 
but not until one negative culture from both nose and throat has been 
obtained, such culture having been made at least three days after the last 
exposure to the patient. 
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Sec. 3. Every house or apartment infected with ANTERIOR POLIO- 
MYELITIS (INFANTILE PARALYSIS), CEREBRO-SPINAL MEN- 
INGITIS, MEASLES, TYPHOID FEVER, WHOOPING COUGH, 
DIPHTHERIA, SCARLET FEVER, or SMALLPOX shall have affixed 
on or near the front and rear doors a card, furnished by the Board of 
Health, stating the disease to be avoided, and any unauthorized person 
removing such a card shall be liable to a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars. 


Sec. 4. a. No child ill with TUBERCULOSIS, who is a menace to 
the health of others, shall be allowed to continue in school. 


b. Whenever a person with TUBERCULOSIS moves out of a house 
or an apartment, the attending physician, if there be one, or the active 
head of the family shall so notify the Board of Health within twenty-four 
hours, and both of the above-mentioned persons shall be held legally 
responsible for violation of this order. 


c. No person having TUBERCULOSIS in a communicable form shall 
be allowed to handle food or utensils used in the preparation or service of 
food, except such food or utensils as are for his or her exclusive use. 


d. No person having TUBERCULOSIS in a communicable form 
_ shall be allowed to live in the same household with a child under sixteen } 
years of age, unless in the opinion of the Board of Health such precautions 
are being taken as shall remove all danger of infection to such child. 


Sec. 5. No Child who has CHICKEN-POX shall be allowed to attend 
school until a period of two weeks has elapsed from the first appearance of 
the eruption and all scabs have disappeared. 


Sec. 6. WHOOPING COUGH. No child with WHOOPING COUGH 
shall be allowed to attend school until the paroxysmal cough, characteristic 
of the disease, has ceased, and not within six weeks of the beginning of the 
cough. 


No well child from a household in which there is a case of WHOOPING 
COUGH shall be allowed to attend school until two weeks have expired 
from the date of the last exposure to the disease, unless he has already 
had the disease. 


No child with WHOOPING COUGH shall go outside of his or her 
home unless such child is wearing on the sleeve of the outergarment a 
yellow band at least two inches wide with the words ‘“WHOOPING 
COUGH” distinctly marked thereon. Parents or other persons having 
direct control of such child shall also be responsible for a proper compliance 
with this regulation. (Bands may be procured at the office of the Board 
of Health.) 


Sec. 7. No child who has MEASLES and no child who has not had the 
disease in a household in which there is a case of MEASLES shall be 
allowed to attend school within two weeks from the appearance of the 
rash in the last case in such household. 
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Sec. 8. No child who has GERMAN MEASLES shall be allowed to 
attend school until a period of one week has elapsed from the first appear- 
ance of the eruption. 

Sec. 9. No child shall be allowed to attend school from any household 
in which there is or has been a case of CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS 
or of INFANTILE PARALYSIS until a certificate has been presented 
from the Board of Health or its agent. 

Sec. 10. No child who has MUMPS shall be allowed to attend school 
until one week has elapsed after the disappearance of all swelling and not 
within two weeks from the beginning of the disease. 

Sec. 11. No child who has been ill with INFLUENZA shall be allowed 
to attend school until the temperature of such child has been normal . 
for one week. 

Seceel2.. oP LCIAl SCHOOL PERMIT. The agent. of the. Board 
of Health may, if circumstances warrant, give to children excluded from 
school by the provisions of the above orders, a special permit to return to 
school as soon as he considers it safe for them to do so. 


Article II. Disinfection After Communicable Diseases 


Section 1. Upon the removal, death, or recovery of a person who has 
been ill with CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS, DIPHTHERIA, IN- 
PAN EIER PARALYSIS, “SCARLET, FEVER, SMALLPOX, -<LUBER- 
CULOSIS, and TYPHOID FEVER, such articles and such rooms as, in 
the opinion of the Board of Health, have been subject to infection shall be 
disinfected in such manner as the Board of Health shall direct. 

Sec. 2. Articles which have been exposed to infection or those which 
have been in contact with a patient within ten days prior to the diagnosis 
of any of the above-named diseases, shall not be sent to any laundry or 
other workshop unless they have been first disinfected by the Board of 
Health. 

Sec. 3. Refuse from the sick-room of a person having any of the above- 
named diseases shall not be put into any waste receptacle without being 
first disinfected. 

Sec. 4. All books which have been used by a patient having any of 
the above-named diseases, or otherwise exposed to infection, shall not be 
returned to any library, school, or circulating agency without first being 
disinfected by the Board of Health. 


Article III. Waste Material — Garbage 


Section 1. All waste material set out for removal by the town shall be 
kept in separate receptacles. 

Sec. 2. One or more of such receptacles shall be used exclusively for 
garbage or swill and shall be water-tight, have tight-fitting covers, and be 
kept clean and free from deposits of garbage. (An underground garbage 
receptacle is urgently recommended.) 
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Sec. 3. A second receptacle or receptacles, preferably made of iron, 
shall be used exclusively for ashes, tin cans, bottles, and other incombusti- 


ble waste. 


Sec. 4. A third separate set of receptacles shall be used exclusively for 
dry combustible waste, such as paper, old shoes, house-sweepings, and 
such other waste material as it is customary for the town to remove. 


Sec. 5. No person shall overhaul the contents of receptacles of waste 
material set upon the sidewalks to be removed by the town. 


Sec. 6. No person shall throw upon the sidewalk, or into,any public 
street or catch-basin, any paper, tin cans, house-sweepings, lawn-rakings, 
old shoes, orange peel, banana skin, dead animal, or other waste material. 


Article IV. Foodstuffs 


Section 1. Every person, firm, or corporation engaged in the sale or 
transportation of foodstuffs shall cause his wares or those under his charge 
to be properly protected by screens or otherwise against contamination by 
flies, street dust, or other contaminating agency. 


Sec. 2. No foodstuffs intended for sale shall be kept in any room used 
for living or sleeping purposes. 


Sec. 3. No person or corporation, individually or by his or its agents, 
servants, or employees, shall sell or offer for sale in the town of 
Brookline any re-frozen ice cream, or ice cream which contains any 
artificial coloring matter. 


Sec. 4. All glasses or other drinking utensils used at soda fountains, 
restaurants, or other refreshment stands shall be sterilized at least once 
each day, and shall be washed and rinsed in running water before each 
separate use thereof. 


Sec. 5. Premises, compartments, receptacles, utensils, or ice-chests 
used for the storage, manufacture, or sale of foodstuffs shall be kept cleansed 
in a manner satisfactory to, and shall be opened at all times for inspection 
by, the Board of Health. Premises used in the manufacture of foodstuffs, 
confectionery, or ice cream and premises wherein cooked foods, ice cream, 
or beverages are served shall be properly screened and shall be provided 
with a convenient and abundant supply of running hot water. Rooms or 
compartments used for the manufacture of foodstuffs, confectionery, or 
ice cream shall not contain a water closet or urinal, nor shall such rooms 
be used for the storage of articles not employed in their manufacture, and 
and no rooms or compartments shall be used for any of the purposes 
herein enumerated without a permit from the Board of Health. 


Article V. Milk 


Section 1. No person, firm, or corporation shall engage in the produc- 
tion, sale, or distribution of milk in the town of Brookline, except in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the General Laws and amendments thereto, 
and in compliance with the rules and regulations which are, or may hereafter 
be, adopted by the Board of Health of said town. 
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Sec. 2. All persons, firms, or corporations engaged in the sale, delivery, 
or distribution of milk in the town of Brookline shall furnish the Board of 
Health, upon blanks provided for the purpose, a list of the names and 
locations of the dairy farms from which the milk so distributed is obtained, 
and shall, before making any changes in their supply, notify the Board of 
Health of such intended changes. Any person neglecting to comply with 
this regulation or dispensing milk from any dairy whose milk has been 
excluded from the town shall have his license revoked. 


Sec. 3. All animals producing milk for sale, distribution, or use inthe 
town of Brookline shall at all times be kept in a clean condition; the 
animals shall not be bedded with sand or other unsanitary materials, and 
horse manure shall not be used in or about the cow run. The cows shall 
be milked with clean, dry hands, their teats wiped with a clean, damp cloth 
before milking, and they shall not be fed upon garbage or fermented brewery 
grains. 

Sec. 4. No milk shall be produced for sale, distribution, or use in the 
town of Brookline from any animal afflicted with tuberculosis or other 
disease, or from any animal which has not, within one year, been examined 
by a registered veterinary and certified to as being free from all diseases 
dangerous to the public health, or from any animal within fifteen days 
before or five days after parturition. 


Sec. 5. No milk shall be produced for sale, distribution, or use in the 
town of Brookline unless it has been strained, mixed, and cooled immediately 
after it has been drawn from the cow, in a room or compartment approved 
by the Board of Health. Said milk shall not be strained, mixed, or cooled 
in any room which is not provided with tight walls and floors of such 
construction as will allow easy and thorough cleaning, or which is not 
kept constantly clean, or which is occupied in any part by animals, or in 
any room which is used for domestic or sleeping purposes, or in any room 
or location which is exposed to flies, dust, or other contaminating agencies. 


Sec. 6. No person or corporation shall use any building as a stable for 
cows producing milk for sale, distribution, or use in the town of Brookline, 
unless such building is kept clean and is properly ventilated; has at least 
one square foot of unobstructed window glass properly distributed for 
each five hundred cubic feet of air space, and not less than one thousand 
cubic feet of air space for each animal; has a tight floor; good drainage, 
connecting wherever practicable with the public sewer, and a supply of 
pure water. Neither privy vaults, water closets, nor horses shall be allowed 
in any such building where cows are kept, unless separated by partitions 
satisfactory to the Board of Health. No swine shall be kept in cellars of 
such buildings, except by special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 7. All dealers, except licensed storekeepers, engaged in the sale 
and distribution of milk or cream in the town of Brookline shall provide a 
separate room, well lighted, ventilated, and properly screened, in such 
location as is approved by the Board of Health, in which the bottling, 
handling, and storing of milk is carried on. All such milk-rooms or plants 
shall be properly equipped for handling milk in a sanitary manner. Said 
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rooms or plants shall have a smooth, tight floor with sewer connections 
wherever possible; smooth, tight walls and ceilings; a tank supplying 
running hot and cold water; approved facilities and methods for washing 
and sterilizing milk bottles and all utensils; a bottle filler; and facilities 
for storing milk at a temperature below fifty degrees Fahrenheit. The 
entire room and all appliances shall at all times be kept clean and must 
not be used for other purposes. In no case shall milk or cream bottles be 
filled at any place other than in a properly equipped milk-room. Cover- 
ings used for milk in transit must be kept clean at all times and used for 
no other purposes. 


Sec. 8. No person, by himself, or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, firm, or corporation, shall in the town 
of Brookline sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or possession 
with intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, any milk, skimmed milk, or cream 
which contains more than 300,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, or any 
milk, skimmed milk, or cream which has a temperature higher than fifty 
degrees Fahrenheit. 


Sec. 9. Any person having any infectious disease, or recently having 
been in contact with any such person, shall not be allowed to milk cows 
or handle cans, measures, or other vessels used for milk intended for sale, 
distribution, or use in the town of Brookline, or in any way take part or 
assist in the sale of the same, until the Board of Health is satisfied that 
all danger of communicating such disease is passed. 


Sec. 10. No person, by himself, or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, firm, or corporation, shall in the 
town of Brookline sell, exchange, or deliver milk, skimmed milk, or cream 
produced upon premises where there is a case of contagious disease, with- 
out the written consent of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 11. Milk cans or jars of milk dealers shall not be left at any house 
in which there is a case of DIPHTHERIA, SCARLET FEVER, TY- 
PHOID FEVER, or SMALLPOX, but the milk shall be poured into 
receptacles furnished by the customers. 


Sec. 12. All utensils used in the handling and selling of milk shall be 
washed and sterilized with steam or boiling water each day before being 
used, and all milk vessels (bottles and cans) which are to be returned 
shall be cleansed as soon as emptied, by the person who pours out the milk. 


Sec. 13. All milk sold in the town of Brookline other than from wagons 
shall be delivered to the purchaser in original sealed jars or from a milk 
cooler which has been approved by the Board of Health. 


Sec. 14. All premises, compartments, conveyances, receptacles, or 
ice-chests used for the production, handling, transporting, or storing of 
milk or cream which is intended for sale, distribution, or use in the town 
of Brookline shall be kept cleansed in a manner satisfactory to, and shall 
be open at all times for inspection by, the Board of Health. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT 254; 


Article VI. Horses, Cows, Swine, Fowl, Stables, etc. 
Section 1. No person or corporation shall keep or allow to be kept 
upon any premises in his or its possession, within the limits of this town, 
swine, fowl, or more than one cow, without securing a permit from the 
Board of Health todo so. Such permit shall expire on the first day of May 
annually, unless sooner revoked. 


Sec. 2. No person or corporation shall use any building as a stable for 
horses or cattle, unless such building is properly ventilated, has at least 
one square foot of unobstructed window glass for each five hundred cubic 
feet of air space, and not less than one thousand cubic feet of air space for 
each animal, hasa tight floor and roof, good drainage, connecting wherever 
practicable with the public sewer, and a supply of pure water. 


Sec. 3. Manure shall not be allowed to accumulate in the neighborhood 
of barns, and no manure heaps shall be allowed within one hundred feet of 
any dwelling unless so covered or screened as not to prove offensive. Yards 
surrounding buildings where cows are kept must be well drained and free 
from standing water and filth. The barns shall be kept as clean as possible 
and the floor shall be sprinkled before being swept. 


Sec. 4. No swine shall be kept in cellars of cow stables, except by 
special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 5. No manure shall be kept in cellars of cow stables, except by 
special permit of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 6. All premises where animals or fowl are kept shall be open at 
all times to inspection by the Board of Health or its appointed officers. 


Sec. 7. Any person having reason to suspect the presence of glanders 
or farcy among horses, or any contagious disease among any domestic 
animals, shall immediately report that suspicion, together with the street 
and number of the premises at which the animal is kept to the Board of 
Health. (The more ordinary symptoms of glanders and farcy are: a 
discharge from the nostrils, enlargement and hardness of the glands under 
the lower jaw, or nodular treatment of the skin with or without ulceration.) 


Sec. 8. Barns, stables, or any of the contents thereof which in the 
opinion of the Board of Health have been subjected to infection or con- 
tagion from glanders, farcy, tuberculosis, or other animal disease shall be 
disinfected to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 9. The manure from stables on or within fifty feet of public ways. 
shall not be removed between the hours of sunrise and sunset, except 
by permission of the Board of Health. 


Sec. 10. Manure shall not be transported through streets unless properly 
covered. 


255 wae BROOKLINE TOWN REPORT 


Article VII. Vaults and Cesspools 


Section 1. No privy vault or cesspool shall hereafter be constructed in 
the town of Brookline without a permit therefor from the Board of Health. 
This shall not prohibit the construction of temporary privy vaults serving 
new buildings, but upon the installation of the necessary piping con- 
necting such buildings with the sewer, any such privy vault shall be abol- 
ished and a.tank-fed water closet substituted therefor. The owner, con- 
tractor, or agent shall cause the contents of every such privy vault to be 
covered with lime, fresh earth, or ashes, twice each day. All privy vaults, 
cesspools, and manure pits shall be fly-proof. | 

Sec. 2. No privy vault or cesspool shall hereafter be constructed or 
maintained on any lot or premises where a sewer is accessible. All privy 
vaults and cesspools shall be located as directed by the Sanitary Agent, 
and no cesspool shall hereafter be constructed within five feet of any party 
line or fence, within fifteen feet of the line of any street, or within twenty 
feet of the door or window of any building used for habitation, except 
by special permission of the Board of Health. No cover shall be placed 
upon or over any cesspool or privy vault until the same shall have been 
inspected by the Board of Health or its agents. The minimum interior 
dimensions permitted for cesspools hereafter constructed in this town 
shall be six feet deep and six feet in diameter. 


Sec. 3. No rain-water leader, soil waste or drain pipe shall discharge 
into or be connected with any privy vault, nor shall a privy vault, cesspool, 
or manure pit be directly or indirectly connected with any sewer. No 
drainage from any stable or other building shall discharge into a manure 
pit. Every manure pit shall be kept dry and shall be made water-tight. 

Sec. 4. No vault or cesspool shall be emptied by any other than the 
odorless process, nor by carts not of the Odorless Excavating Company, 
except permission be first obtained from the Board of Health. It is further 
ordered that neither night soil nor the contents of cesspools shall be dumped 
within the limits of the town. 


Article VIII. Burials 


Section 1. No public funeral shall be held over the remains of any 
person who has died of SMALLPOX, SCARLET FEVER, DIPHTHERIA, 
CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS, or INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
without the written permit of the Board of Health and under such regu- 
lations as may prevent the spread of any of said diseases. The remains 
of any person who has died from any of said diseases shall at once be placed 
in a tight or sealed coffin, and shall not thereafter be exposed to view or 
disturbed except for burial. 

Sec. 2. In the case of death where the deceased had not been attended 
by a practicing physician, the certificate of death shall be issued by the 
Medical Examiner. 

Sec. 3. No dead body of any person shall be carried to any cemetery, 
or from one place to another within the town, in any public vehicle other 
than a hearse or undertaker’s vehicle provided for that purpose. 
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Article IX. Miscellaneous 


Section 1. All BARBER SHOPS, together with all furniture, shall be 
kept in a clean and sanitary condition. Mugs, shaving brushes, razors, 
scissors, clipping machines, pincers, needles, and other steel instruments 
shall be sterilized, either by immersion in steam, boiling water, or in alcohol 
of at least sixty per cent strength, after each separate use. Combs shall 
be thoroughly cleaned with soapsuds and brush after each separate use. 
A separate clean towel shall be used for each person. Alum or other 
material used to stop the flow of blood shall be applied only ona towel or other 
clean cloth. The use of powder puffs and of sponges is prohibited, except 
that a sponge owned by a customer may be used on him. Every barber 
shop shall be kept well ventilated and provided with running hot and 
cold water. No person shall be allowed to use any barber shop as a 
sleeping room. Every barber shall thoroughly cleanse his hands imme- 
diately before serving each customer. Every barber shop shall be 
inspected at least twice annually by the Sanitary Agent of the Board. 
A copy of this order shall be kept posted in plain view in every barber shop. 

Sec. 2. Bodies of deceased animals which cannot be conveniently 
incinerated or buried shall be reported to the Board of Health within 
twenty-four hours after death, or upon discovery of such dead bodies. 

Note.—See Article 20, Sections 1, 2, and 3, of the Town By-Laws.

To the Board of Health: 
Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit the following 
report for the year ending December 31, 1922. 


Mortality 

The number of deaths in Brookline from all causes was 
458, which includes 113 deaths of persons temporarily sojourn- 
ing here, most of whom were patients in various Brookline 
hospitals. There were therefore 345 deaths of residents 
within the town. In addition there were 153 persons, de- 
scribed in the death certificates as being residents of Brookline, 
who died in other places. Adding the latter number (153) to 
the number of resident deaths (345) we have a total of 498 
deaths, as compared with 448 during 1921. Estimating 
the population on July 1, 1922, to have been 39,578, the 
498 deaths give a mortality rate of 12.58 per 1,000 inhabitants, 
as compared with 11.56 for 1921. 

The death rate for the total deaths within the town (458) 
if not corrected as above was 11.57 as compared with 10.30 
in 1921. 

We give both the corrected and uncorrected death rates 
because of the difficulty of determining our death rate accu- 
rately owing to the fact that there are several hospitals 
within the town to which many non-residents come for major 
surgical operations or for serious illness, where there are 
necessarily many deaths. On the other hand many residents 
die in Boston hospitals, whose deaths should be included. 
In doing so, however, we undoubtedly include the deaths of 
some individuals who had not lived in the town for many 
years and also of some persons without permanent homes 
who had given to the hospitals at which they died the address 
of some Brookline relative or friend. 

In table I, which gives the principal causes of death, and 
under ‘‘Communicable Diseases’”’ where the number of deaths 
is stated, we have excluded deaths of non-residents in the 
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town and included deaths of residents ousside the town. 
We do this contrary to the custom of many other 
places, because in no other way can we get a reasonably. 
correct idea of our mortality. If we include in our figures the 
deaths in the numerous surgical hospitals of patients from 
other places or if we fail to include deaths of medical and 
contagious cases sent to Boston hospitals we are bound to 
get figures which will not represent at all accurately the 
health conditions of the town. | 

Any increase of our death rate such as has occurred here 
during the past two years is a matter of concern, which 
deserves careful investigation. An examination of the 
principal causes of death for 1922 given in table I, shows 
that the higher death rate for the year was due chiefly to 
increased deaths from diseases of the arteries (18 more than 
in 1921) and diseases of the heart (16 more). In addition 
there were five more deaths from diseases of the kidneys, 
five more from pneumonia and three more from tuberculosis; 
these forty-seven additional deaths and three more from 
diphtheria, just equals the fifty additional deaths that 
occurred in 1922.

Diphtheria 


There were 83 cases of diphtheria reported and unfortunately 
5 deaths. This is the most serious outbreak of the disease 
which we have had since 1900 and 1901, when there were 247 
cases with 11 deaths in 1900, and 155 cases with 8 deaths in 
1901. 

The largest number of cases was reported in November, 
33 cases and 2 deaths. A careful investigation failed to show 
anything definite in regard to the ways in which the disease 
was spread. There was no evidence that it was spread 
through milk, and as there was no considerable number of 
cases in any one school room, it did not appear to be spread 
through the schools. Cultures made from the well members 
of the households in which cases of diphtheria had occurred, 
frequently showed the presence of “‘carriers,’’ that is healthy 
persons with diphtheria germs in their noses and throats. 
These “‘carrier’’ cases were undoubtedly the means of spreading 
the disease. ° 

Fatalities from this disease seem especially unfortunate 
because we have in antitoxin a method of treatment which 
will always effect a cure if given early enough. The fatal 
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results always mean that sufficient antitoxin was not given 
early enough in the disease and in almost every instance 
where this happens, the doctor was not called in time. Pa- 
rents must learn the importance of calling the physician when the 
child has a sore throat, especially when white spots are present. 

Following the introduction of antitoxin about twenty-five 
years ago there was a rapid fall in the mortality from diph- 
theria, but it soon reached its present level, and for the past 
twenty years the mortality has remained about the same. 
Human nature being what it is, we can not hope that anti- 
toxin alone will prevent such a serious loss of child life as has 
occurred during this past year. 

Fortunately an effective method of preventing the disease 
is now available. In our last annual report we called atten- 
tion to the value of the Schick Test and the injections of toxin- 
antitoxin and recommended their use. As yet very little 
use has been made of these methods, although plans are now 
well under way for an intensive campaign. Many other 
places have given it a very thorough trial and have obtained 
results which completely demonstrate their value. 

Some of our young children have been tested and immunized 
at the Brookline Health Centre. A clinic has been opened at 
the Dispensary, Room 22, Town Hall, Saturday mornings 
at 9 A.M., but as yet very few have availed themselves of 
these facilities. At its December meeting the Brookline 
School Committee voted to have the Schick Test and the 
protective inoculations given in the schools. Circulars are 
being sent home with each pupil describing the test and 
requesting the parents’ signature on a card, giving consent to 
have the test made. The same will be done in the Parochial 
School. 

With a large percentage of our children tested and immun- 
ized, we ought to be in a position that would make impossible 
such a needless loss of child life as has occurred during the 
past year. The Board of Health should have the co-opera- 
tion of all our citizens in its efforts to protect our child 
population from this serious disease. 


Scarlet Fever 
There were 56 cases of scarlet fever reported with one death. 
In addition there was a death of an out-of-town case at the 
Contagious Hospital. Most of the cases were very mild. 
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Measles 


There were 378 cases of measles reported and no deaths, as 
compared with 39 cases in 1920. The disease goes in waves. 
An epidemic dies down largely, because so many of the sus- 
ceptible children have had it, and then flares up when more 
susceptible children have entered the schools. As the epi- 
demic this year was of only moderate severity, we may expect 
more cases in 1923 than we had in 1921. 


Whooping Cough 

There were only 98 cases of whooping cough reported with no 
deaths. Whooping cough also goes in waves, and this was an 
off year. We shall probably have more in 1923. The order 
of the Board passed in 1921, requiring all children with 
whooping cough to wear a yellow band on their arms with the 
words “‘whooping cough”’ printed on it, has been in force and is 
working satisfactorily. Both parents and children are glad 
to have the yellow band given them when they know they have 
the disease. 

Smallpox 

No cases of smallpox occurred during 1922. Our citizens 
should realize that our freedom from this disease depends on 
the vaccination laws, which require all children entering 
public schools to be vaccinated. Although a certain number 
of children are excused from vaccination on the ground of 
health, there have been sufficient numbers vaccinated to 
prevent any serious epidemic. Even with our present laws 
there are getting to be so many of our citizens inadequately 
protected by vaccination, that we are likely at any time to 
have an epidemic. 

Typhoid Fever 

There were five cases of typhoid fever reported, three of 
which were fatal. This apparent mortality of 60% illus- 
trates the fallacy of drawing any conclusion in regard to 
mortality rates from a small number of cases. These were 
the first deaths from the disease in the town in ten years, 
during which time there were 62 cases. The mortality for 
the ten years is about 4.8%. 

Of the five cases, three contracted the disease out of town, 
and in the other two, the source of infection could not be 
traced. 
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Poliomyelitis 

There were six cases of infantile paralysis reported, two of 
which were fatal. While the number of cases is not large, the 
high mortality rate and the crippling effects of the paralysis 
make this perhaps the most serious of the infectious diseases 
in childhood. 

The children with paralyzed muscles, resulting from this 
epidemic, and from those of previous years, are many of them 
being treated by the Harvard Infantile Paralysis Commission. 


Tuberculosis 

Cases Reported and Deaths. There were 37 cases of pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis reported and 8 of the other forms of the 
disease. From pulmonary tuberculosis there were 19 deaths 
in the town, 13 residents and 6 non-residents; 4 residents 
died from the same cause outside the town, a total of 17 
residents dying of pulmonary tuberculosis. Of other forms 
of the disease, 2 residents and 2 non-residents died in the town ' 
and 3 residents died outside the town, or a total of 5 residents 
dying from other forms. The total number of residents who 
died from all forms of tuberculosis was 22, giving a death rate 
of 55.59 per 100,000 inhabitants. In 1921 there were 19 deaths 
with a death rate of 49.05. 

In our last report, we called attention to the preponderance 
of female deaths from tuberculosis during 1921 — 13 out of a 
total of 19 deaths, the majority of whom were under thirty 
years of age. Just at that time the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company had called attention to a tendency for the 
deaths of young women from tuberculosis to increase, as 
shown by their statistics. Our 1921 figures seemed to con- 
firm this. 

Strange to say Table V shows that just the reverse is true 
this year; there being 18 deaths of males and only 4 of fe- 
males. There appears to be no explanation of this, other 
than the unreliability of death rates based on small numbers.

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There were 4 deaths of children under five years of age, 
the largest number we have had for over ten years. These 
deaths of young children represent our failures to prevent 
tubercular infection. Many, probably the majority of the 
older persons that died, had received their infection in other 
parts of the country and in some instances in other countries. 


With our shifting population no amount of intensive work in 
one community will ever completely eradicate tuberculosis. 
Therefore, as long as tuberculosis exists in other parts of the 
country and especially in neighboring places, the campaign 
against the disease must be a broad one. It is for this reason 
that there are National, State and County, as well as Muni- 
cipal Tuberculosis Associations. The writer has been working 
on the executive boards of the Massachusetts Tuberculosis 
League and the Norfolk County Association, and has felt 
in so doing that he was helping to solve the problem in Brook- 
line. 


The Tuberculosis Dispensary. Dr. Horace K. Boutwell has 
been the dispensary physician and Mrs. E. R. Jarvis the 
tuberculosis nurse. There were 96 clinics held, at which 640 
examinations were made of 230 different individuals, of 
whom 110 were new patients. There were 35 patients sent 
to hospitals and sanatoria, 23 from the Dispensary, and 12 
by private physicians. 

On December 31 the Dispensary records showed the loca- 
tion of 167 tubercular cases as follows: 
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Mrs. Jarvis made 3,069 visits during the year to tubercu- 
losis households and 106 miscellaneous visits. In addition 
she has acted as Supervisor of Nurses for the Board. 
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Free Consultation Services. In order to promote the early 
and accurate diagnosis of tuberculosis, the Board of Health 
has since May, 1919, offered to furnish consultations with 
specialists in diseases of the lungs to physicians attending 
Brookline residents. Dr. Cleveland Floyd and Dr. Horace 
K. Boutwell are the consultants. Any physician having a 
patient whom he suspects even slightly of having tuberculosis 
may arrange for a consultation by communicating with one 
of these consultants. When X-ray or other special exam- 
inations are essential for the diagnosis, these will also be 
furnished free of expense. Unfortunately very little use has 
been made of this service, although the failure of physicians 
to make an early diagnosis of tuberculosis is at present the 
weakest spot in our campaign against the disease. 


Help from Other Agencies. The Health Department has 
material assistance from the Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis 
Society, whose funds come largely from the sale of Christmas’ 
seals. They have helped to maintain the nutrition of children 
in the schools and have also provided warm clothing for 
patients in sanatoria. They have also paid the expenses of 
sending 68 children to summer camps and homes, which is 
perhaps the most valuable preventive work which is done. 
The Child Welfare Work of the Brookline Friendly Society 
at the Community Health Center is an important agency in 
the tuberculosis work of the town, for it is recognized that a 
good start in life is a most important way of increasing resis- 
tance to tuberculosis. 


Pneumonia and Influenza 
Cases and Deaths Reported. There were 40 cases of lobar 
pneumonia reported and 16 deaths. In addition there were 
22 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from acute bronchitis 
and 2 from influenza, making a total of 42 deaths from acute 
respiratory infections, as compared with 36 deaths in 1921. 


Preventwe Measures. For the prevention of pneumonia 
and other respiratory infections, we must still depend largely 
on the education of the public. Our citizens must be taught 
that these are communicable diseases which are spread by the 
secretions of the nose and mouth passing from the sick to the 
well; that the early stages are the most contagious and resemble 
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an ordinary “‘cold’”’; that the proper care of a cold, staying at 
home and resting, going to bed if there is any fever, will do 
much to prevent the development of a serious pneumonia. 
These lessons have been repeatedly taught in articles in 
the Health Bulletin. 


Serum Treatment of Pneumonia. A serum is now obtainable 
for the treatment of pneumonia caused by pneumococci of 
Type 1 which will reduce the mortality about one-half. As 
soon as pneumonia is suspected, physicians should obtain a 
specimen of sputum and send it to the laboratory of the State 
Department of Health at the State House to have the type 
determined. If Type 1 is found, the same laboratory will 
furnish the serum. 

Veneral Diseases 

Physicians report cases of syphilis and gonorrhoea to the 
State Department of Health by number, but if a patient does 
not persist in treatment under medical supervision until he is 
no longer a source of danger, the physician must report the 
case by name and address to the State Department of Health, 
who in turn, notify the local Board. Under this law our Board 
has been notified of 11 cases of gonorrhoea that had failed 
to continue treatment. Four of these cases had moved 
and left no address. Five could not be located, and in the 
other two resumption of treatment was secured. 


Other Diseases 
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No cases of malaria were reported. 


Public Health Nurses 


Miss Mary A. MacDonald and Miss Mary A. Mclsaac 
have served as health nurses throughout the year. 

The nurses visit the homes in which cases of contagious 
disease have been reported. They placard the house if the 
case is to remain at home; they obtain information which is 
of value in tracing the origin and spread of the disease; they 
investigate the health of the other members of the household 
and see that the children are excluded from school. 

As far as time permits they investigate the cause of absence 
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of pupils from some of the public and the parochial schools. 
The causes of these absences are shown in Table VI, which 
included 106 cases of contagious disease among which were 
ten cases of diphtheria. These contagious cases were thus 
brought to the attention of the Board of Health earlier than 
would otherwise have been possible and many would have 
escaped detection altogether if it had not been for the nurses’ 
visits. It is probable that the prompt discovery of ten 
cases of diphtheria prevented other cases, some of which, 
as well as the discovered cases, might possibly have been 
fatal. Such results as these amply justify the expense of 
this work with the absentee pupils and more than compen- 
sates for the time lost in visiting those pupils who are absent 
for trivial reasons.

The visits of the nurses always afford an opportunity for 
health education. They often see that a physician is called 
promptly when an illness seems serious. Incidentally the 
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nurses’ visits improve the school attendance. The parents 
are less ready to keep the children at home for trivial reasons, 
when they know the cause of the absence will be investigated, 
and the children know that they will be found out if they 
play truant. This is not a health matter, but it is a valuable 
by-product of the work. 


It is the personal belief of the writer that there are few 
expenditures made by the town which yield such a valuable 
return as the employment of trained nurses in health work.

Infant Mortality 


There were 23 deaths in the town, of infants under one 
year of age, and 18 infants of Brookline parents died outside 
the town, chiefly in Boston hospitals. Last year there were 
14 deaths of infants in the town, and 14 deaths outside the 
town. 


The Registrar of Vital Statistics reports 562 births of infants 
of Brookline parents of which number 313 occurred in the 
town and 249 outside the town. As in the case of our gross 
mortality rate it is very difficult to determine accurately our 
infant mortality rate, because of the fact that so large a 
proportion of our births and deaths of infants occur out of 
town. 

If we include all deaths (41) and all births (562) we have an 


infant mortality rate this year of 73 per 1,000 births as com- 
pared with 45.8 in 1921. If we include only deaths in the 
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town (23) and births in the town (313) we have an infant 
mortality rate of 73.5 as compared with 41. in 1921. 


Including only deaths in the town (23) and all births (562) 
we have a mortality rate of 40.9 as compared with 23.8 in 
£O24% 


In whatever way computed our 1922 rate is considerably 
higher than in 1921 or in other recent years. This increase 
is hard to explain. It was largely due to five additional 
deaths from “congenital debility,’ two from “other diseases 
peculiar to early infancy,” one from “‘congenital malforma- 
tions,’” and also to the fact that the bodies of three infants 
were found in the town, one of which was evidently a case of 
homicide. 


All the infant welfare work of the town is being done by the 
Brookline Friendly Society at the Community Health Center 
and the town is spending no money for this work.

This year the clinic was open in July to take care of children 
of pre-school age. We have found it is necessary, if we are 
going to be of real help in the preservation and care of the 
children’s teeth, to see them as early as the third and fourth 
year. For the health of the child and the economic view- 
point of the town this is proving to be the logical step. 

When allowed to go until the 7th, 8th, or 9th year irre- 
parable damage physically has been done, and the great 
amount of time and money required for repair is excessive. 
The clinic is working in co-operation with the Health Center 
in the matter of diet; it being necessary to have proper foods 
if the child is to have good teeth. 

The school dental clinic since the founding of the first 
school clinic of the country in Brookline, has rapidly 
grown in numbers. There are about 150 towns in the state 
now providing school dental clinics. This is done by fully 
equipped clinics such as Brookline offers; traveling clinics 
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supplying a number of towns at regular intervals; or in 
private offices at the town’s expense. 

It has been found to be of so much value that about twenty 
large industrial plants have established clinics for their 
employees, following the plan of Brookline. Our clinic 
is visited very often by representatives of towns about to 
establish a clinic and is constantly receiving inquiries regarding 
same. 

The clinic has become an established factor in the school 
work and should be continued. 


The School in Bodily Mechanics

The school was opened October 4, 1921, and closed for 
the summer the first of last June. During these eight months 
210 pupils were enrolled. The average attendance at the 
children’s sessions was 39+ and at the adults 15+. 

Since re-opening on October 3 there have been up to the 
end of December, 112 pupils enrolled, with an average atten- 
dance of 43+ and at the adults 7—. 


The school is held at the Municipal gymnasium and the 
hours have been as follows: 


For children: Wednesdays at 4 P.M., Saturdays, 9 A.M. 
For adults: Tuesdays and Fridays, 8 P.M. 


Many parents speak of the marked improvement in their 
children as a result of the training at the school. Many of the 
adults also reported that they had better health and had 
found relief from symptoms caused by their faulty posture. 
The improvement was very evident in the tracings, which 
were made with an instrument called a schematograph, of all 
the pupils at entrance and then from time to time during the 
course of their training. 


The following tracings, Figures 1 and 2,-show the very 
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favorable results obtained in a boy of 11 years after four and a 
half months at the school. 


On October 11, 1921, at the time of 
the first tracing, there was complaint 
of recurrent “‘bilious spells,’’ loss of 
weight and strength, general weakness, 
restlessness during sleep. He was 
continually tired. 


On February 25, 1922, his bilious 
attacks had stopped entirely. He was 
much more active and energetic. The 
tracing made on this day, Figure 2, 
when compared with Figure 1, will 
explain this improvement.

The postural defect illustrated in the above tracing is of 
the type present in most of those enrolled at the school, 
although in varying degrees of severity. That the cor- 
rection of such defects will improve the health and efficiency of 
both adults and children has been clearly demonstrated by 
the work of the school. 


The Health Bulletin 

The publication quarterly of the Health Bulletin has been 
continued throughout the year, and there is reason to believe 
that it is helping to educate our citizens in matters of health. 
It is intended to be distributed to every household in the 
town. 

We have continued our policy of offering prizes to school 
children for the best health cartoons and for the best essays 
on subjects relating to health. These contests have undoubt- 
edly stimulated in the children an interest in health and have 
helped to popularize the Bulletin. The publication of the 
results of the examinations of the milk sold by the different 
milk dealers has also been of great value in improving the 
quality of our milk supply.

Total hospital days, 6924. Diphtheria 983, Scarlet Fever 1505, Tuber- 
culosis 4312, all others 124. 


There were fifty-five diphtheria patients treated of which 
number three died. None of the fatal cases had received 
antitoxin before admission and all were desperately ill. One 
of them died in less than two hours after admission. 
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There were forty-seven cases of scarlet fever with two fatal- 
ities, one of which was a non-resident adult with pneumonia 
on admission. There were no cases of ‘‘crossed infection’ 
during the year. Two cases of scarlet fever came down with 
chicken pox soon after.entrance but fortunately no other 
child developed the disease. 

There was one “return case’’ of scarlet fever in the town. 
A child discharged ‘“‘well’’ developed a cold soon after return- 
ing to its home; a discharging ear resulted and within a week 
another child came down with scarlet fever. 

In the Tuberculosis Hospital there were thirty-seven patients 
treated of whom nine died. The Brookline Anti-Tuberculosis 
Society installed an excellent radio-receiving outfit which has 
‘been much appreciated by the patients. The same society has 
also arranged to give vocational training to the tubercular 
patients during the coming months. A teacher in this work 
is to come to the hospital twice a week. This work is of real 
therapeutic value. The patients are greatly interested 
in the work and it gives them hope and encouragement. 

Dr. Robert W. Hastings who had been Visiting Physician 
at the hospital since 1913, died October 13, 1922. He had 
given most loyal and devoted service to the hospital, during 
these years which included the serious epidemic of poliomyeli- 
tis in 1916, and of influenza in 1918 and 1919, when his duties 
and responsibilities were very great. He had charge of the 
Tuberculosis Hospital since its opening in 1914 and his 
kindly, cheering personality made him especially successful 
in the management and treatment of the patients in this 
branch of the hospital. 

It has seemed best to the Board to have two visiting physi- 
cians at the hospital and the writer and Dr. Harold Bowditch 
were appointed in November to fill the vacancy.

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REPORT OF THE BACTERIOLOGIST 


Brookline, Mass., January 5, 1923. 


To the Board of Health: 

Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit the following report 
for the year ending December 31, 1922. 

The routine work of the laboratory has consisted of: 

(1) The examination of cultures and swabs from suspected 
cases of diphtheria. 

(2) The examination of sputum for the detection of cases 
of pulmonary tuberculosis. 

(3) The diagnosis of typhoid fever by the Widal reaction. 

(4) The examination of blood for the presence of the | 
plasmodium malariae. 

(5) The examination of smears for the diagnosis of ophthal- 
mia neonatorum, and other gonococcal infections. 

(6) The bacteriological examination of samples of milk 
submitted by the Milk Inspector. 

There were 1940 outfits for use in obtaining material for 
these examinations made up and distributed to physicians, 
nurses and the Contagious Hospital. These outfits are kept 
at the laboratory and at the following drug stores: at Young & 
Brown’s,* Harvard Square; at Wheeler Drug Co.,* corner 
of Harvard and Webster streets; at the Beaconsfield Pharmacy, 
corner of Beacon and Washington streets; at Graves,* corner 
of Boylston and Hammond streets, Chestnut Hill. 

Antitoxin, vaccine virus, typhoid, and para-typhoid prophy- 
lactic, silver nitrate solution, furnished free by the State 
Department of Health, are distributed from the laboratory 
to physicians or through the drug stores above designated by a 
star. Toxin for the Schick test and toxin-antitoxin for immun- 
izing against diphtheria may also be had on request at the 
laboratory. 

For a small fee, analyses of urine and other microscopical 
and chemical examinations which aid in the diagnosis of non- 
contagious diseases are made for the physicians of the town. 


* Antitoxin Stations. 
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Diphtheria 


There were 493 cultures examined from persons suspected 
of having diphtheria, and 64 were found to be positive. 
There were 570 cultures for release, and 589 from healthy 
persons (of whom 22 were carriers.) There were 62 swab 
examinations of which 17 were positive. The total number of 
swabs and cultures examined once was 1714, and 351 cultures 
were reincubated and examined a second time giving a final 
total of 2065 culture examinations. 

Diphtheria is often spread through persons whose throats 
are so slightly inflamed that the disease is not suspected. 
We cannot, therefore, urge too strongly the making of cultures 
even from mild cases of sore throat. We should also urge the 
immediate use of antitoxin in all cases which appear clinically 
to be diphtheria without waiting to have the culture examined. 
Even if the culture is negative, antitoxin should be given 
provided the throat looks suspicious, for it happens in from 
five to ten per cent of all cases that the first culture for diag- 
nosis will be negative, when subsequent cultures show that 
the diagnosis was diphtheria. ‘ 


Tuberculosis 


There were 175 specimens of sputum examined for the 
presence of the bacilli of tuberculosis, 49 with positive result, 
and 4 showing less than 10 acid-fast bacilli. 


Typhoid Fever 


There were thirty-one tests made for the presence of the 
typhoid fever or Widal reaction, with specimens of dried blood 
from persons who had symptoms suggestive of typhoid fever, 
of which seven were positive. There were fourteen para- 
typhoid tests (A and B) from seven persons; two were para- 
typhoid A positives from out-of-town patients. 


Malaria 


Three specimens of blood were sent to the laboratory for 
examination for the presence of plasmodium malariae. All 


were negative. 
Ophthalmia Neonatorum 


Three negative examinations were made during the past 
year. 
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Milk Examinations 

There have been examined 820 samples of milk and cream 
which were submitted by the Milk Inspector. These samples 
were examined microscopically for the presence of pus and 
streptococci and were also plated and the number of bacteria 
per cubic centimeter counted. For the results of these 
examinations, the reader is referred to the report of the Agent 
for the Inspection of Milk and Provisions. There were also six 
special microscopic examinations made, and thirty-five samples 
of ice-cream were examined by the plate method. ‘The total 
number of samples of milk, cream, and ice-cream examined 
was 861. 


Miscellaneous Examinations 
There were sixty-five bacteriological and chemical examin- 
ations of various kinds made for physicians, also sixteen 
examinations of the water in the tank at the Bathhouse. 


Wasserman Tests 


The Wasserman tests for the diagnosis of syphilis are made 
by the State Department of Health. The outfits for collect- 
ing the blood can be had at the laboratory, but the specimens 
for examination should always be taken directly to the Wasser- 
man Laboratory of the State Department of Health at the 
Harvard Medical School.

The work in connection with quarantine and release of 
infectious diseases is supplementary to that done by the 
Health Department nurses, and includes those cases which 
for various reasons were impracticable for them to handle, 
and also those of a refractory nature requiring a more drastic 
application of the quarantine regulations. The cases of 
persons restrained from handling food required a great deal 
of time. This is one of the most important functions of the 
office. The prosecutions made in 1921 had the desired 
effect in stimulating stricter adherence to the regulations and 
made legal procedure during the current year unnecessary. 

The usual complaints pertaining to the removal of waste, 
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bedding, clothing, etc., from sick rooms, the cleaning of rugs, 
airing of bedding, use of public halls and toilets, and the 
handling of foodstuffs were investigated and received such 
attention as the circumstances warranted. Disinfections 
were only those requiring the use of formaldehyde gas when 
recommended by the attending physician or the Health 
Department nurses, and were mostly for tubercular infection. 

The miscellaneous work covered a great variety of service 
and the enforcing of such protective measures as seemed 
needful in preventing the spread of contagious disease and 
otherwise protecting the public health. The necessary 
preventative and quarantine work as required by the Inspec- 
tor of Animals and the Agent for Inspection of Milk and Food, 
although done under the appropriation allotted to quarantine 
service, is not included in the above, but will be given in the 
reports of those officials.

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REPORT OF SANITARY AGENT

To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—I submit herewith the thirtieth annual report 
of the Sanitary Agent for the year ending December 31, 1922. 

The usual course of procedure has been followed and all 
complaints received were investigated and measures taken to 
remedy unsanitary and offensive conditions wherever found 
to exist. 

Complaints and nuisances to the number of 776 as com- 
pared with 655 in 1921 have received attention during the 
year. The following summary shows the number and char- 
acter of the complaints and nuisances investigated and 
corrected under the direction of the Board during the year 
as well as a large number of minor nuisances requiring no 
action by the Board:

The usual general inspections were made of the cellars and 
yards in the populous districts early in the spring which 
resulted in the clearing up of ashes and refuse in general found 
in these districts after the winter. 

The number of smoke nuisances received were twelve, most 
of the complaints being oil burning plants and on investigation 
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it was found the odor from the same was more offensive than 
the smoke. Corrections were made so that the source of 
annoyance was removed. 

More latitude has been given property owners in the matter 
of excessive immersion of smoke this year as owing to the coal 
shortage many of the plants were required: to burn soft. coal 
which was frequently of an inferior character not best adapted 
to these plants. | 

The barber shops of the town have been regularly inspected 
and no uncleanliness nor untidiness was noted. 

Complete inspections were made of all the bakeries and a 
number of conditions inconsistent with proper standards of 
health found to exist was caused to be removed. 

Contractors’ privies were no less a source of nuisance and 
complaint than during the previous year. 104 of these 
received attention and 62 were abolished, 28 made fly tight 
and 47 water closets were substituted for privies abolished. 

The Board of Health, recognizing the serious menace to 
public health and the destruction of property, due to the 
prevalence of rats in the town, in April made an appropriation 
of $1,000 to carry on an intensive campaign against them. 

Since that time a great deal of attention has been devoted 
to this phase of the work with most gratifying results. 

A total of 425 premises have been treated including the 
public schools, gymnasium, bath house and _ contagious 
hospitals. 

In addition to the actual work of extermination done by 
your agent many householders and owners of business prop- 
erty have called on the division for advice as to the means 
necessary to rid their premises of these destructive rodents. 

During the year the Board granted three permits to keep 
horses and 110 licenses were granted to keep fowl. 

In addition to the work mentioned above much attention 
has been given to incidental matters requiring corrections 
to bring them into conformity with the Brookline standard of 
public health.

Gentlemen :—I submit herewith the thirteenth annual report 
of the Public Sanitary for the year ending December 31, 1922. 

For several years past there has been occasional interrup- 
tions of service due to the backing up of sewage at periods of 
heavy rain fall. In an effort to prevent this annoyance there 
has been installed this year back water valves and it is already 
apparent that this will prove the necessary remedy. 

In line with the practice of doing a small amount of reno- 
vation each year the rear room adjoining the sanitary used for 
heating and storage was painted and a new floor substituted 
for the damp and unsanitary wood platform in the corridor 
connecting the two divisions of the sanitary. 

It may be said that the general condition of the equipment 
is excellent but in a building of this character it is impossible 
to forecast the probable duration of service of piping and 
fixtures since the use they receive is so many times greater 
than normal, owing to its public character and constant 
service.

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REPORT OF THE TENEMENT HOUSE 
INSPECTOR 


Brookline Mass., December 31, 1922. 


To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—I have the honor to submit the tenth annual 
report of the Tenement House Inspector for the year ending 
December 31, 1922. 

During the year I made three hundred and two complete 
inspections of the older type of tenement houses. The 
condition of a large number of these houses has been greatly 
improved during the year, both inside and outside and quite 
a few have had gas installed both for lighting and cooking and 
some have electricity. | 

There have been 158 unsightly ceilings whitened and the 
walls of 41 rooms have been either papered or painted. In ten 
houses the walls of the entrance halls and stair hallways have 
also been papered or painted. In two houses the water-closets 
were removed from cellar and placed upstairs. 

Five tenements were found in such an unsanitary condition 
that tenants and owners were notified that if the same were 
not cleaned they would be closed as unfit for human habitation. 
When the owners of two of these houses were notified of condi- 
tions, they had families vacate and flats were given a thorough 
cleaning before being occupied again. 

In one house I found the sink line defective and unventi- 
lated. The owner was notified of condition and he installed 
a new sink line properly ventilated. 

Three water-closet bowls in one tenement house were 
found in such an unsanitary condition caused by insufficient 
flush that I had same removed and new ones installed. These 
closets are now tank flushed. Also in the same house a new 
properly ventilated sink line was installed. 

Found two houses that did not contain the number of water- 
closets required by Board of Health regulations. The owners 
of these houses were notified to install one more closet. 

A great number of the unsanitary water-closets found on 
inspections were in the basements of the higher class apart- 
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ment houses. An unsanitary water-closet bowl is just as 
unhealthful in the cellar of an apartment house where the 
rent is $400 a month, as it is in the cheapest tenement where 
the rent is $6 a month. 

Two cases of overcrowding were found during inspections; 
in one case the tenant has already relieved conditions by 
using room in another part of house and the other family has 
been notified to seek larger quarters. 

A number of joint inspections were made with William 
J. McKeever, State Building Inspector, of tenement houses 
which come under the State Law. As a result of these 
inspections, fire doors were placed on boiler room in one 
apartment house separating boiler room from other part of 
building. Fire pails were installed in the hallways of four 
houses and a fire escape was placed on one house giving the 
occupants two independent ways of egress from the third 
and fourth floors. 

During the year a great many leaky pressure hot-water 
boilers were found and they were reported to the Plumbing 
Inspector. In all cases where new plumbing was ordered 
installed to replace unsanitary and defective plumbing, the 
work was done under the direction of the Plumbing Inspector. 

Three applications were received for permits for janitor 
suites. Two were refused because the suites did not comply 
with the Board of Health regulations regarding janitor suites. 

Made a number of inspections of new apartment houses 
under construction and in one block containing three six-family 
houses, I found fifteen rooms which did not contain the mini- 
mum area of square feet required by the Building Law. Same 
was reported to the Building Commissioner and the rooms 
were made to comply with the Building Law. 

Six piazzas found in dangerous condition were reported to 
Building Commissioner. 

All complaints of unsanitary garbage receptacles received 
from Superintendent of Garbage Collection were investigated. 

All leaky receptacles found were replaced by new ones; 
and the uncovered ones were properly covered and unsanitary 
receptacles were cleaned. 

No complaints were received of failure to collect garbage. 

One hundred and forty-one inspections were made of lodg- 
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ing houses for which your Board granted licenses and the 
following table shows conditions found in same:

In two different lodging-houses I found servants sleeping in 
rooms in cellar. Ordered the use of these rooms as sleeping 
rooms discontinued. 

A great many miscellaneous inspections were made for 
various causes, such as dogs and cats in apartments, dampness 
in cellars, stagnant water in yards, no heat, gas shut off, gas 
fixtures leaking, shaking rugs and mops from windows, houses 
infested with water bugs, mice, fleas and other pests.

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REPORT OF AGENT FOR THE INSPECTION 
OF MILK AND PROVISIONS 


Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1923. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen:—In reviewing the work of the past year and 
considering matters pertaining to its continuance, it is noted 
that there have been no epidemics traceable to the milk 
supply and no serious illnesses reported from the consumption , 
of contaminated food. Attention is called to the abnormal 
increase in the number of food shops which will necessitate a 
substantial increase in the appropriation if we are to maintain 
adequate sanitary control over our food supply. A Com- 
mittee from the Public Health Administration section of the 
American Public Health Association recently completed a 
report, after an exhaustive study, as to amounts needed and 
what proportions of municipal appropriations should be 
accorded for each division of service. The designation of 
4.5% for milk and food inspection, if applied to our health 
appropriation of last year, would allow an amount (including 
automobile maintenance and depreciation) more than double 
that which was spent, but as our work is done in connection 
with other divisions of municipal service, greater economy 
and efficiency are possible, while the segregating of our milk 
supply to reasonable limitations and the publication of milk 
records in the Health Bulletin are also contributing factors. 

Because of unsanitary conditions reported last year, the 
necessity of increased supervision over country processing 
and receiving plants and an expansion in some of the dairy 
zones have greatly augmented country inspection work. 
The co-operation extended and the facilities afforded by the 
Board are greatly appreciated, and have been an incentive 
toward obtaining the desired results.

Methods of Control 


The adherence to our policy of licensing only such dealers 
as can segregate their Brookline supply so as to admit of a 
reasonably close supervision over its production and pro- 
cessing and thus be in a position to promptly apply pre- 
ventative measures should contingencies require, has caused 
the usual criticisms from well-meaning persons as well as 
from those financially interested or otherwise prejudiced 
against the policy. Some of the excluded dealers have 
consistently maintained satisfactory commercial standards 
of quality while others have adopted various progressive 
methods of sanitation. Some of their supplies are admittedly 
standardized so that the fat content is not always consistent 
with the other milk solids, thereby making them less desirable 
for infant feeding. It is obvious that if we license the best 
of such supplies we could not consistently exclude the others, 
nor could we in fairness continue to enforce adequate measures 
of control over our present smaller supplies, unless such 
supervision were possible over all. It is the difference between 
the possible supervision of 800 dairies, with nearby process- 
ing plants, or, unless our appropriation was more than trebled, 
the impossible supervision of more than 10,000 dairies, with 
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many inaccessible processing plants. Authorities on muni- 
cipal milk inspection agree that the first essential in main- 
taining a safe milk supply is adequate control, which is the 
only basis upon which we can demand purity and quality. 
While our methods are becoming more generally adopted in 
other sections of the country, the geographical location of 
the town, with its augmentation of food stores controlled by 
Boston interests, makes their application in many instances 
appear like an undue interference with legitimate business 
expansion. As the dealers excluded are mostly those desir- 
ing to distribute their product through stores, it is pertinent 
to state that the present policy of control was applied to 
store milk several years ago, after a survey had been made 
to ascertain the extent to which store milk was used for 
infant feeding. We found that many babies from two years 
of age down to bottle-fed infants were being fed store milk. 
There is reason to believe that similar conditions prevail 
to a greater or less degree at the present time. Your agent 
has endeavored to impartially enforce such measures as 
would give positive results, regardless of criticism, with the 
assurance that the majority of citizens would desire no modi- 
fication of any policy where the welfare of our infant popula- 
tion is concerned. 


Quality 


A review of the milk records in the Health Bulletins pub- 
lished the past year shows a decided improvement in the 
quality of the milk and this educational publicity has been a 
predominating factor in improving and maintaining the high 
standard of our milk supply. 


Special Milk 


In connection with Dr. Charles W. Delano, Veterinary for 
the Board, your Agent verified newspaper reports of condi- 
tions found last July among certain certified herds. As a 
result of this investigation, a study of all matters in con- 
nection with the production of milk from tuberculin tested 
herds has recently been completed, and it has been definitely 
concluded, because of the grave errors and omissions found, 
that those supplies listed as from tuberculin tested herds must, 
hereafter, meet more definite requirements. Dealers were, 
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therefore, notified that their herds must be entered under the 
accredited herd plan and have received one test under such 
supervision or they must have the ophthalmic check test 
applied with either the intradermic or subcutaneous by an 
accredited veterinary. This decision called forth a great 
deal of comment because of differences of opinion and added 
expense, but the best authorities in the country have con- 
firmed the action taken, and I quote from a letter -dated 
December 17, 1922, received from Dr. E. A. Crossman, of the 
Federal Government, in charge of Tuberculosis Education 
and Eradication in New England: “I am interested to know 
that you are requiring a check test on all herds furnishing 
milk in the Town of Brookline. This is a splendid ruling as 
it will not only have the effect on the veterinarian making 
the test, but it will also protect the milk consumers in your 
town.’’ Also from a letter dated January 3, 1923, “You may 
be interested to know that instructions have been issued to all 
State and Federal inspectors making tests on herds supplying 
milk to the Town of Brookline to apply the ophthalmic tuber- 
culin test in conjunction with the intradermic or subcu- 
taneous.’’ Physicians and nurses are thus assured of adequate 
protection in those special supplies designated as from tubercu- 
lin tested herds. One supply was excluded after the owner 
had refused to apply a satisfactory tuberculin test to the 
animals. It is interesting to note that some of the so-called 
“special milks’’ have been found inferior to some of the 
market supplies. Local inspectors have no control over 
certified milk, it being produced under the direction of a 
Medical Milk Commission provided by statutory law. The 
publicity given to conditions among certified supplies during 
the summer has resulted in a more rigid control with the appli- 
cation of added safeguards, and confidence in its safety is now 
assured. Early in May it was found that the dealer furnish- 
ing milk to the public schools had substituted, for a portion of 
the supply, milk from herds that were not tuberculin tested, 
and the supply was immediately cut off. Temporary arrange- 
ments were made with another concern to finish the school 
year, after which the usual specifications were sent out. The 
contract was awarded to W. F. Noble & Sons, the supply to 
come from Cary Farm, Lexington, Mass., where it is proc- 
essed and bottled. The dairy scores 82.1%, the fat has 
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averaged 4.09% and the milk solids (not fat) 8.84%. The 
animals have been given the intradermic tuberculin test 
checked up with the ophthalmic, under the supervision of our 
own veterinary. The milk comes from a mixed herd, thus 
eliminating the many complaints received as to flavor, and the 
supply has proven extremely satisfactory. 


Cream 


There has been a marked increase in the amount of cream 
distributed in the town due to a greater demand from ice cream 
manufacturers and confectioners. This additional amount 
is drawn largely from the general metropolitan supply, which, 
owing to more adequate supervision, is of a better quality 
than formerly. The so-called family trade cream in bottles 
has averaged a consistently higher fat content and lower 
bacteria count than last year. 


Bacteriological 


Of 790 milk samples submitted for examination there were 
but 51 containing over 300,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, 
six containing more than 1,000,000. There has been a decided 
improvement in the bacterial content of cream, 65% of the 
samples taken being within the permissible allowance for 
purity against 45% in 1921. | 


Chemical 


The milk supply as a whole, from a chemical view point, has 
shown a consistent relation between the butter fat and the 
non-fat solids. There have been no violations which war- 
ranted prosecution, the eight samples below legal standard 
being but slightly so with no evidence of added water or the 
removal of cream. 


Sediment Test 


The sediment tests made for the purpose of publication in 
the Health Bulletin, are made and marked by our chemist in 
the Harvard Medical School, in order to avoid possible 
criticism of partiality by the dealers. In addition to the above 
some 200 were made at country receiving stations for the 
purpose of determining the conditions upon certain dairies, 
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and to check up on corrections made. The microscopical 
examinations were in addition to those made in the Board 
of Health Laboratory and were for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the nature of discolorations and the detection of pus. 
The latter was responsible for the elimination of several 
diseased cows and the quarantine of those temporarily 
infected. 
Dairies 

The changes in the dairies among the milk dealers were few 
and were made with the view of obtaining better quality or to 
eliminate undesirable features in collecting and shipping. 
Contrary to the tendency there have been no requests for 
permission to change the source of supply from Massachu- 
setts to out-of-state dairies, while one large dealer has sub- 
stituted nearby for New Hampshire dairies for Grade “A”’ 
milk in order to more satisfactorily segregate his Brookline 
supply and have it all processed at one plant. All changes 
involving new dairies necessitate increased inspection until 
we are satisfied that they will be kept in a satisfactory, 
sanitary condition. The sixteen dairies excluded were those 
from which the sale of the product in Massachusetts: was 
prohibited under authority of Chapter 744, Acts of 1914. 
Ten made the corrections ordered and the restrictions were 
released. The rest either went out of business or found a 
market for their products in other states. The dairies 
rejected were largely those inspected while selecting additional 
supplies for dealers and included those which had been 
approved as acceptable for other municipalities but not up 
to our standard in sanitation, those producing milk of low 
fat content, those where diseased animals were evident, and 
those wherein for various reasons the supply would be sub- 
jected to undue exposure before reaching the receiving station. 
The corrections recorded were only those of a permanent 
character such as new barns, cow runs, and milk rooms, the 
installation of drainage and ventilating systems, and such 
repairs as the regulations made necessary. During the past 
year a number of the smaller dealers have employed inspectors, 
and where these men are competent it is much easier to 
obtain results, also in co-operation with them, a great deal of 
time and mileage are saved in the checking up of corrections 
ordered. In such cases the inspectors are supplied with our 
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minimum requirement sheets for the purpose of notifying 
us when the corrections ordered are completed, thus when 
re-inspections are made we have some assurance that the 
dairy can be finally accepted and a permit issued. Notwith- 
standing the larger number of dairies taken on, the average 
score of most of the supplies is substantially the same as last 
year, while those of seven dealers show a decided increase. 


Processing, Plants 


Two more dealers in raw milk have installed pasteurizing 
equipment, so that there are now but four market dealers, 
other than producers, delivering raw milk. Every effort is 
being made to have them pasteurize their supply also. Sev- 
eral of the creamery proprietors have been induced to rear- 
range their equipment so that the products after pasteuriza- 
tion will gravitate over the aerators, thereby eliminating the 
use of pumps and pipes. The improvement in bacterial 
content emphasizes the value of avoiding every possible point 
of contact after pasteurization. The necessary attention 
has been given to cleanliness, elimination of flies, and other 
sanitary measures. It has recently been found that certain 
flavors in pasteurized milk are due to the corroding of the 
holding tank lining. This corroding is not due to lack of 
cleansing or sterilizing, but must be eliminated by friction. 
An inspection of the tanks used for the Brookline supply is now 
being made. 

Creameries 

Mention was made last year of extremely unsanitary 
conditions found at some of the more remote creamery plants 
shipping mostly cream or butter, and the necessity of closing 
nine of such plants because of polluted water supplies. The 
work of getting these plants in sanitary condition has been 
carried on through organized effort of the health officials from 
various centers of population into which the products were 
shipped. Our participation in this work was largely in 
connection with Boston and Somerville health officials. Dr. 
Delano or the writer re-inspected 106 of these creameries. 
The corrections involved the expenditure of more than 
$125,000 and included new buildings, safe water supplies, the 
installation of modern sanitary equipment, and various other 
major corrections. 
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Train Inspections 


These are made at various points in transit to ascertain 
if milk for the Brookline dealers is being properly iced in cars 
or unduly exposed at shipping stations. While in most cases 
the railroad officials made corrections requested, two instances 
of prolonged laxity were taken up with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission at Washington, in order to obtain needed 
results. 

Licenses 

Three store licenses were revoked, two for improper icing 
and one for persistently accepting milk from an unapproved 
source, as was also the license of one dealer for substituting 
inferior dairies. Six wagon licenses, one cream license, and four 
store licenses were refused because the sources of supply 
were unsatisfactory, while four stores were also refused licenses 
because of improper storage facilities and uncleanliness. There 
have been five new supplies of cream licensed, four of which 
have proven satisfactory, while one will be excluded later, 
unless corrections ordered are complied with. One dealer’s 
permit was cancelled for neglect to make sanitary corrections 
at his creamery, and of the sixteen dairy permits cancelled 
eleven were re-issued after satisfactory corrections had been 
made. 

Quarantine 

Infectious diseases of human origin occurring in districts 
producing milk for Brookline were responsible for the temporary 
exclusion of seven dairy supplies. Six handlers of food and four- 
teen handlers of milk variously exposed to infection, were quar- 
antined. Upon report from the Board of Health laboratory, 
and after investigation, sixteen milch cows were quarantined 
because of bacterial infection found in the milk, three of which 
were subsequently slaughtered. These were in addition to ani- 
mals quarantined under the state law by Dr. Charles W. Delano, 
Inspector of Animals. The investigations made after two or 
more cases of contagious disease had been reported as supplied 
by the same dealer proved that the milk was not responsible. 


FOOD AND DRUGS 
Foodstuffs 


As most of our food supply comes through Boston dealers 
we are afforded much additional protection by the inspectors 
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of that city with whom your agent has co-operated in exclud- 
ing contaminated foods. Our local analytic work, therefore, 
covers only those commodities which, for various reasons, 
were under suspicion or were complained of by local con- 
sumers. Of the four chemical violations (the lowest in many 
years) two resulted in seizures of contaminated food, while two 
interstate commodities were handled by the Federal Depart- 
ment. The inspections other than analytic, revealed much 
more contaminated food than usual. The condemnations 
included considerable quantities of corned beef which had 
evidently been put into pickle after it was unfit for sale, and 
various poultry which dealers had attempted to carry over 
from Thanksgiving to Christmas in their own ice chests. The 
condemnation of milk and cream was because of possible 
infection through contact with persons exposed to contagious 
disease. The sanitary inspection of stores under our local 
health regulations revealed the usual amount of uncleanli- 
ness. The protection of foods from contamination by dogs, 
street dust, and personal contact, and the elimination of 
certain commodities from meat chests, were more rigidly 
insisted upon. One prosecution for uncleanliness and one 
for exposing food were necessary. The supervision of bakeries 
which is conducted in conjunction with the Board’s Sani- 
tary Agent, has resulted in the elimination of several unsani- 
tary basement bakeries and the establishment of a higher 
standard of cleanliness among local bakers. Hearings have 
recently been given those who have not complied with the law, 
with the view of prosecuting for continued violations. 


Ice Cream 


Because of many poor samples of ice cream found as reported 
last year, this commodity has been given closer attention, 
but as our local health regulations do not adequately provide 
for its control, it has been hard to obtain desired results. 
The presenting of revised regulations for adoption by your 
Board has been delayed in order to have them uniform with 
those of adjoining municipalities, and to afford opportunity 
for obtaining a Supreme Court decision upon certain phases 
of control. An improvement in quality is largely due to 
determinations made which showed that the use of homo- 
genized products was invariably responsible for an abnor- 
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mally high bacterial content, and also that certain conditions 
of manufacturing tended to increase, rather than diminish, 
certain sporadic bacteria. 


Drugs 


The work in connection with drugs indicates that the 
local druggists are careful in properly labelling substitutes 
and using only such drugs as are up to the standard required 
by the United States Pharmacopoeia. By a few druggists 
the sale, without prescription, of certain proprietory medi- 
cines containing a large percentage of alcohol to persons 
whom they should know use them for beverage purposes, is 
still continued. While such practice is decidedly undesirable, 
this office has no jurisdiction in the matter so long as the 
fluids sold comply with legal requirements. 


Miscellaneous 


Your Agent has rendered services, whenever possible, to 
various organizations and movements which are interested 
in promoting the public health and welfare. One of the 
most helpful factors in obtaining results in the work has 
been the opportunity afforded to be associated with organiza- 
tions and individuals in the study of various problems con- 
nected with food and drug inspection work, and also the 
excellent co-operation received by those associated with 
this office. Attention is called to the detailed records of 
inspection and the report of the Inspector of Animals which 
follows.

The annual inspection of domestic animals in Brookline 
was made in accordance with Section 17, of Chapter 90 of the 
Revised Laws, at the request of Dr. Howard, the Director of 
the Division of Animal Industry for the State of Massachu- 
setts. 

These inspections were begun in the winter and com- 
pleted in the early spring and consisted of a complete 
physical examination of all domestic animals for the detection 
of contagious or infectious disease, also the stables and 
premises were inspected at this time. 

As a result of these inspections a number of changes were 
recommended and were later complied with. 
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Contagious Disease 


There were no infectious diseases found in these inspections 
and none developed during the year in domestic animals. 

The horses that were quarantined and tested for glanders 
were those that had been out of the state for riding schools 
during the summer, also show horses that had been to the 
different New England Horse Shows. These were quaran- 
tined and tested with the ophthalmic mallein to detect the 
existence of glanders that they might have contracted in 
coming in contact with so many other animals from dif- 
ferent sections of the country. However, there were none 
that were infected. 

The cows that were quarantined and tested for tuberculosis 
were those that were brought in from other states. These 
all proved to be free from the disease. 

The dogs that were examined and quarantined for rabies 
were those that had bitten people and those that had come 
in contact with infected animals. Although there have been 
nine positive cases of rabies in the past year they were in dif- 
ferent sections and apparently had no connection with each 
other. None of the dogs quarantined developed rabies and 
none of the dogs that were destroyed for rabies had bitten 
any persons or other animals. 


Dairies 


At the request of the Milk and Food Agent, Mr. Ward, a 
great deal of time was spent on the special and tuberculin 
tested herds. Asa result of these inspections a more complete 
method of tuberculin testing was thought advisable, this 
applying only to herds that were not certified, or that were 
not in the accredited list but were producing special milk. 
This caused much opposition by the dairymen as it meant 
added expense in testing. But I am satisfied that we were 
justified in insisting on this method by the results obtained, 
as cases were detected that would otherwise have been passed 
and been a possible source of infection later. 

Considerable time was also spent on dairy herds and 
creameries in New Hampshire and Vermont. In a number of 
instances cows that had reacted to the tuberculin test were 
ordered destroyed, and others were quarantined for tempo- 
rary conditions that might affect the milk. 
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Meat Inspection 


At the request of the Agent of Foods and Provisions I 
have made numerous inspections of meat and fish, and in two 
instances fish and meat were found to be unfit for food and 
therefore were condemned and destroyed.

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REPORT OF DIVISION OF FLY AND 
MOSQUITO SUPPRESSION 


Brookline, Mass., January 15, 1923. 
To the Board of Health: 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to submit my twenty-second 
annual report on mosquito suppression and my fourteenth 
annual report on fly suppression. The season was from 
April 26 to September 29, 1922. 

The great nations of the world are making efforts to restrict 
the menace of mosquito plagues. The sickness, suffering and 
torments caused by this insect are the reasons for governments 
promoting expensive plans to suppress the breeding of these 
blood-sucking pests. 

Captains of industry who have established business enter- 
prises in many places without reckoning with the mosquito 
have had to choose between fighting the pest or going out 
of business. 

Real estate owners and operators, face to face with the 
mosquito problem in the development of their land holdings, 
have been forced to fight the mosquito or take the conse- 
quences arising from the depreciation of real estate values 
wherever the pest swarms. 

Federal and many State governments of the United States 
have seen the effects of the ravages of mosquito-borne diseases 
such as malaria, dengue, yellow fever, and the accompanying 
unendurable mosquito nuisance and have had to enter the 
combat in many places where the inhabitants of towns and 
cities were not equipped to make an effective fight against 
the mosquito and the foregoing diseases. 

The eastern half of the State of Massachusetts is a pro- 
jection on the northern edge of an endemic malarial paral- 
lellogram of which the southern border is the gulf shore of the 
southern states. Brookline is in this area where malaria is 
constantly a menace. 

The mosquito nuisance is so troublesome in Metropolitan 
Boston that it destroys all comfort in hot weather and sorely 
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tries human patience and endurance. It is a danger to 
the public health for this reason if for no other. 

The writer has believed for many years that the State of 
Massachusetts, particularly the cities and towns in Metro- 
politan Boston should co-operate with each other to restrict 
the breeding of mosquitoes on their boundary lines and 
within their various jurisdictions. Therefore, the writer 
asked Prof. G. C. Whipple of Harvard University to 
join with him in calling a conference of the citizens, officials, 
and leaders of thought in humanitarian and public health 
work in Metropolitan Boston and to present to such a meeting 
a plan of combating the pest. It was hoped to get state- 
wide action for the abatement of the mosquito nuisance and 
especially to secure the active co-operation of the cities and 
towns in the Metropolitan District. 

A conference was held at Harvard University in July, 1922, 
and the formation of the Anti-Mosquito Association cof 
Massachusetts, Ittcorporated, was the result. 

The United States Government was represented by Dr. 
L. O. Howard, Chief of the Bureau of Entomology of the 
Department of Agriculture. The State of Massachusetts 
sent representatives from its State Health Council and the 
Metropolitan Park Commission. The cities and towns of 
the Metropolitan District sent representatives from their 
Boards of Health and Engineering Departments. The Real 
Estate Exchange of the Boston Chamber of Commerce sent 
a delegate. Representatives of Harvard University came 
from the School of Tropical Medicine, School of Economic 
Entomology and the Department of Sanitary Engineering. 
Many delegates from men’s and women’s clubs from towns 
and cities nearby and at a distance from Boston also appeared 
at this conference at which a demonstration of the methods 
used in Brookline was given. There was a great deal of 
enthusiasm shown at this conference. The large Boston 
daily newspapers contributed liberally of their staff and space 
for the necessary publicity for forwarding the work of the 
abatement of the mosquito nuisance. The importance of the 
movement was recognized generally. 

Committees were formed to draw up plans for the abate- 
ment of the mosquito nuisance in the municipalities sur- 
rounding Brookline and to seek State activity in this matter, 
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for all recognized that the unrestricted presence of large 
swarms of mosquitoes in their municipalities constituted a 
dangerous public health nuisance which should not be toler- 
ated any longer. So much for the penetration of the ‘‘Brook- 
line idea”’ into the surrounding cities and towns. 


Mosquito Suppression 


The rainfall from May 1 to September 30, 1922, was 24.39 
plus inches. It rained sixty-nine days during this period or 
about every other day. There was precipitated about thir- 
teen inches of rain during the months of May and June. It 
was the wettest season we have had for many years. The 
resources of the division were strained to the utmost to meet 
this situation. The men, new workers all but one, responded 
splendidly and the results which are given in a subsequent 
paragraph speak well for the services which they rendered. 

The excellent work done by our, force was hampered by 
three sources of mosquito breeding over which this division 
had no control. From these sources, a mosquito nuisance 
developed in a few areas which permitted mosquitoes to filter 
through into otherwise “‘mosquito-free’’territory. 

The first source of breeding was the continuation of the 
mosquito extermination experiment with gold fish, under 
private auspices at Hall’s Pond. This was done under a 
permit from your Board. The experiment failed last year 
and failed this year. Tests for mosquito breeding were 
made weekly at Hall’s Pond and showed increasing numbers 
of Culex and Anopheles larvae and pupz in the dense, aquatic 
vegetation about the shores of the pond. Many pupe skins 
were observed showing that mosquitoes matured in these 
waters. More mosquitoes were caught per minute around 
Hall’s Pond than at any other place in town. Your Board 
terminated on August 21 the permit given to the Committee 
on Hall’s Pond and ordered the mosquito breeding on the 
private property of the pond to be abated within ten days and 
all mosquito larve and pupz to be destroyed upon the 
land of the town forthwith. The orders of the Board were 
obeyed and mosquito breeding was stopped at Hall’s Pond. 

The second source of breeding was from certain garbage 
receptacles on private property. Your Board ordered the 
inspectors of this division to discontinue the inspections 
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except where the owners were absent from town. This. 
method permits employees to escape responsibility. Further, 
it is the duty and proper work of this division to seek out and 
have access to all sources of mosquito breeding, if we are to 
get efficient results. To deny the Division of Fly and Mos- 
quito Suppression access to all sources of mosquito trouble 
is a long step backward in public health work. The 
practice of former years was to inspect all garbage recep- 
tacles and to hold the inspectors and oilers responsible for 
any mosquito breeding in them. The latter method yielded 
better results for twenty years. 


The third source of breeding was in the water in the conduit 
manholes of the telephone company which are similar to street 


catch-basin breeding places. The numbers and locations of 
these manholes are to be investigated in 1923. 


The ice storm of the winter which felled so many trees 
created many obstacles in our work. Fallen trees dammed ' 
the streams, brush obstructed woodland paths and encum- 
bered pools, ditches, and swamps. Extra work and expense 


was involved in order to overcome this trouble in the southerly 
part of the town. 


Sanitary Inspection. We made over 136,597 systematized 
inspections of about 5,500 lots of land. We found and 
cared for 86,263 receptacles, 15,412 of which contained 
water and of these, 238 showed mosquito ‘‘wigglers.’’ Our 
inspections also revealed 394 pools where mosquito “‘wigglers’”’ 
were found other than catch-basin pools.

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The care given the large number of these small breeding 
places is vital and means the success, or lack of it, in ridding 
the town of the mosquito nuisance. 


There are holes and depressions in trees which hold water 
which are usually inaccessible to our inspectors. Evidence 
of ‘overflow from these holes should be investigated and the 
holes filled with concrete by the owners. 


Petrolizing. The object of this division is to seek out, 
inspect, and treat with oil, every sixteen days, all locations 
which are definitely known to have been the site of standing 
water for one week. 


There were 45,360 applications of oil to about 4,180 catch- 
basins. | 

There were 14,777 inspections of 2080 pools and ditches of 
water. Of these, 424 were small pools found in the highways 
owing to the wet season. These pools were oiled upon inspec- 
tion, if larvae were found. 

The use of oil drips on streams in the southerly part of the 
town was continued this year. 

The work of reducing the large numbers of small pools was 
started in March and was continued until December. As a 
result, 1,136 complaints were removed from our active list as 
abated. There was a total of 6,200 catch-basins and pools 
carried on the active list for petrolizing. 


Dumps. The public dump remains a part of the mosquito 
breeding problem. The surface of all dumps should be matin- 
tained free from all receptacles. Avoid the dumping of brush, 
straw, and grass over such receptacles, for the cans beneath 
this refuse often fill with rainwater and breed mosquitoes. 
A great deal of labor is necessary to reach them and their final 
elimination can be gained only by burial with ashes or earth. 
This warning of dumping abuses, I trust shall be heeded. 


Draining and Filling. The course of every stream in town 
was inspected early in the season and all dams and obstructions 
were removed. Much wet land was therefore dried so that 
mosquito breeding became impossible. The aid of land 
owners in the southerly part of the town was sought to get 
them to drain their swamps and wet land. Aid was 
tendered by the owners in all but one or two instances. 
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The defective condition of certain road culverts in the 
southerly part of the town was called to the attention of the 
Street Department for repair. Surface-water drainage 
flooding land in certain instances was referred also to this 
department. 


The attention of the Park Commission was called to the 
defective drain in the Griggs Road Playground. This large 
drain was opened and the 15” main drain and five 5” laterals 
were found completely choked with ashes or earth. This 
drain was relaid and connected with the old brook channel. 


Amory Park was reported also to the Park Commission. 
Much water stands there in wet weather and does not drain 
‘away owing primarily to blundering engineering in damming 
the Charles River to a certain grade. The Brookline plans 
were made later to conform to the original defective scheme, 
thereby preventing proper drainage of our subsoil and lowlands. 
The Park Department started filling Amory Park to do away ~ 
with this mosquito nuisance. 


I brought to their notice the condition of the ditches of 
Putterham Meadow which are filling in and need clearing and 
re-shaping. The dry laid stone walls are crumbling, damming 
the water in the meadow and surrounding low land. Deeper 
outlet is available and much needed to drain this water-shed. 


The subject of filling the swampy shores of Lost Pond to 
prevent mosquito breeding in the waters there was presented 
to the proper authorities for action. 


The drainage of the Anderson meadows on Clyde Street 
was taken up with the owners and the town authorities are 
awaiting the outcome of engineering studies on the subject. 


The use of the swamp land on Elliot street for dumping 
ashes restricted the outlet ditches of Village Brook. The main 
brook was cleared of obstructions and the laterals in the 
swamps to the south were re-cut, shaped and excavated. 


There is much swamp land in the south part of the town 
which should be filled with clean ashes collected by the town. 
Everywhere in the town where small pools can be done away 
by filling or grading, the attention of the owners is focussed 
upon these places until they are abated. There were no cases 
of malaria reported to your Board for 1922. 
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NIGHT INSPECTIONS 


I have caused about 762 locations to be tested at night for 
mosquitoes. There were two reasons for this night inspection 
work: first, to secure any mosquitoes for the identification of 
species; second, to secure knowledge of the places they were 
most prevalent. The number of mosquitoes caught in a 
measured number of minutes furnished data for an index which 
was used for comparison. Thus, if two mosquitoes were caught 
in one minute, it was recorded as 2.0. If that number was 
caught in ten minutes, it would be recorded as 0.2. 

Of the 762 places under observation and tested for the 
presence of mosquitoes from June to September, in 362 or 
47.5% of these, no mosquitoes were found atalland in 280 
locations or 36.7% but one or two mosquitoes were caught in 
ten-minute periods. Therefore, in 642 or 84% of the 
places tested, no mosquito nuisance was found to exist 
during the season. The index ranged from 0.0 to 0.2. 

There were seventy-three or 9.6% stations which gave an 
index of from 0.3 to 0.9 where a slight temporary mosquito 
nuisance was observed. This was due to transient migratory 
infestations of Aedes Sylvestris along the town boundaries and 
to hidden and reserved places of other species scattered 
throughout the town. 

Of the balance, 7% showed one to seven mosquitoes per 
minute, the majority or 4% yielding one to three per minute and 
the remainder shading off to seven. I feel that the foregoing 
is very satisfactory when it is known that the men of the 
force were mostly new men contending with a great nuisance 
for the first time in the wettest season in years. The following 
tables show this result.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT a 


Fly Suppression 


Flies have been shown to be a public health menace. This 
means that they carry serious diseases from sick to healthy 
persons, particularly to children. 

Infectious diseases are an economic loss to every person in 
the community in many ways, for in the end, the money loss 
involved is assessed upon the people as a whole through the 
cost of food, clothes, and other commodities in small sums, 
even if the people do not know it. Sickness levies its money 
toll upon the whole mass of the people although many persons 
or families may never be afflicted. 

Fly suppression is a form of insurance to protect the people 
of the community from insect-borne diseases and guarantee 
them relief from the physical suffering and money losses 
resulting therefrom. It is a wise government that insures 
against the loss. 

The municipality which is free from fermenting and rotting 
vegetable and animal refuse is the municipality which has 
the fewest flies. The municipal district which is free from 
decomposing filth is the district of the town or city which has 
the fewest flies. Therefore, the number of flies present in any 
given area reflects the relative sanitary condition of that area. 

There has been done much satisfactory work to reduce the 
number of flies, but let us not forget that the task 
will be always with us, imposed because of the social | 
characteristic of mankind to group in smaller or larger 
masses. The life of man in groups is characterized by the 
production and accumulation of masses of food refuse and 
other wastes. Flies breed in this rotting waste if it is neglected 
and not carefully destroyed. Disease is ever present in the 
clustering social groups of humans to be transmitted by the 
flies to other persons in the group if something is not done to 
prevent fly breeding in the organic wastes from habitations. 

Itisnot enough to build sewers and incinerators and to estab- 
lish scavenging systems to remove a part of this refuse. It is 
our duty to seek out the middens (refuse piles) which we are 
prone to build in our yards as our ancestors did and see that 
they are abolished not to recur again as breeding places, food 
for insects, or foci of infestations of vermin of all kinds. 

It is not enough to inspect a portion of the town for this 
organic waste material and abate a part of the fly nuisance 
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and at the same time, reserve a portion of it which must not 
be investigated by this division at all. It is emphati- 
cally necessary that this division shall have access to 
all wastes and organic refuse in town at all times and shall 
know what is being done with it and what is not being done to 
dispose of it properly in order to protect and insure 
the public health against the breeding of flies and the 
scourges of fly-bourne diseases. To do otherwise, by restrict- 
ing the investigation and inspections of this division in its 
efforts to obtain information about insanitary nuisances on 
private property is a decided step backward in municipal 
sanitation which should be corrected without further delay. 

The filth most favorable to fly propagation is exposed and 
neglected animal, vegetable, fruit, and fish wastes, and 
particularly, moist manure of horses, pigs, and cows. Wet 
burlap, billboard waste, waste paper, and cloth also breed 
flies. The fly usually lays its eggs in neglected, moist, organic 
refuse and ten days after it does so, adult insects emerge. 
It takes twenty-four days or more for some of the biting 
flies to mature. Therefore, eight days after filth is produced, 
it should be destroyed or disposed of away from human habi- 
tations in thickly settled cities and towns. 

Sanitary Inspection. The fly and mosquto inspection 
were made jointly and are recorded in the 136,597 inspections 
already referred to under mosquitoes. The object of these 
inspections was: first, to educate the residents to abate the 
insanitary conditions which breed flies; second, to obtain 
data as to the existing conditions favorable to fly breeding; third, 
to secure the sanitary disposal of all animal and vegetable 
waste. 

Manure. There were reported 108 heaps of manure in and 
about stables and gardens. The problem of the proper 
sanitary care and disposal of manure at stables is slowly but 
surely being solved. 

Stables. Of the 100 stables referred to in my report of 1921 
as sheltering animals, I find that the number has been increased 
by ten and this total has been reduced again by nine that 
have been converted into garages. This leaves about ninety- 
two stables occupied for the purpose of sheltering animals. 
The Assessors report 181 horses, 74 cows and 52 swine. 
Therefore, it would seem that we have approximately 1,000 
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tons of potential animal, fly-breeding filth now produced 
annually in Brookline. 

The co-operation of the stable owners was solicited so 
that the stable floors, cellars, and yards should be kept free 
from fly-breeding filth during the breeding season. Again a 
copy of “The Transmission of Diseases by Flies,’’ by he 
United States Public Health Service was mailed to all owners 
of stables. 

Success is assured in fighting fly breeding at stables if the 
stable keepers will clean their stable floors and drains, abolish 
the manure pit, store the manure only in tightly covered cans, 
and remove the manure every week from their premises to 
the country. The use of iron sulphate, borax solution, or 
fuel oil to sprinkle the stall and stable floors helps to destroy 
marty flies developing in the filth. 

Grass. There were 120 persons reported for maintaining 
mixed heaps of grass cuttings, straw, hay, leaves, cloth, burlap, 
excelsior, paper and vegetable refuse. This material would 
not breed flies if thoroughly dried and not permitted to 
ferment. It should be carted to the incinerator. 

Garbage. The inspection by this division of all garbage 
receptacles was stopped by order of the Board, effective 
April 28, 1921. This great source of fly breeding in past 
years has produced from 1,200 to 3,000 garbage nuisances in 
the summer season alone. The garbage nuisances are the 
conditions which breed countless flies. 

The fight against the fly can be made successful only when 
all the restrictions about garbarge receptacles are removed which 
now hamper this division in its work and when all the sources 
of fly breeding can be investigated and acted upon without 
exception. All argument to the contrary is sheer nonsense. 

Privies and Miscellaneous. There were twenty-four privies 
and twenty-one miscellaneous nuisances found by our inspec- 
tors. There were four small carcasses found in a decom- 
posed state and destroyed. The writer referred three nuis- 
ances to the main office of the Board and the Sanitary Agent. 

It gives me pleasure to express my appreciation of the 
cordial and public-spirited co-operation of the residents in 
this work.

REPORT 


The Almshouse 


The Almshouse has been carried on during the year under 
the direction of Mrs. Mary B. Perkins, who has for several 
years filled the position of matron and superintendent most 
efficiently. She has as assistant a man who drives the auto- 
mobile, which is used jointly for the Almshouse and Con- 
tagious Hospital, and who is helpful in various other ways. 
The garden is carried on under his supervision with excellent 
results. The inmates assist so far as they are able and taking 
part in the work adds materially to their interest and content- 
ment. The fresh fruit and vegetables in their season are a 
substantial addition to the food supply and the surplus, under 
the skillful management of Mrs. Perkins, is canned and 
preserved and is used most acceptably during the winter. 

There have been nineteen inmates during the year. Of 
these thirteen have been permanent residents, remaining for 
the entire year. Of the others, six in number, four have been 
present for only a short time. Two women were admitted 
early in the year. They are still present and will probably 
be permanent residents. 

Among those who have been discharged, one is a baby, 
who has been adopted by persons who can provide proper 
care and a suitable home. The mother was willing to give 
up the child as she cannot do more than support herself. 

One man who was discharged was able to find work and has 
become independent of public relief. 

There have been two deaths among the old people; a 
woman who died at the Almshouse after a short illness and a 
man who was removed to the State Hospital at Tewksbury 
and died there a few days later. 

The year closed with fifteen inmates. 

The expense of maintaining the Almshouse has been a little 
larger than for the previous year. The increase is to be found 
mainly in three items: a new automobile, furniture and 
fixtures, and medical attendance. In the early part of the 
year an epidemic of colds prevailed among officials and 
inmates alike and many visits from: the physician in charge 
were required. 

The buildings and general condition of the plant are satis- 
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factory and have received the approval of the State Inspector 
of Almshouses. 
Outdoor Relief 


Relief in the home, or outdoor relief as it is called, has 
been furnished to forty-two families at some time during 
the year. Ina few cases it has been needed during the whole 
twelve months. Two of these families might be aided under 
the Mothers’ Aid law if it were not for their inability or unwill- 
ingness to conform to the rules required for such aid. 

The amount expended for outdoor relief is $8,883.81 a little 
more than last year, but reimbursements to the amount of 
$3,411.28 have substantially reduced this amount and made 
the net cost for this class considerably less than in the previous 
year. 

There has been very little complaint of unemployment 
among men, but in some cases the man of the family has been 
disabled through accident or illness. 


Chapter 118, General Laws (formerly Chapter 763, Acts of 1913). 


Under this law thirty mothers with dependent children 
have been aided at an expense of $15,491.98, almost the same 
amount as expended in the previous year. 

Of the thirty families who have received an allowance, 
twenty have a settlement in Brookline, five in Boston or in 
neighboring towns, and five, having no settlement, are State 
cases. For all these families, reimbursement in greater or 
less amounts has been received making a total of $7,492.39 
and leaving as the net expenditure for this class about the 
same amount as for the preceding year. 

The year opened with twenty-seven families. There have 
been various changes. It was found better to furnish aid 
to three families in the form of outdoor relief and in one case 
the family was found to be eligible for Spanish War Relief. 

Changed conditions have made it possible for four families 
to become self-supporting. 

The year closed with twenty-two families who were receiving 
Mothers’ Aid. | 

There is still a pressing need of better tenements for families 
of small means. Under present housing conditions over- 
crowding and unsanitary living are almost inevitable. 
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Sick 

Twenty-four persons have been aided on account of sickness. 
In most of these cases no other aid has been required. Many 
of these persons live in Boston, though retaining a settlement 
in Brookline. They have been cared for in the City Hospital 
and the expense of this service has been charged to the town. 

Children 

Twenty-five children have been cared for by the town 
during the past year. There are still three at the Hospital 
School for Crippled Children at Canton and two at the Daly 
Industrial School in Dorchester. 

Of the others, thirteen are boarded in homes furnished and 
overseen by visitors from the State Department of Child 
Guardianship or in homes provided by reliable placing-out 
Societies. Some are boarded with relatives where they are 
kindly and suitably cared for.

Walnut Hills Cemetery 


During the year 1922, the work at Walnut Hills Cemetery 
has presented no unusual features. The damage to the 


CEMETERIES 349 


trees and shrubs caused by the ice storm of November, 1921, 
was very great, in some cases so serious as to practically 
destroy the trees, so that it was necessary to take out about 
twenty-five of them. This damage has been repaired as well 
as can be under the special appropriation of $500 made at 
the annual town meeting in 1922. 

The developing for burial purpose of the additional section 
of the grounds for which $1,000 was appropriated in March, 
1922, has been begun, but only part of the appropriation has 
been expended. The unexpended balance is $498.40. A 
greater amount of this work would have been done except 
for the difficulty in obtaining the necessary labor at the time 
when it was best to carry on this particular undertaking. As 
the Trustees reported last year it is deemed wise to extend 
this work over a number of years under annual appropriations. 

The wire-link fence along the southerly line has been erected 
for about 500 feet under the appropriation of last year. The 
total length of this side line is about 1500 feet and the Trustees 
propose that this fence be continued which, when done, will 
complete the fencing of the entire cemetery grounds. 


Brookline Cemetery 


The maintenance and care of the old Brookline Cemetery 
on Walnut Street has received the usual attention. The 
entire expense of this work amounted to $400 of which, 
however, only $200 was charged against the appropriation, 
because the voucher for the last half year was not presented 
until after the books of the Accountant for 1922 had been 
closed. For this reason the $500 appropriation of 1922 shows 
an unexpended balance of $300. Asa result, work amounting 
to $200 done in 1922 will have to be charged against the 
appropriation for 1923. 


Recommendations, 1923 


The Trustees recommend the following appropriations for 
1923. 


Walnut Hills Cemetery: 


(a) An appropriation of one thousand ($1,000) dollars to 
continue the development work of the cemetery grounds to 
make the same available for burial purposes. 
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(b) An appropriation of one thousand ($1,000) dollars 
for the continuing of the wire fence along the line between the 
cemetery grounds and the property of the Weld estate. 


Brookline Cemetery 


(c) An appropriation of $600 for the care and maintenance 
of the old Brookline Cemetery on Walnut Street.

REPORT 


The Board of -Park Commissioners respectfully submits the 
following report of its operations for the year 1922 with 
estimates of expenditures for 1923. . 

By order of the town, all of the public grounds within the 
boundaries of Brookline are under the care of this Board. 
The playgrounds have been principally acquired under 
authority of four appropriations of $100,000 each. There is 
still a balance remaining of $19,329.07 available for the 
purchase of land for playgrounds under the last of these appro- 
priations. 

The general policy of the Board at the present time is in 
favor of the acquisition of small playgrounds for young 
children whenever favorable opportunities arise for their 
acquirement. 

Owing to the expert character of the park force, it is some- 
times called upon to execute work for the town for which 
there may not be specific appropriations. A striking example 
occurred at the time of the great ice storm in November, 
1921, and during the past year, the retaining wall on Harvard 
Street in front of the Legion Building threatened to fall and 
endanger the lives of those passing on the sidewalk. After 
consultation with the Selectmen, the wall was at once removed 
by the Park Department force although no specific appro- 
priation was available for this purpose. The land behind the 
wall was sloped back from the street and a low wall was built 
at the toe end. The total cost of this work was $1,580.37, 
which was defrayed from the Park appropriation. 


Maintenance Appropriation, 1922 ($54,525) 


The total expenditures under the above head were $52,693.13 
leaving an unexpended balance of $1,831.87 to be returned 
to the Treasury. Mr. Edward P. Sheehan has continued 
in charge of the department, as Superintendent and has 
performed his duties faithfully and efficiently. 
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The following tables show the amounts appropriated by 
the town, the amounts expended together with the amounts 
recommended for 1923:

The appropriation for Brookline Field was for the con- 
struction of an additional section of grand stand which has 
been much appreciated by the large crowds attracted by 
match games and also by exhibition and contests among 
pupils of the public schools. 
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Service Building 


A special appropriation of $25,000 having been made for the 
erection of a Park Service Building as designed by the Town 
Engineer, bids were invited and on August 25, the proposals 
were opened. Ten bids were received ranging from 
$16,645 to $30,000 for the erection of a portion of the building 
comprising five bays. The contract was awarded to the 
lowest bidder, Mr. Herman E. Cline, who promptly began 
the work of construction which is well on towards completion, 
but at present work has been suspended on account of the 
severity of the weather. 

The Board has given much consideration to the question of 
the proposed completion of the Park Service building now 
under construction in the Parkway. It can undoubtedly 
be done more economically now than at any future time. 
The growth of the town is so rapid and the demands for 
service so great that all the space will be useful as soon as it is 
made available. 

The resurfacing of the Park Drive and River Road has been 
repeatedly urged upon the department by the residents in 
that part of Brookline and by others using the roads. The 
River Road has been in bad condition for several years and | 
complaints by residents of the town are frequent. Estimate 
$9,000. 

Perhaps there is no game at present played in Brookline 
which is more popular, particularly for those leading a seden- 
tary life, than tennis. For some years it has been the intention 
of the Board to urge upon the town the desirability of pro- 
viding more courts. It was originally planned to erect five 
courts on Brookline Field. The Board now plans to provide 
these courts at an estimated expense of $5,000 and to build a 
concrete curb, driveway and gate at a total expense of $6,300. 

The drains under the Griggs Playground should be relaid 
at an estimated expense of $2,200. 

Devotion School fence, $2,000. This sum is required for the 
construction of a new fence on the southerly side of the Devo- 
tion School lot. 

Heath School paths, $350. This sum is required to replace 
the plank walks at this school. These walks are worn out. 
They have to be taken up and replaced each year and

require to be stored. They have proved expensive. It 
is now planned to surface the paths with bitulithic or some 
other suitable covering at an estimated expense of $350. A 
fence is also required at the Sewall School for which $650 is 
estimated. 

Coasting on the playgrounds in winter can be made much 
more interesting for the children by providing a wooden 
platform and a sharp descent for a short distance and the 
sum of $400 will be required at the Amory Playground for 
this purpose.

REPORT 


During the past year 255 trees were set out to replace 
old trees dead and removed. Trees were watered and ferti- 
lized during the summer where needed. 

Only eight or ten trees were broken down maliciously this 
year. These trees were gingkos on Mason Terrace. 

On the land of the Water Department at Dedham, 20,000 
new trees have been set out and the town forest cared for. 
The town now has there a forest of 60,000 pines. 

The work of destroying gypsy moths and other insects was 
continued as in previous years. Not so much spraying was 
necessary and when creosoting the men found fewer egg 
clusters. 

As we have said heretofore birds would help much more in 
this work were it not for cats, squirrels and hunters. It is 
unfortunate that these cannot be better regulated. 

Birds were fed in the southern part of the town when snow 
was on the ground. 

The town should be made a bird sanctuary. 

If proper planting could be done on the bank between 
the roadways of Beacon Street on the south side of Corey 
Hill it would add greatly to the beauty of this part of the 
town. The expense has thus far deterred the Committee 
from doing this, but it is suggested as a beautiful memorial 
to some citizen. 

This Committee again reports that in its opinion there is 
needed for its work, a building, a yard for its exclusive use, 
and also land for a small nursery. 

We recommend for planting and preserving trees an appro- 
priation of $31,972.16 and for the suppression of insect pests 
$27,731.50 as appears in the Superintendent’s report.

The principal work this past year was the pruning and care 
given to our trees as a result of the severe ice and snow storm 
on November 27 and 28, 1921. 

A large force of men were employed during the entire year 
repairing the damage and we have done the necessary work on 
about one-half of the trees under our charge. 

The Fire Department called on our force several times 
during the dry spells of the spring to assist in controlling 
woodland fires. 

The increase in the number of electric wires in our streets 
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creates a serious danger to the trees. I would call your 
attention to the plans of the Edison Company to increase the 
number of wires and voltage on Dean Road, Druce Street, 
Buckminster Road, Sumner Road and Boylston Street. 
To carry out the Electric Company’s present plans will cause 
severe damage to these trees. 

There are a great many streets where the trees were planted 
by contractors who improperly provided the pits and I 
believe we should assist these trees by placing proper ferti- 
lizer in the pits. I have included the sum of $600 for 
this purpose. 

Bird Warden Report 

The usual feeding stations in the south part of the town 
were maintained. The sum of $50 included in our appropria- 
tion meets the requirements of feeding the birds after the 
ground is covered with snow.

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It is gratifying to report that the gypsy moth long the 
most formidable enemy to our foliage is well under control in 
Brookline. 

The appropriation this year is considerably reduced for 
this reason. 

There remain, however, other serious enemies to our foliage 
as the elm leaf beetle, canker worm, and leaf roller. The 
continued presence of these insects make necessary the 
spraying items. 

The winter work on gypsy moths of creosoting the egg 
clusters should be carried on. It is by this means the depart- 
ment will be able to continue its control of this pest. 

The leopard moth is still with us; he is taken care of at the 
time the pruning work is done on our trees.

REPORT 


The Brookline Water Board herewith submits its forty- 
seventh annual report, it being for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1922. 

As in former years, the reports of the superintendent of the 
works and the engineers of the pumping stations, with pump- 
ing statistics, are appended. 

At the town meeting held March 7, 1922, Timothy J. 
Burke was re-elected a member of the Board for three years. 
The Board organized with the choice of Nathaniel U. Walker 
as chairman. Z. R. Forbes was appointed registrar and clerk, 
and F. F. Forbes, superintendent. 

At the annual town meeting appropriations for extending 
water mains in certain new streets being built in what was 
formerly the Blake Estate and in Newton Street, westerly from 
Hammond Street, to and through property in process of devel- 
opment, known as Rockwood, were made. The necessary 
pipe for these extensions was purchased but a part, only, was 
used, as the development of these properties was temporarily 
suspended. The unexpended balance in the extension account 
is due to this cause. 

It is probable that it will be necessary to complete the 
extension of the mains in the Blake Estate property in the 
near future, possibly during the coming year, and an allowance 
has accordingly been made therefor in the amount recom- 
mended for general extensions. 

Other extensions of street mains were made, a detail of 
which appears in the report of the Superintendent, making a 
total of about one and one-half miles laid during the past 
year. One hundred and eighty-four new service pipes were 
laid and thirty-three relaid, which is the largest season’s 
record for this work since 1917. 

It has been impossible to proceed with the work of repairing 
and renewing the driven well system as planned on account 
of high water which prevailed throughout a greater part of 
the season. Pipe and fittings for this work have been pur- 
chased and are now on hand and will be available for use as 
soon as conditions permit. Of the amount appropriated 
for these repairs $3,038.27 only was expended. 
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It is necessary that these repairs and renewals should be 
made as soon as possible, as a great portion of these wells 
have been in service nearly thirty years and are corroded to 
such an extent that their efficiency is greatly impaired. An 
item of $10,000 has been included in the maintenance account 
for the coming year for this purpose. 


On account of the scarcity and high price of coal the usual 
amount purchased during the fall was not secured; this leaves 
an unexpended balance for this item of general maintenance of 
$6,400. A sum has been included in the general maintenance 
account for the coming year to provide for a sufficient amount 
of coal to make up the deficit of the present supply. 


The high efficiency of the filter has been fully maintained 
throughout the year and an abundant supply of water, free 
from sediment, has been available at all times. 


The administration building at the filter plant has been 
provided with electric service, which greatly facilitates the 
work carried on there; all buildings and other property of the 
department are in good condition and will require nospecial 
outlay the coming year. 


The regulations governing the furnishing and maintaining 
secondary or auxiliary meters and the laying of service pipes 
for different classes of buildings have been thoroughly revised. 
This was deemed necessary in order to establish a uniform of 
method of supplying water to small buildings, especially those 
erected for mercantile and garage purposes. 


The revised regulations are as follows: 


4. “‘When water shall be supplied to more than one taker 
through a single service, the bill for the whole supply furnished 
through such service shall be made either to the owner of the 
estate or to some one tenant who shall agree to be responsible 
therefor. If additional or auxiliary meters are desired for, 
showing sub-division of any supply, they shall be furnished 
and set at the expense of the owner or consumer. In case 
of non-payment, the water may be shut off, notwithstanding 
one or more takers may have paid their proportion to such 
owner or tenant.”’ 


7. “All service pipes shall be laid from the street main 
o the streetgline by the Water Department; current prices 
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will be charged for labor and materials furnished in extending 
pipes in private property.” 


(a) For single dwelling houses: One, one-inch service 
pipe, laid to the street line, will be furnished by 
the town. If a larger pipe is required, the addi- 
tional expense shall be paid by the owner. If more 
than one, one-inch service pipe is desired, the extra 
expense shall be paid by the owner of the premises. 


(b) For apartment houses: Apartment houses con- 
taining four or more apartments, may, at the 
option of the Water Board, be supplied by service 
pipes larger than one inch, laid to the street line 
at the expense of the town. 


(c) For private garages: The entire expense for labor 
and materials furnished in laying service pipes 
for all private garages shall be paid by the owner 
of the premises. 


(d) For public garages: Garages to contain ten or 
more cars, may, at the option of the Water Board, 
be supplied by service pipes larger than one inch, 
laid to the street line at the expense of the town. 


(e) For stores: All buildings erected for store or 
mercantile purposes will be furnished one service 
pipe laid to the street line at the expense of the 
town, the size of such service pipe to be determined 
by the Water Board. Should additional service 
pipes be desired for separate stores in the said 
building, the entire additional expense shall be 
paid by the owner of the premises. 


(f) For elevators: The entire expense of labor and 
materials furnished in laying service pipes for 
elevators shall be paid by the owner of the prem- 
ises supplied. 


With the passing years improvements should be made 
to maintain the efficiency of the water system at its best, 
and one of the most important of these is a fire service to 
keep apace with the increase of buildings. Very little has 
been done to date in replacing the mains, laid nearly fifty 
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years ago, with larger ones, but as Brookline is now growing 
so fast, not only in population, but in buildings of very large 
dimensions, a beginning should be made at once in certain 
parts of the town where most needed. That part of the 
town in which the needs seem the most urgent is from Long- 
wood Avenue, southeasterly, to the railroad. This whole 
district would be greatly benefited by relaying the mains in a 
part of Kent and Colchester Streets. 

The mains in these streets are only six inches in diameter, 
and all the mains in connecting streets are no larger. These 
mains were laid forty-nine years ago, and it is quite probable 
that after so many years of use their original capacity is 
reduced at least one-third. If the proposed large apartment 
building is erected on Colchester Street, the present fire supply 
would be wholly inadequate. 

It also seems quite probable that this part of the town will 
gradually be used for much larger buildings than those at 
present situated there. Taking all these forecasts into 
consideration, it would seem wise to replace the mains in 
these streets the coming season with larger ones not smaller 
than twelve inches in diameter. The main in Kent Street 
would connect with the large mains in Beacon Street on one 
end and a 10 inch pipe in Kent Square on the other. The 
estimated cost of this work would be $18,200. which amount 
we hope will be appropriated at the coming town meeting.

SUPERINTENDENT'S ‘REPORT 


Brookline, Mass., December 30, 1922. 
To the Brookline Water Board: 


Gentlemen:—I respectfully submit the forty-sixth annual 
report of the Superintendent of the Water Works for the 
year ending December 31, 1922. 

A brief review of the work of the Water Department for 
the year just passed, and comparison in part with former 
years is as follows:

From the above it will be seen that more than two and one- 
half times as many feet of street mains were laid in 1922 as 
during the four previous years; and the number of service 
pipes added shows a remarkable increase. The list of streets 
in which mains were laid is given later in the report. Very 
much more rock was found in Boylston and Newton streets 
than the surface indicated, and as a consequence the estimate 
in each of these streets was much exceeded. 

No leaks have occurred in the force main, and only one in 
the street mains. Leaks in service pipes have been mostly 
in the lead connections caused in nearly every case by settle- 
ment resulting from adjoining excavation. 

The filter has continued to give excellent results, removing 
all the manganese — the mineral which gave the most trouble 
of all — and 95 per cent of the iron. The water delivered to 
the consumer has been uniformly clear and sparkling and free 
of all odors and tastes. A careful study of the iron penetra- 
tion in the sand since it was first put in use nearly six years 
ago, shows that it is not the most economical way to remove 
all the sand which shows traces of iron at each scraping and 
add new clean sand sufficient to bring the filter back to grade, 
but to add less sand or none at all until only about eighteen 
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inches of sand remains, the minimum depth which will insure 
proper filtration. The remaining sand should then all be 
taken out and the filter filled to the proper height with clean 
sand. This method of operation will require an additional 
sand court for storing the sand. The court can be built 
between the filter and tricklers at an expense of about $1,500 
and this sum is included in the estimates for the coming year. 

The tricklers have been operated in the usual way and so 
far show no signs of clogging. 

The pumping machinery at both stations, with the excep- 
tion of the steam turbines, have required only the ordinary 
repairs and all are now in No. 1 condition. Two of the cases 
of the turbines showed cracks adjoining the nozzles, both of 
which have been replaced. Two rotors have been rebucketed. 
The extra parts mentioned in the last report as necessary 
have been purchased and are on hand — in fact some have 
been used. ) 

The consumption of water shows an increase of about 
two per cent — less than the increase in the number of service 
pipes. 

The unusual rainfall of July and August raised the water 
in the lands in which the driven wells are located to such an 
extent that it was impracticable to renew any of them, much 
to our disappointment. All of the appropriation except that 
expended for materials and labor fitting them for use remains 
unexpended. It is hoped the coming year conditions will 
be more favorable and this work can be done, as it is very 
important that these repairs should be made. 

In the appropriation of last year $1,000 was included for 
lowering the force main in the cedar swamp. These mains 
were uncovered in several places and a careful examination 
of the caps and piles made, and it was found that the mains 
were reasonably safe for two or three years, and it was thought 
best to postpone the work for a time. When the mains are 
lowered, provisions should be made for a third force main which 
will be required in a few years; the cost, however, will be 
considerably more than $1,000. This appropriation is 
unexpended and will be turned back to the town. 

The telephone and indicator lines which were destroyed 
by the severe ice storm of November, 1921, have been rebuilt 
and are now in excellent condition. 
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The expense of meter repairs was somewhat larger than 
estimated: 1,016 were tested and 565 repaired. It is the 
purpose of the department to keep all meters so that they 
will register correctly, and in order to do this many must be 
overhauled long before they break down. 


The usual care has been taken of the hydrants, reservoirs, 
grounds, and all other parts not above mentioned and a detailed 
account of which hardly seems necessary at this time. 

For a detail of the water consumed and pipe laid, etc., atten- 
tion is called to the tables appended, all of which is respect- 
fully submitted.

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LOW-SERVICE ENGINEER’S REPORT 


Low-Service Pumping Station, West Roxbury, Mass. 
December 30, 1922. 
To the Brookline Water Board: 

Gentlemen:—I have the honor to present the forty-sixth 
annual report of the Engineer for the year ending December 
SL O22: 

1,308,555,416 gallons of water was pumped to Brookline 
during the year; 23,736,097 gallons more than last year. 
The consumption of coal was over 260 tons less than last 
year. The amount of water pumped by the turbines is not 
given as a recent test of the Venturi recorder indicates that a 
deposit has formed again in the throat of the Venturi meter. ’ 


Boilers 


The boilers are in good condition. A persistent leak in the 
steam nozzle of boiler No. 4, which could not be stopped by 
caulking, was repaired by welding the flange of the nozzle to 
the shell of the boiler. The shaking grates on boilers No. 
3 and No. 4 are working satisfactorily. A saving of coal 
would be effected by fitting boilers No. 2 and No. 1 with 
similar grates. 

Turbines 


The turbines have required considerable repairs in order 
to keep them in good running order. The rotor of turbine 
No. 3 has been rebucketed. A new rotor case has been 
fitted on turbine No. 1, as the old rotor case was defective 
owing to a crack in the steam chest. A new and stronger 
rotor case is now being fitted on turbine No. 2, which showed a 
crack in the steam chest similar to that in turbine No. 1. 


Engines 


The pumping engines are in good running order. The steam 
cylinder of the electric light engine needs to be rebored and a 
new piston fitted to it. A duplicate air compressor for 
supplying the air chambers of the main pumps is needed 
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- in order that the present air compressor can be overhauled 
when necessary. 

A detailed account of all the repairs and alterations on the 
machinery at this station is noted in my weekly reports to 
the Water Board. 

I subjoin tables showing the record of the pumping engines, 
all of which is respectfully submitted.

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SIXTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Trustees of the Public Library of Brookline present 
their sixty-sixth annual report, covering its operations for 
the past year. 

The library’s affairs have moved smoothly and well during 
the year under the efficient management of the Librarian 
and her staff. Although the growth of the library’s patron- 
age, as shown by the circulation statistics, has not been so 
marked as in the two previous years, the exceptional advance 
in circulation shown in those years has been maintained, the 
total number of books issued for home use from the main 
library and its branches during the year having been 311,487 
as compared with 309,817 in 1921. As the abnormal condi- 
tions of unrest existing during the years immediately follow- 
ing the close of the world war may be said to have accounted, 
in large measure, for the popular demand for all kinds of 
literature, particularly that relating to world problems, so 
it may now be said that while the previous years’ rapid rate 
of growth in the circulation has not been continued, there 
has been no decline from the high figures attained in more 
strenuous times. 

The unrecorded circulation, that is to say, the use of books, 
periodical literature and newspapers in the teading-rooms 
by students and general readers should not be lost sight of in 
reviewing the purposes which the public library serves. These 
include an extensive use of their facilities by pupils of the 
schools and colleges, engaged in the study of special subjects 
as well as by the larger number of patrons who, for various 
reasons, prefer to read in the library rather than at home. 

As will be found by reference to the appendix relating 
to the character of the library’s circulation, the figures show 
that while adult fiction still holds its usual lead, it is hardly 
holding its own, its percentage being 66.4 per cent of the 
total circulation for the past year, compared with 69.1 per 
cent for the year previous. Meanwhile books of history, 
travel, science, the arts, biography, sociology and other solid 
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reading are found to be in greater demand from the library’s 
patrons. This tendency has been particularly notable in 
respect of certain contemporary biographies, the call for this 
class of books necessitating the purchase of almost as many 
copies as of some of the popular novels. The Librarian’s 
statistics show that 5,629 volumes have been added to the 
library during the year, including all new books purchased, - 
replacements of old books and by the binding of periodicals. 
Deducting the books withdrawn or lost, the net accessions, 
excluding pamphlets, for the year has been 3,465, bringing 
the total number of books in the library at the present time 
up to 109,930. The total expenditure for books, maps, 
periodicals and binding absorbed nearly one-fifth of the 
annual appropriation for the library, which may be regarded 
as an adequate proportionate outlay for this purpose, con- 
sidering the continued high price of books which still command 
peak prices. The ordinary new novel, the average price of , 
which was formerly $1.50, now costs $2.00 or more. The 
price of other publications remain correspondingly high. 

The Trustees recommend that the annual appropriation 
for the library for the coming year be $60,600, which is approxi- 
mately the same amount as the appropriation for the previous 
year. By careful economy and management it has been 
found possible to keep expenditures within the appropriation 
without seriously impairing the service which the people of 
Brookline desire and have a right to expect. The Trustees 
believe that by maintaining that standard they will satisfy 
requirements for the present. During the period necessary 
to become accustomed to the changes in municipal effort 
and expenditure, which has arisen since the entrance of the 
country into the war, the Trustees have deemed it prudent 
and advisable to withhold, as far as possible, recommendations 
for larger expenditure and additional facilities for carrying 
on and advancing the work of the library. It is their duty, 
however, to point out at this time that the rapid increase 
in the patronage of some of the library’s branches, more 
particularly in the case of that at Coolidge Corner, makes it 
evident that a larger and more suitable library building 
there will very soon become necessary, if the demand for 
adequate accommodation in that rapidly growing section 
of the town is to be met. It is pertinent to suggest in this 
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connection that as Brookline takes a proper pride in the 
exceptional efficiency and equipment of her town govern- 
ment, there should be no abatement of this satisfaction 
occasioned by allowing any of her various departments to lag 
behind in any respect. Her model schoolhouses, recreation 
buildings and grounds and the equipment of other depart- 
ments, located in the different sections of the town, satisfy 
the demands as well as the tastes of the dwellers in these 
sections. Our central library building furnishes a model in 
this respect. Its branches, however, for the uses of which 
there is a constantly increasing demand, are inadequate for 
this purpose, both from a utilitarian and an artistic stand- 
point. It seems to the Trustees a not extravagant aspiration 
that these conditions should be met and corrected as soon as 
circumstances will permit. 

The past year represents the first full year of service of 
the Chestnut Hill Branch Library. The circulation of books 
has shown a steady increase, giving satisfactory evidence of 
the usefulness of this branch. Here, too, the need of a branch 
building is urgent if not imperative. 

Owing to the continued demand for library privileges in 
the Heath District, the experiment of establishing a reading- 
room in the Heath School was made for the second time. 
This experiment was undertaken with some misgivings on 
account of the location which was remote from the main road. 
These misgivings were justified by the result. The patron- 
age was small and the undertaking did not warrant its con- 
tinuance after March. 

There has been an increasing number of changes in the 
Librarian’s staff during the year for various reasons, among 
which has been the fact that library assistants could command 
higher salaries and more responsible positions in other libra- 
ries. The trained assistant in the libraries, whose hours of 
duty are long and who works on sacred as well as on secular 
days, excepting only legal holidays, may reasonably expect 
at least as high a salary as that received by the average 
public school teacher whose duties call for no higher grade of 
intelligence, and whose hours of daily duty and days of service 
are less than those of the library. 

The Trustees received with regret the resignation of Miss 
Helen Claflin, head cataloguer, and a valued member of the 
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staff since 1918; also of Miss Mary Davis, the first librarian 
of the High School Library, established in 1917. Miss 
Davis had accomplished the difficult task of establishing on a 
firm foundation a large branch of the library, made up of 
about 3,000 volumes and many pamphlets, maps and pictures 
to serve a school of 1,300 pupils. The school, through its 
principal, has expressed a cordial appreciation of this work. 
Up to the end of the year the Trustees had not been able 
to secure the services of a head cataloguer to fill permanently 
the vacancy occasioned by Miss Claflin’s resignation, it 
having been found that the salary attached to the position 
offered insufficient inducement to those competent to per- 
form the work and whose services were sought for. 

The Trustees have recently been notified of a bequest which 
is to come to the library through the will of Miss Alice W. 
Bancroft of Brookline, $1,000, ‘‘the income from which,”’ 
to quote the will “shall be used for the purchase of books , 
relating to animals, preferably to the welfare and best interest 
of domestic animals.’’ 

There have been no changes either in the membership or 
the organization of the Board of Trustees during the year. 
At the annual town meeting of the Board of Trusteesin March, 
Edward Stanwood was re-elected chairman, Walter Hum- 
phreys, secretary, Henry W. Lamb, treasurer, and George F. 
Babbitt, Arthur L. Endicott and Henry W. Lamb, Library 
Committee with Edward Stanwood serving as a member ex- 
officio. Arthur L. Endicott, Desmond Fitzgerald and 
Thomas F. McManus were re-elected members of the Finance 
Committee. Miss Louisa M. Hooper was reappointed 
Librarian. Arthur L. Endicott, Desmond FitzGerald, 
Thomas F. McManus and Ralph A. Stewart, the four mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees whose terms expired by limita- 
tion, were unanimously elected to succeed themselves at 
the town meeting in March.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


Brookline, Mass., January 1, 1923. 


To the Trustees of the Public Library: 

Gentlemen:—My twenty-first report, the sixty-sixth in the 
history of the library, is herewith submitted. 

While our records show a busy year, our gain in the total 
issue of books over last year is only a small one. In 1922, 
311,487 volumes were circulated from the library and its 
branches, against 309,817 in 1921. Many theories are 
advanced by librarians in trying to explain their figures of 
circulation. It has been suggested that the rapid increase 
in the number of automobiles, the popularity of the movies 
and the decrease in unemployment may have brought about 
the lessened circulation shown by the records of many libraries ' 
in 1922. These attempts are not very profitable unless 
they point out ways in which we have failed to serve the 
public and to suggest improvements for the future. 

Our book circulation in Brookline is still a large one in 
proportion to our population, as compared to that of other 
libraries — being 7.88 per capita. Our registration of bor- 
rowers is estimated to be at present 12,097 in a population of 
about 39,500. This figure of registration is a conservative 
one, taking into account only borrowers who have used their 
cards within 1921-22. It would be larger if the library were 
within easy reach of all parts of town, and if its resources 
were more thoroughly known. The registration of at least 
one-third of the population seems to be the rule in a great 
many adequate modern public libraries, as shown by their 
figures. It is, however, exceedingly difficult to keep statistics 
of registration in accurate and intelligible form, hence exact 
comparisons are impossible. 

The library has now occupied its present building for over 
twelve years, a length of time sufficient to test its practical 
qualities in every respect. It has stood the test splendidly, 
although no one could expect a building planned for growing 
and expanding needs to be without fault. A very great 
improvement in the administrative quarters on the main 
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floor has been made recently by cutting a door from the 
cataloguing room to the Librarian’s office. The addition 
of more photograph cases in the West Basement room is 
urgently needed, as our present ones are overflowing. 

A second telephone would relieve the constant demands on 
the one now in use and enable the public to reach the library 
more readily than is now possible. 

The use of the lecture hall and of the other rooms in the 
library building available for lectures, committees, etc., has 
been constant. The library renders an important public 
service in providing these rooms, and attracts more and more 
within its walls for one purpose or another a very large number 
of citizens. Regular meetings have been held by the Brook- 
line League of Women Voters, the Brookline Bird Club, 
Brookline Civic Society including its regular Art Exhibit, 
Boy Scouts; and occasional meetings of the Brookline Friendly 
Society, Brookline Branch of the Massachusetts Citizens’ 
Alliance, the Red Cross, Brookline Woman’s Club, Parent- 
Teacher Association, Massachusetts Association for the 
Blind, and Girl Scouts. 


Reference Department 


It would be hard to over-estimate the importance of the 
work conducted by the Reference Department both at the 
main library and at the branches. While much of it is 
concerned with providing material for the students living 
in Brookline, but studying in the dozen or more colleges and 
special schools of Greater Boston, and also the pupils in our 
own Brookline schools, many and various demands are made 
by an inquiring public which turns to the library for help in 
an astonishing variety of problems. It is a constant test 
of the ability and ingenuity of the staff, and of the sufficiency 
of the library’s resources to answer the questions and furnish 
the material asked for. The public wants information on 
every aspect of Brookline, its history, government, its present 
day enterprises, old maps, etc. The extent of other requests 
is shown by the following brief list taken from actual requests 
recently made: history of the town meeting, treatment of 
photographs, effects of environment on animals, cotton 
industry in Manchester, N. H., Turkish situation, chemical 
products in commerce, “‘where and when can I register? I 
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voted in the primary, but my husband says I have to register 
again for the election,’’ how to paint lustre ware, illustrations 
of fireplace designs, formation of the English cabinet, growth 
of the labor union, ‘books with regards to bookkeeping,’ 
the length of a year in the time of Jacob, pictures of Spanish 
galleons, an inscription that a lady once saw on one of the 
great sequoias, industrial chemistry applied to manufacture of 
silk, location and historical connection of Islands in the 
Mediterranean, books on felting and the asphalt shingle 
business, drop forging and what tools to get for it, a book on 
hieroglyphics for a boy who found the article in the New 
International ‘“‘a little bit far fetched for me,’’ recent dis- 
coveries in regard to the Stone Age. This list might be 
indefinitely prolonged. It is given here to show some of the 
uses to which our books are put, and also to show why it is 
necessary for us to employ assistants with intelligence and 
training. The department has been strengthened by a 
new set of the New International Encyclopedia, the London 
Times Atlas and Gazetteer, Glazebrook’s Dictionary of 
Applied Physics, and Thomson’s Outlines of Science. Sets 
of the World Book, the most useful of the cyclopedias for 
young folks, have been bought for Coolidge Corner and for 
the High School. 


Coolidge Corner Branch 


The Branch at Coolidge Corner is the outgrowth of a 
deposit station established in 1904 in a drug store. This 
became a branch in 1913 in a room of its own at 277 Harvard 
Street and in December, 1915, its present building was occu- 
pied by the town. A remodelled dwelling house, purchased 
by the town, this building has served its purposes extremely 
well for seven years, but it is at best a small branch in a 
neighborhood of city proportions. .The immediate need is 
for an adequate children’s room with a separate entrance. 
The problem of discipline in a library room where readers of 
all ages are accommodated is difficult at: all times, and still 
more so where the constant coming and going of borrowers 
at the issue desk creates disturbance. It has been found 
impossible to use the upstairs room, as originally suggested, 
for children because of the incessant noise over the stairs 
which this would occasion. The question to be decided soon 
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is whether it is advisable to enlarge the library accommoda- 
tions by using the ell of the building now occupied by the 
janitor. This ell is only 16 x 20 feet and would have 
to be partly rebuilt in order to furnish even a fair-sized chil- 
dren’s room. It is questionable whether the expense involved 
would furnish satisfactory results. 

There is no doubt but*that a branch building, especially 
designed for the uses of a library will be needed in the future. 
The problem is whether, if the town wishes to meet the 
increasing needs of its biggest centre of population, it should 
not build soon. It seems certain that such a building as 
those recently built in Springfield for branch purposes would 
very largely increase the work now done at Coolidge Corner. 
Is it not true that Coolidge Corner deserves better equipment? 

The hours of this branch were lengthened by opening it in 
the mornings, beginning February 27. This has had excellent 
results in giving better service to the public, as it has spread 
the large circulation of books over the whole day. It has been 
met with great satisfaction by readers and has been a deserved 
relief to the staff. A new tier of shelving has been built in 
the upstairs room, and a large sign has been placed near the 
front door giving the hours of opening in type large enough to 
be seen from the street cars. A sign directing people to 
the branch is greatly needed at the transfer station, and this 
has been promised by the Street Department. 

83,871 books have been given out in 1922 against 80,010 
in 1921. Nine hundred new borrowers were registered through 
the branch. 

Chestnut Hill Branch 

The first whole year at the newly established branch at 
Chestnut Hill shows a steady growth of the use of the reading 
room and of the issue of books for home use. 14,226 volumes 
were given out in 1922, and eighty-nine new borrowers were 
registered. The problem of discipline has been most success- 
fully met by Mrs. Siebens, whose management of the branch 
has been excellent. This question of discipline, always 
present where all ages congregate in one small reading room 
necessitates a capable and experienced custodian for the 
branch. The use of a vestibule in common with the little 
shop next door where an easy familiarity is the rule, is one 
of the chief factors in this problem, and makes us long for the 
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building of our own so carefully planned a few years ago. 
It would be ideal if in Brookline the habit prevailed, so 
common in many places, of gifts to the town of land and 
buildings for branch libraries, from wealthy and benevolent 


book lovers. 
Sewall Reading Room 


The reading room in the Sewall School House has con- 
tinued to flourish in the Kindergarten Room to which it was 
moved last year. Mr. Ball has again taken charge of this 
room. 3,285 books were issued for home use in 1922 against 
3,183 in 1921. Nineteen new borrowers were registered. 


Heath Reading Room 


The experiment was made in 1921-22 of opening a reading 
room in the Heath School in answer to an insistent demand 
for books in the little settlement adjoining the school property. 
That this reading room was not sufficiently used to seem a 
profitable expense to the library is much regretted by the 
Librarian. It was closed March 31, 1922. It would not 
have been possible to open it again in the autumn in any 
event, as the town on the advice of the Committee of Thirty 
cut off the entire appropriation of $250 allowed for janitor 


service. 
High School 


The work of the High School Library has grown with the 
larger attendance at the school, which has increased during 
the last five years from 700 to over 1,300 pupils. The collec- 
tion of books now in the library is 2,956 volumes. The circu- 
lation of books for home use has increased from 5,399 volumes 
in 1918 to 11,447 in 1922. The reference work and the constant 
hourly use of the library has increased even more, as the 
teachers in all departments have come each year to build 
their courses more and more about the books which have been 
bought for the library at their request. The school library 
is now the book laboratory of all departments. 

Lessons in the use of the library and its reference books 
have been given during the year to all classes by the Librarian 
as part of the required work in English. 

The Girl’s Glee Club gave a concert in May, from which 
the proceeds, $30, were spent in books about music and a 
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musical magazine for the library. A book case especially 
for this collection was made and given by the Manual Train- 
ing Department. 

The work of the library, established in the autumn of 1917, 
is no longer experimental. It is now generally regarded as an 
essential department of the school, and Miss Davis can look 
back with pride on her work of five years. 


Children’s Department 


The Children’s Department has issued more books than 
ever, 31,982 against 31,179 in 1921. 10,468 books have been 
-sent to teachers in 113 Grades, and the teachers have reported 
a circulation of 24,984; both figures show a substantial gain 
-over last year. 5,002 mounted pictures were also sent to 
the schools. 

Twenty-one classes of the seventh, eighth and ninth grades 
-came to the library for instruction in the use of the catalogue 
and a few reference books, a total of 784 children. 

Twenty-six story hours were ‘held with an attendance of 
1,148 and two kindergarten classes also for story telling were 
brought to the Children’s Department. The work as a 
whole has been most satisfactory, the staff having worked 
together harmoniously with excellent results. 


The Staff 


The library has sustained several serious losses in per- 
sonnel during the year. Miss Helen Claflin, since 1918 head 
cataloguer and valued member of the staff, left in October 
to take up High School Library Work in her home town of 
Attleboro. Miss Claflin’s unselfish devotion to the library 
and to the professional improvement of the staff as a whole, 
made her an invaluable member of our library family. Her 
place is exceedingly hard to fill. 

Miss Mary Davis, first and only librarian so far of our High 
School, leaves us with the close of the year, after more than 
five years of most successful work in building up and con- 
ducting the school library. Miss Davis will be missed not 
only for her fine work in the school, but also for her co-opera- 
tion in every department of the public library. Miss Davis 
will be succeeded by Mrs. Caroline Siebens, whose year of 
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work at our Chestnut Hill Branch has shown her ability in 
dealing with young people, as well as many other qualities 
which would enable her to conduct the High School Library 
with success. Mrs. Siebens has had twelve years of expe- 
rience as a high school teacher in Boston, during eight of which 
she was at the Girls’ Latin School where she was in charge 
of the School Library. Mrs. Siebens will be succeeded at 
the Chestnut Hill Branch by Miss Mary Walker, whose pre- 
vious training should help her in the work of the branch 
where young people predominate, and where the firm hand of 
an experienced teacher should help in keeping rather than 
in restoring order. | 

Miss Virginia Frost, assistant in the Order Department 
since 1920, left in November to accept a position in a hospital 
library. Miss Eunice Hunt, for a year an assistant in the 
Issue Department, left in September to be married. Both 
Miss Frost and Miss Hunt are much regretted by the Librarian 
and staff. Miss Alice Gardner, an assistant in the Issue 
Department left us in April because of ill health, after only 
four and a half months of service. Miss Caroline Whittemore, 
for a year assistant in the Issue Department, was granted 
leave of absence in September for a year to take the course 
of Library Science at the New York State Library School. 
In her absence Miss Lillian Sweet has been engaged to take 
her place. 

Other positions in the Issue Department have been filled 
by Miss Anne Gibbons, Miss Elizabeth Merrill, Miss Elizabeth 
Hinckley and Miss Katharine Skinner. 

The library has naturally suffered in the last two years 
in losing an unprecedented number of assistants, whose 
laboriously acquired knowledge of the library and its contents 
and of local conditions, is replaced slowly and with difficulty. 
The responsibility placed in the meantime on a few-of our 
older assistants has been very great and at times wearing. To 
the kindness of Miss Susan Crampton, the library is under 
deep obligation for giving lessons in reference work to the 
nine younger members of our staff who have had no technical 
training. 

Statistics, 1922 

The library has sent during the year to various parts of 

Brookline 122 collections of books for reading on the premises 
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and for home use. This includes four branches (one of 
which is now discontinued) the High School Library, two fire 
engine houses, 113 school rooms, both public and parochial, 
and one Sunday School Library. The library has also sent 
books to a recreation centre, to the camp for girls run by the 
Civic Society, and for Brookline girls to two private camps. 

During 1922, 311,487 books have been issued for home use 
from the main library and its branches. 1043 pictures were 
issued from the adult collection and 5,002 from the school 
collection. 

During the year books were sent from the main library to 
the branches, etc., in all 7,269 volumes, being a smaller number 
than last year because of the increase in the permanent 
collections belonging to the branches. To Coolidge Corner 
were sent 3,889 volumes, to Chestnut Hill 2,032, to Sewall, 400, 
to Heath 37, to two fire-engine houses 289, and to the High 
School 622. 

The total number of new borrowers registered during 
1922 is 2,592, a decrease of 526 from 1921. The figures of 
registration are based on the fact that all borrowers’ cards 
in the adult department expire automatically two years 
from the date of issue, and in the children’s department three 
years from the date of issue. Only. those are counted as 
active readers who have used their cards within this limit. 
During 1921 and 1922 there were 9,664 active readers in the 
adult department, of whom 1,945 were new borrowers in 
1922. During 1920-22 there were 2,433 active readers in 
the children’s department, of whom 647 were new borrowers 
in 1922. The total number of cards in active use at the 
present time as nearly as we can estimate is 12,097. The new 
registration at the branches included in the figure above, 
is as follows: Coolidge Corner, 900; Chestnut Hill 89; Sewall 
19; Heath 5. 

The registration of non-residents occupied in various 
capacities in Brookline numbers 206. This includes eighty- 
three teachers, twenty-one pupils who pay tuition in the 
public schools, seventy-four persons employed in business 
in the town, sixteen employees of the post office and town, 
eleven persons who pay tax on property adjoining their places 
of residence, and one by special permission of the Trustees. 

The Librarian is most grateful for an extended vacation 
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given her during the summer. She realizes that in spite 
of an able and devoted staff, the work of the library has 
been held back by her unwilling absence, as well as by the 
many changes in the staff during the last two years. Condi- 
tions all promise now to be more favorable in the coming year 
for carrying forward the work of the library.

REPORT 


The School Committee respectfully submits to the town 
the following report for the year ending December 31, 1922. 

On Monday, March 13, 1922, the Committee organized 
as follows:

By vote of the Board, the Chairman is a member of each 
standing committee. 

In the report for last year the letting of the contracts for 
the new High School Building was noted; it is with great satis- 
faction that we can report this year that the class rooms were 
occupied on the first day of school of this calendar year 
according to the original plan in spite of the weather which 
prevented an early start, the scarcity of labor, and the serious 
transportation problems of the past year. To accomplish 
this it has been necessary to concentrate upon the comple- 
tion of the class rooms rather than to have the auditorium, 
lunch room, and class rooms completed simultaneously. 
The whole building will, however, be completed in every 
detail within a few weeks. 

As may be seen from the statistical portion of the Superin- 
tendent’s report the enrollment at the High School shows a 
great increase over last year and even exceeds the estimate 
submitted when the new High School project was presented 
to the town. 
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In spite of the abnormally large graduation classes from 
the elementary schools of the past two years the enrollment 
in these schools shows a gain over last year. In several of 
these neighborhoods the large number of pupils make it 
necessary for the Committee to continue to limit the 
attendance to pupils of the town. The rule already in force 
refusing admittance of non-residents to the Runkle, Devotion 
and Driscoll schools must be adhered to. 

The enrollment at the Newton Street School at the opening 
of the school year, including all three grades that were taught 
there, was but ten. To secure proper educational advantages 
for the pupils of this small school house, built in 1768, 
they were transferred to the Heath School and adequate 
transportation is provided. : 

At the beginning of the present school year there was 
put into effect the policy in regard to medical inspection 
suggested in our annual report of last year. Dr. David M. 
Hassman was appointed Medical Director to have full charge. 

The Committee can not allow to pass unnoticed the death 
of its earlier Chief Medical Inspector, Dr. Robert W. Hastings, 
who was for eight years a conscientious and devoted servant 
to the cause of health in our schools. 

At the close of the last school year the Committee lost, by 
statutory limitation, the service of a faithful teacher, Miss 
Margaret E. Malone. It has seen fit to place upon its records 
and send to her the following memorial: 


“Obliged by the statute of the Commonwealth to 
accept the resignation of Miss Margaret E. Malone, 
a teacher in Brookline during fifty consecutive years, 
the School Committee of the town esteem it a privi- 
lege, as well as a duty, to spread upon their records 
and to convey to Miss Malone an expression of their 
appreciation of a term of service, perhaps unprece- 
dented in length, and equally notable in point of 
efficiency. 


‘During these many years Miss Malone has kept 
herself abreast of all changes in educational pro- 
cedure. Happily possessed of a most amiable dis- 
position, her buoyancy of spirit has been aconstant 
inspiration to her many associates. Members of 
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the School Board, Superintendents, and Principals 
have come and gone, but never has the condition 
of Miss Malone’s relations with them been impaired. 
It is not easy to find adequate terms in which 
to describe her devotion to the multitude of children 
who have been the objects of her loving care. Real- 
izing the reluctance with which Miss Malone termin- 
ates these long standing associations, it is the confi- 
dent belief of the Board that recollections of them 
will prove an abiding consolation. 

“In spite of her many years of devotion to the 
arduous duties of a teacher, it is the happy fortune 
of Miss Malone to reach their end while still youth- 
ful in spirit. In no perfunctory manner, but with 
hearty sincerity, it is the desire of the Board to 
congratulate Miss Malone upon her life work in 
Brookline and to express the hope that many 
more years of happy serenity may be vouchsafed her. 
In so doing, the Board has pleasure in the confident 
belief that it speaks not alone for itself but also for 
that great number of citizens, once her pupils, 
later the parents of her pupils, eye witnesses to the 
beneficence of her life both as woman and as teacher.” 


Three years ago the Committee presented to the town a 
schedule of salaries for teachers in line with that adopted 
before and since by cities and towns of the type of Brookline. 
At that time the budget of the School Committee did not 
provide for the maximum rate to be paid to all teachers who 
had been receiving that rate under the former schedule but 
it was planned to increase these salaries by amounts that 
would lead to the maximum payment this financial year. 
The increases (in almost all cases) were according to that 
prescribed in the schedule so that this year the remaining 
increment is less. With the present schedule in subsequent 
years the amount in the budget for increases in teachers’ 
salaries will have to care only for the routine gains of those 
not upon the maximum rate. 

The Parent-Teacher Associations of the various schools 
continued to hold frequent meetings. The wide range of 
subjects considered in their educational programs and the 
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prominence of the speakers that they have secured have 
brought together large groups of parents and teachers. The 
hearty discussion of all such educational subjects does much 
to secure the greatly desired co-operation among homes, 
schools and School Committee. 

The Committee wishes also to commend the Teachers’ 
Club upon the excellence of the program of meetings for this 
season. 

During the past year the School Committee has in con- 
ference with its Superintendent seriously discussed the 
development of its educational and building program, not 
only for the present but for a considerable period to come. 
The Committee urges the serious review, on the part of the 
citizens, of the recommendations of the Superintendent in 


his report.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


In accordance with your regulations, I submit my report 
on the schools of Brookline for the year 1922. The statistical 
data — most of which deals with the school year 1921—-1922— 
will be found at the close of the report. The body of the 
report is devoted to some of the most important problems 
needing consideration. 


Health 

The policy of directing constantly increasing attention 
upon the health of the pupils in our schools has been steadily 
pursued. Earlier physical examinations, greater uniformity 
in such examinations, more frequent medical inspection, 
more extensive records, and more immediate follow-up 
work have characterized the change from the former plan of 
having several medical inspectors each of whom had other 
demands from regular practice to that of having a single medi- 
cal director who devotes substantially all his time to the 
school work. 

The consumption of milk by our public school children con- 
tinues ‘to increase steadily. It is a great satisfaction to see 
the success that has attended the efforts of many public- 
spirited citizens who have undertaken to secure the funds 
needed to help in the payment for milk for pupils who are 
themselves unable to obtain the full price. In particular 
the Brookline Branch of the National Civic League has 
organized various philanthropic groups and arranged for the 
payment of funds through the treasurer to our Health Instruc- 
tor, Miss Lewis, for the schools as need arises. Besides this 
the Brookline Day Nursery has assumed responsibility for 
milk for one of the primary schools and the Anti-Tuberculosis 
League has made a most substantial contribution to the 
work in general. 

With the emphasis upon milk in the first six grades there is 
now being made a greater study of the lunch problem in the 
seventh and eighth grades. 

The number of visits to the Dental Clinic has increased, 
but there were not so many children taken care of as usual 
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making the average number of visits three and one-fifth for 
each child instead of two as reported last year. This differ- 
ence is due to the fact that work was begun on the temporary 
teeth, and also because two appointments each day were 
given to children from the Health Center. The weak spot 
in our dental work has been the neglected condition of the 
temporary teeth, and the lack of responsibility on the part 
of the homes in keeping the teeth clean. We have been 
working on both these problems the past year with very 
gratifying results. 

The work for the children at the Health Center was begun 
in November, and has become a part of the daily routine 
at the Dental Clinic. This arrangement has temporarily 
lowered the figures of the school children treated, but in a 
few years this loss in numbers will be more than made up by 
the number of children entering the Kindergarten whose 
teeth are in good condition, and whose mothers have been 
instructed in the relation of diet to teeth and in the importance 
of the daily use of the tooth brush. 

The eye, ear, nose and throat clinics at the Health Center 
have again been of great service to us. 

By an affiliation with the Domestic Science Department 
the Health Instructor has been able to begin teaching child 
care to the girls in the eighth grade and the High School. 
Three lessons on the subject were prepared which included the 
physical care of the infant and child of pre-school age; a brief 
explanation of the rapid growth of the body and development 
of the brain and nervous system making possible the awaken- 
ing of the mind and the senses — and also of different phases 
of a child’s personality, including the importance of teaching 
a child to direct the will and control the emotions. A great 
effort was made to prove to the girls that the first four years 
of life cover a very important educational period.

The physical examinations which our Medical Director, 
Dr. Hassman, carried on were begun September 12, and 
finished October 11. The possession thus early in the year 
of complete health data afforded a great advantage over 
previous years in determining the health and gymnastic pro- 
grams of pupils. 

The co-operation that the homes are showing in the matter 
of tonsils and adenoids is most gratifying. 

It is the definite policy in our health work to be over careful, 
especially in regard to heart cases. Practically all heart 
cases were examined by three physicians; opinions were 
rendered independently and then discussed. In this way 
the number of true organic heart cases was appreciably 
lessened over last year. With the continued insistence on 
over-carefulness the number of heart cases should show a 
steady decrease. 

The following restrictions are imposed on gymnastic work 
on the basis of the medical examinations: 


1. NoGymnasium. This applies to all those cases 
of organic heart disease in which the pulse is rapid or 
irregular, heart not enlarged, to those functional 
heart cases which are rapid, irregular and associated 
with malnutrition, to those cases of marked malnu- 
trition where rest is essential and also to those extremely 
nervous children. 

2. Restricted Exercises. No Competition. In those 
organic heart cases in which the heart is large, sounds 
regular and good quality, there is no reason why 
pupils should not exercise, but the main thing is to 
keep them from going to the stage of exhaustion; 
therefore if they are given simple exercises and not 
allowed to compete, it will do them a lot of good. 
The same holds true in a good many of the functional 
heart cases, the malnutrition and nervous cases. 
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3. Temporary Restrictions. This class includes those 
cases of suspected appendicitis, convalescing appendi- 
citis, osteomyelitis, etc., on letters from their attending 
physicians. 


Posture and malnutrition cases should be organized into 
special classes to receive definite postural treatment together 
with instruction on diet, exercise, and rest. Such classes can 
be held at convenient places at an early hour in the afternoon. 

In order to carry on this work effectively the appointment 
of an additional school nurse is imperative. | 

The following is a summary of the health conditions in our 
different schools:

Physical Education 

The regular work in physical education carried on in our 
classrooms and gymnasiums continues on the high plane that 
has always been the pride of Brookline. * There is reason 
for great satisfaction in the increased activity in out-of-school 
sports and games. Besides the regular high and elementary 
school teams in different sports, many other teams have been 
formed and large groups brought together in games in which 
through co-operation rather than intensive competition the 
social and physical values are being realized. 

In my report for last year I touched upon the subject 
of supervised play, or organized games — for the latter is 
perhaps a more accurate name. A program has been carefully 
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drawn up for beginning such organized games in all elementary 
schools except the primary in a tentative way. Teachers 
under supervision of members of the physical training depart- 
ment will meet with the pupils on the school grounds after 
school for two afternoons a week throughout the spring and 
fall. 

Besides the natural enjoyment of stimulating play and 
the physical benefit, it is felt that a great gain will result in 
social life and school spirit. If this tentative program meets 
with success the scope can be enlarged and more afternoons 
devoted and more instructors secured. 

In this connection the pressing need of adequate play- 
grounds for some of our schools must be emphasized. The 
case of the Pierce School is deplorable. A small area, entirely 
inadequate in size, surfaced with material that causes bruises 
and abrasions in case of a fall, lies in immediate contact with 
the school itself and with the Town Library. The danger 
to glass in the windows of the school and the annoyance to 
patrons of the library reading-rooms are regrettable and yet 
unavoidable under present conditions. Measures should be 
taken immediately to have secured adequate playing space 
in close proximity to the school in order that the pupils in 
this, one of our largest schools in one of our most congested 
districts, may have the same advantages as others. 


Intelligence Tests 


Throughout the closing month of the last school year a 
most thorough and comprehensive study was made of a large 
number of pupils who for various reasons were three or more 
years behind their proper grade. The investigation. was 
carried on by a group of three experts furnished by the State 
and assistance of two members of our own teaching body. 
The purpose was to ascertain the various causes that were 
operating to retard the pupils considered, to remedy these 
conditions as far as posible, to guide some pupils into 
different lines of activity from those previously followed, and 
to make possible for each the achievement of such success as lies 
within his grasp. In all such endeavors it must be remem- 
bered that there shall be no closing of the door of hope or 
opportunity on the one hand, nor the forcible insistance on a 
program that will lead to absolute mental, moral ‘and economic 
helplessness on the other. 
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The general findings of this investigation may be seen from 
the following report, though it should be noticed that further 
investigation this year may lead to even more effective 
adjustments:

The recommendation for “‘special instruction in regular 
class’”’ is in accord with the work now done to some extent 
for backward children in the schools with definite success. The 
recommendation of “‘social supervision” carries implications 
under three general headings: 


1. “Protection” for the backward subject, that is from 
the possibility of acquiring bad habits, falling into 
delinquency, etc. 

2. Attention to ‘“‘poor home situation’ refers to 
poverty and distress in family, alcoholism, absence of 
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parents’ supervision, poor physical hygiene in relation 
to sleep and food. 


’ 


3. “Spare time supervision,’’ is especially significant in 
Brookline where the schools close at 1.30 P.M. There 
are dangers in the way of school children smoking, of 
gang life, of delinquencies, and of other bad habits; 
of overwork and fatigue; and implies the desirability 
of attendance on, and development of interest in 
supervised playgrounds, athletics, healthy sports and 
amusements, affiliation with girls’ clubs, boy scout 
organizations, etc., as well as supplementary cultural 
activities such as music, dancing, gardening, and 
industrial arts. 


Evening Schools 


The evening school classes continue to meet the needs 
of those young people who desire to complete the courses 
which economic pressure compelled them to abandon at 
early age and of those who have found the need of more 
specific instruction in special commercial fields. Besides 
these there are those to whom English is not a mother tongue 
and who are taught the fundamentals of elementary instruc- 
tion. In addition to these, real service is being rendered in 
another field of great importance to every community. There 
are in our town several hundred men and women who have 
taken out their first naturalization papers. Special classes 
have been formed to help these to a knowledge and realiza- 
tion of the duties and privileges that lie before them. These 
classes in citizenship have a wonderful record for steady 
attendance and thorough devotion to work: Great opportu- 
nity is open for a much greater extension of this part of the 
work. 

High School 

With the entrance of a large part of the high school pupils 
and teachers into the new building the congestion is at an 
end and conditions for effective and healthful work restored. 

I cannot forbear from expressing my great appreciation of 
the loyalty and co-operation shown by the teachers and pupils 
of the High School who have undergone, with so little com- 
parative loss, the inconvenience to which they have been 
subjected. 
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At this point I wish to present definite information in 
regard to the manner in which our high school pupils meet 
the test of their school work in the examinations for admission 
to college. Of course there are many pupils who do not go 
to college and we have only a subjectively general approval 
of the preparation they receive for their life work. 

As for our college pupils, if one were to go back over ten 
or fifteen years, one would discover many honors, academic, 
social, athletic, accorded to our boys and girls; and let it be 
understood, in this connection, that social and athletic honors 
are important as showing that spirit of leadership without 
which the man or woman becomes merely one of the mass, 
an Average Person. Concrete and definite statement of 
these honors of past years was furnished in a letter published 
in the Brookline Chronicle, following the town meeting of last 
spring. It is sufficient to say here that the list was an impres- 
sive one. 

As to what the High School’s record has been in the last 
three years, the following data will show: 

Of those taking College Board Examinations: 

| In 1920, 57 recommended; 57 passed. 


In 1921, 87 recommended; 86 passed. 
In 1922, 85 recommended; 78 passed. 


Of those taking New Plan Examinations: 


In 1920, 14 recommended; 14 passed. 
In 1921, 9%recommended; 9 passed. 
In 1922, 12 recommended; 12 passed. 

In the first group our percentage is 96%; in the second 
group it is 100%. It may be added at this point also that 
in two departments — English and French — pupils take 
advanced standing in college. 

Certain specific cases during these last three years are 
noteworthy, too: 

One of our:students passed all his entrance examinations 
for Harvard after completing our sophomore year. One 
girl passed examinations for entrance to Wellesley without 
conditions after completing our junior year. One boy, after 
three years of French in our High School, took the special 
prize in French offered this year to freshmen at Brown. Our 
one representative at Syracuse University received honors’ 
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in English at the end of her first three months at college. 
Our one representative at Mount Holyoke, besides excelling in 
debate, leads her class in scholarship. All of our students 
at Harvard are doing at least average work. One of them 
has won Phi Beta Kappa at the end of his junior year; two 
others are conspicuous figures in debating, one having been a 
member of the team debating against Oxford. All of our 
students sent to Wellesley last year are on the Honor Roll. 
All of our students at Smith are maintaining a grade of scholar- 
ship above the average. 

It would seem, therefore, that when under the serious 
handicaps of over-crowding such results can be obtained the 
public may well take special pride in its High School. 


School Accommodations 


The question of school accommodations involves several 
fundamental problems, some of an educational, some of 
physical and some of an economic nature. 

We are confronted with the facts that the school population 
in one portion of our town—the Longwood— has dwindled, 
in most it has remained fairly constant, and in two — Devotion 
and Runkle — it has increased remarkably. 

Any discussion upon school accommodations carries with 
it the possible consideration of the erection of a new building. 
In this connection it seems pertinent to quote from the annual 
report of the School Committee for 1909, when the building 
question was discussed, as the principles there laid down are 
sound policy: 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT, 1909 


“The occasion seems opportune for a restatement 
of certain general considerations which ought to be 
kept in mind as from time to time the erection of 
additional buildings is contemplated. It is the more 
necessary to keep steadily in mind such general con- 
siderations, since the residents of any given section 
are naturally inclined to take an unduly restricted 
view, being swayed by those personal and _ local 
aspects which are most obvious to them. 

‘““My statement must be brief and thereforeshould be 
interpreted in a reasonable way, it being remembered 
that brevity and a full statement of all qualifying con- 
siderations are inconsistent with each other. First, 
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I remark that, structures unduly large and masses of 
pupils unduly great being avoided, the fewer school- 
houses we have the better. Due regard for economy 
and efficiency justifies this claim. Since there can- 
not be a schoolhouse at every man’s door, we shall be 
constantly called on to decide as to reasonable 
distances to be traversed by pupils. In Brookline, 
where the one-session plan prevails, such reasonable 
distance is clearly greater than in communities where 
children attend school twice each day. Whatever 
the number of daily sessions, a reasonable distance 
for children of the kindergarten and the lower grades 
will be shorter than the distance which may be 
required of older children. Primary buildings must, 
therefore, be more numerous than grammar build- 
ings. Not infrequently in discussions which relate 
to sites and distances, participants speak as though 
walking in the open air were an evil which should be 
reduced to the minimum, instead of being a most 
beneficial form of exercise. Living as most Ameri- 
cans do, in houses whose temperature is kept unduly 
high, and with means of transportation widely 
extended, it is more than ever desirable that the 
walking: habit should be fostered. My _ special 
purpose, however, in introducing the topic now under 
discussion, is to urge that, as far as can now be 
foreseen, and for some time to come, the erection of 
other grammar buildings will not be in accordance 
with sound policy. We have already six such 
buildings and in some instances these are nearer 
together than is desirable, as witness the Heath and 
Runkle, the Devotion, Lawrence and Pierce. The 
grammar building of today calls not only for class 
rooms but for such accessories as an assembly hall, 
gymnasium, shower baths, rooms for cooking, sewing, 
manual training, etc. The initial cost of such a 
building is great and the cost of maintenance heavy. 
It calls into service a principal who is necessarily 
and properly one of the highest paid teachers and may 
put into his care an unduly small number of pupils 
of the upper grammar grades. Nor can the extent 
of the added financial burden thrown upon a school 
department by an undue multiplication of grammar 
schools be exactly and easily shown by figures. This 
becomes evident if we consider the unnecessary dupli- 
cation of equipment, the matter of wages and labor, 
the expense of supervisors and of the services ren- 
dered by special teachers. A fair conclusion would 
seem to be that during the initial stage of a discussion 
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relative to a new building, no presumption exists 
in favor of its erection. The burden of proof rests 
on those advocating its construction. If a case be 
made out in favor of some sort of building, there is 
at the outset, no existing presumption that it shall 
be a grammar building. So far as any presumption 
exists, it faces in the other direction.”’ 


Since the time at which this extract was written educational 
policy has overwhelmingly turned toward the demarcation 
of grades one to six as the elementary grades, their constituents 
being almost entirely prepuscent, their interests collective, 
their educational needs substantially similar. Correspond- 
ingly, educational policy has turned to considering the seventh 
and eighth grades as presenting essentially secondary school 
problems —in particular in ascertaining and providing for 
individual differences. | 

In some communities these seventh and eighth grades are 
joined with the ninth to form an independent administrative 
unit known as the junior high school. In others they have 
been joined with the regular four-year high school to form 
a so-called junior-senior high school. In still others, at 
strategic points only, seventh and eighth grades are grouped 
with the first six grades in eight grade elementary schools, 
fed also by the six grade elementary schools identified with 
particular neighborhoods. In all these arrangements the aim is 
to bring together sufficient pupils to make effectively possible 
the breaking up of the mass of pupils into smaller groups 
of reasonable uniformity in powers, interests, and purposes. 

Whatever policy may eventually be adopted in any com- 
munity, no step should be taken toward perpetuating a form 
of organization educationally outgrown or toward rendering 
impossible the ultimate adoption of an organization already 
adopted in many progressive cities and towns. 

Every consideration of school accommodations must also 
keep in mind the need everywhere of smaller class-room units. 
For the whole country the National Educational Association 
is sounding the slogan ‘“‘Not more than thirty-five pupilsinaclass 
room.” Individual attention can with difficulty be assured 
if the unit is larger. Although the handicap incidental to 
classes of greater size than this can be to some extent over- 
come by unassigned teachers, it is a standard that must be

increasingly insisted upon as there is always abundance of 
work for unassigned teachers with pupils who are tempo- 
rarily out of adjustment. 

With all these principles in mind let us see what the condi- 
tions are that actually confront us. 

The Runkle School, a so-called ten-room building, had 
several years ago to give up its kindergarten because of the 
steady demand upon the rooms for regular elementary classes. 
The whole Fisher Hill District remains utterly without any 
kindergarten accommodations. Besides this practically every 
class is overcrowded, so that it has become necessary to secure 
extra teachers, split classes, and hold regular recitations 
in the assembly hall, the teachers’ rooms, the sewing room 
and the cooking room. 

The present group of three buildings, if the center building 
is properly altered, can accommodate a kindergarten and 
grades one to six allowing for double sections when necessary. | 
The enlargement of the group would naturally take the form 
of an extension of the central building toward the north, 
providing for an assembly hall on the Druce Street front 
ground level, an adequate gymnasium below it and a suff- 
cient number of class rooms and special rooms for the grammar 
grades to be contained in front on Clinton Road. Such 
addition should be large enough to provide for the grammar 
pupils of this whole part of the town including the Runkle, 
Driscoll, and portion of the Heath Districts. 

In the portion of Brookline lying east of Harvard Street 
~ we have three schools in operation, the Devotion, the Lawrence 
and the Longwood. The last of these situated on St. Mary’s 
Street, on the Brookline-Boston line, has an enrollment of 
130, only about thirty of whom are Brookline residents. 
Inasmuch as Boston will complete this spring a new elemen- 
tary school on the other side of St. Mary’s Street there seems 
to be no justification for the continued occupancy of this 
building unless residents of this district desire to send their 
primary children to a much greater extent than heretofore. 
The Lawrence School containing grades four to eight has an 
enrollment of 230. The building itself, originally constructed 
in 1874 and enlarged in 1885 and again in 1891, is ill-adapted 
in its arrangement and falls far short of the present-day 
requirements of fire-resisting construction. The registration 
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in this school has remained substantially constant for years. 
The use of such a building should be discontinued as soon as 
expedient in the interest of safety, convenience of adminis- 
tration, and economy. 

The Devotion School comprising three buildings has been 
filled to effective working capacity for some years. The 
unusual increase in the lower grades shows that the time is 
close at hand when relief must be afforded. 

In considering the problems involved in connection with 
these three schools it must be kept in mind that there is a 
district near Commonwealth Avenue comprising parts of 
St. Paul, Pleasant, Egmont, and Thatcher Streets, where 
building has progressed very rapidly and where there is every 
prospect of still more building activity. The needs of this 
district must be also foreseen. 

The question of determining upon a site for a new building 
containing a kindergarten and six elementary grades, to take 
the pupils of the Longwood, grades four to six of the Law- 
rence, to relieve the congestion in the Devotion, and to 
meet the expansion in the St. Paul, Commonwealth section 
needs immediate and careful attention. The grammar 
building of the Devotion, if devoted exclusively to grades 
seven and eight would accommodate the grammar pupils of 
these districts. The direct distance from the Lawrence to 
the Devotion is a little over a half mile, a little less than a 
half mile from the Lawrence is the Pierce. Lawrence pupils 
living near the Pierce School can be accommodated there 
without taxing present accommodations. | 

Until the school population of Brookline increases enor- 
mously fewer rather than more eighth grade grammar school 
units are needed. The larger the seven—eight grade enroll- 
ment in any one district, the better the educational offerings 
that can be made and the less the ultimate cost. 

May I summarize in the form of definite recommendations 
some of the courses I have suggested in this report. 


1. The appointment of an additional school nurse. 

2. The adoption of supervised play — or organized games 
— on school grounds. 

3. The study and preparation of plans for altering and 
enlarging the Runkle School. 

4. The study of the site for a new Lawrence School. 
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The data which follows present statistically the usual infor- 
mation in regard to enrollment, attendance, and age of pupils 
in the Brookline Schools.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ACCOUNTANT 





Brookline, Mass., January 17, 1923. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Gentlemen:—In compliance with Article X, Section 6, of the 
Town By-Laws, I herewith submit the twenty-fifth annual report 
‘of the Accounting Department. 

During the town’s financial year, ending December 31, 1922, I 
have examined the accounts of George H. Worthley, the Treasurer, 
at the close of each month’s business, and have found them to be 
correct, with the balances cash on hand and in bank, as entered 
in his books. I have examined and checked all notes, bonds and 
coupons paid during the year and have found them properly cancelled. 

I have also examined his accounts as Collector and have set 
forth my findings under a schedule entitled Summary of Collector’s 
Accounts. 

His accounts as Treasurer of the Trustees of the Walnut Hills 
Cemetery and Brookline Cemetery, of the William H. Lincoln 
School Funds, of the J. Murray Kay Fund and of the Warren Tree 
Fund have been examined and all are found to beasreported by him, 

The accounts of Henry W. Lamb, Treasurer of the Trustees of 
the Public Library were examined at the close of the year and found 
to be correct, with stock certificates and registered bonds standing 
in the name of the Trustees of the Public Library. 

I have examined the accounts of the Librarian of the Public 
Library and of the Superintendent of the Gymnasium and Baths, 
and find them to agree with the books of the Treasurer. 

A detailed statement of the receipts and their sources, and of 
the payments and the purposes therefor, follows. The condition 
of the various trust funds with sources of income and amounts paid 
out is also set forth. 

A statement covering the estimated value of town property anda 
classified statement of the maturing funded debt and interest 
thereon, is included. 

In view of the referendum vote at the annual meeting in March, 
1923, regarding the system of town accounts to be adopted, it is 
superfluous to make recommendations at this time regarding 
changes in our methods until the citizens of the town have had an 
opportunity to signify their wishes on the subject matter of the 
referendum.

Bowditch and John T. Comerford, Mr. Bowditch being 
re-elected at the last town election. Charles H. Stearns was 
chosen Chairman of the Board and Herbert N. Bates, Secre- 
tary. 

The State, County and Town appropriations show an 
increase over last year amounting to $362,011.37. This 
amount together with a decrease of $74,292.04 in the distri- 
bution of the State Income Tax necessitated an increase in 
the tax rate from $17.90 to $21.70 per thousand.
